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Newton Welfare Bureau Re-Elects 

Officers At Annual Meeting 

Reports On Unemployment And Camp Work Show Tre- 
mendous Increases Over Preceding Year 


On Wednesday afternoon the Annual 
Meeting of the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau was held at 12 Austin Street, 
with Mr. Elliott B. Church, President, 
In the chair. A report wus given of 
the work done for 1930. Compared 
with the work reports of other years, 
It had increased tremendously, par- 
ticularly since last Fall. The un- 
employment conditions were felt very 
seriously beginning early in the 
Spring as was indicated by the mount- 
ing cost of relief paid out by the 
Bureau to families where they did not 
have sufficient income even during the 
Spring and Summer months when 
ordinarily there is plenty of work. In 
the Fall the Mayor’s Committee asked 
that the Welfare Bureau take charge 
of relief which it has been doing since 
November. The total relief for the 
year amounted to $8387.00 and the 
total number of families with whom 
the Bureau worked was 534. an in- 
crease of 126 over the 408 of the 
year 1929. The staff has had to he 
increased to meet the increased work. 
The relief for the three winter months 
— November, December and January, 
two years ago amounted to $1487.85; 
one year ago to $1439.33, and this 
year $5744.38. 

The camp work during the last few 
years has Increased steadily and last 
year 157 individuals had vacations 
planned for them by the Bureau. The 
hulk of these were tubercular contact 
children or underweight children re- 
ferred by the schools and were paid 
for from the Healtli Fund which is the 
money from Christmas Seals sold ill 
Newton. From this same money $2279 
was spent for milk for families and 
some children In the schools. Dr. 
Cecil Clark, the Chairman of this 
Health Fund of the Bureau, reported 
on the work done by the Health Com- 
mittee and the expenditures of this 
money. 

The Home Service work of the New- 
ton Chapter American Red Cross 
which is work with the families of 
veterans, and men at present in the 
U. S. Service, is done under the New 
ton Welfare Bureau by Miss Esther 
Walker. Her report for the year was 
given and a total of 63 families were 
assisted. 12 of whom were in Needham 
as the Newton Home Service Section 
also covers that district, the other 51 
in Newton. 

The speaker for the afternoon was 
Mr. Richard Conant. Commissioner of 
Public Welfare for the State of Mas- 
sachusetts. He spoke about the new 
law for Old Age Assistance which 
was passed by the legislature last 
year and which becomes effective July 
1st. He said the aged person must be 
seventy years of age. must be a citi- 
zen and have resided in the State of 
Massachusetts for twenty years. The 
amount to he paid through the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare in the local 
cities and towns should he sufficient 
to provide a “dignified” standard of 
living for the elderly people: it was 
not to be a pension hut was to be paid 
on the basis of the need of assistance; 
the primary responsibility for caring 
for the aged still rested upon the 
families as it should. Mr. Conant 
spoke of two other States which had 
already passeil similar laws, New 
Y’ork and California, hut neither of 
these states were as well organized 
to administer the law from a social 
service standpoint as Massachusetts. 
Tlie experience of Massachusetts ad- 
ministering tile Mothers’ Aid law al- 
ready in existence has given training 
and experience throughout the State 
and the Old Age Assistance would be 
administered on the same basis. If 
the age is kept as at present at 70, 
tlie extra amount to he paid by the 
State will he about $3,000,000. if tlie 
age is decreased to 65, for which there 
is some agitation, it will amount to 
about $6,000,000, Tlie legislature is 
at present discussing how tills ad- 
ditional tax money shall be raised. 
Those present at the meeting were 


very much interested in what Mr. 
Conunt told about the law as of course 
it is very portlnfenl to tlie work of 
the Welfare Bureau.

Sunday afternoon the Civic Arts 
Association of Newton was organized, 
and officers elected to serve until the 
unnual meeting to he held in Octo- 
ber. 

Phi- 
ward E. Whiting: vice-presidents, Wil- 
liam H. Rice, Mrs. Ralph Henry, Rev. 
Chester A. Drummond: recording sec- 
retary, Lyscom A. Bruce, Jr.: corre- 
sponding secretary. Miss Anne E. Bun- 
ker: treasurer, Charles E. Hatfield. 

A special meeting will bo called to 
elect a Council, to consist of one rep- 
resentative from each village in New- 
ton. An executive committee of five, 
and four department directors, will 
then be chosen and preparations be- 
gun for the season’s work.

Tlie annual meeting of tlie Newton 
Bankers' Association was held last 
evening at the Brae Burn Country 
Club. Tlie guest speaker of the eve- 
ning was former District Attorney of 
Middlesex County, Robert T. Bushnell. 
Officers for the year were elected as 
follows: President, Judge Wm.

The present gross 
assets of all the hanks in the city 
total $56,914,865 divided between 
tlie Savings Banks with $26,093,724, 
Commercial Banks with $22,034,573, 
and Co-operative Banks with $8,786,- 
568.

Permit For Apartment 
Building In Newton 

Hair Million Dollar Struct nrc la 
Uln lined on Centro St. 


A permit lias been granted for the 
erection of a large apartment building 
on a Hite hounded by Centre and 
Mount Ida streets. Newton. This 
site was included in the general resi- 
dence zone whet!, most of such zones 
were recently changed to private 
residence zones on the promise 
made by the architect and the then 
owner of the land that a strip of land 
varying in width from 15 feet down, 
would he given to the city to widen 
the dangerous curve on Centre street 
hill. Alderman Gallagher had called 
attention to the dangerous traffic sit- 
uation caused by the combination of 
curve and grade at this point, and had 
not the agreement been made by those 
interested in the construction of an 
apartment building on the site in 
question, it would have been placed 
in a private residence zone. 

Some weeks ago plans were sub- 
mitted to BuiknngH Commissioner 
Chadwick for an eight-story apart- 
ment building on the site. Provision 
had not been made for the ceding of 
land to the city for tlie widening, as 
promised. A permit for the building 
was withheld until the owners of the 
property had agreed to donate the 
land for the widening and to make 
the building six stories high instead 
of eight. 

The apartment building will he 
erected on land formerly owned by 
Peter Turchon and John T. Burns. It 
is planned as * co-operative apart- 
ment building, the suites to be owned 
by occupants. It will contain 57 apart 
ments of 3, 4 and 5 rooms and hath. 
Some of the apartments will have two 
bath rooms. The building exterior 
will he constructed of brick and stone. 
It will have a large courtyard on the 
Centre street side and will set back 
15 feet on the Mount Ida street side. 
Herbert O. Townsend of Quincy is the 
owner of the proposed building and 
Edward B. Stratton of Newton Cen- 
tre is the architect. The building will 
he 265 feet long on Centre street and 
Hs feet on Mount Ida street. It will 
he 65 feet high.

Red Cross Quota 
In Newton Exceeded 

Voluntary Contributions Total More 
Than 911,400 Asked 

$10,000,000 Is enough so say ex- 
perienced Red Cross experts — to car- 
ry on an adequate relief program in 
the Drought Area. Over half of this 
amount has been collected to date 
throughout the United States. 

Newton was expected to contribute 
to this $10,000,000 fund $11,400 and 
it is with great pleasure that the New- 
ton Chapter of the Red Cross an- 
nounces that Newton’s voluntary con- 
tributions to Drought Relief have ex- 
ceeded the quota. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Bill for the $25,000,000 appropriation 
before Congress at the present time 
contains no mention of file word 
“Drought.” In other words it is a 
relief Bill of a general nature. The 
Red Cross to administer this fund 
might be called upon to go outside of 
its province of Disaster Relief and 
enter into social and civic welfare 
problems (such as the unemployment 
relief program, etc.). This the Red 
Crtiss cannot do and is not. fitted to 
do. Therefore the Red Cross has 
asked to be relieved from the respon- 
sibility of accepting this money from 
Congress for administration. 

Tlie American people have always 
relieved suffering by giving freely and 
with generous hearts. It lias been 
rather a shock to many people to feel 
that this privilege might possibly be 
taken from them by an Act of Con- 
gress that, while depriving them of 
their privilege of charity, would re- 
sult in a tax burden being ultimately 
forced upon them. 

The Red Cross is the nation’s sole 
agency for Disaster Relief, it has had 
years of experience in hundreds of 
Disasters. It does its work of reliev- 
ing suffering promptly, efficiently, 
thoroughly, and above all economical- 
ly. 

Suffering in the Drought Area con- 
tinues and the Red Cross is working 
there night and day to alleviate dis- 
tressing conditions. 

The Newton Chapter of the Red 
Cross will gladly receive contributions 
for Drought Relief and every penny 
contributed will be sent at once to 
tlie Drought Area. 

MR. BOLSTER RESIGNS 

At the annual meeting of the Hos- 
pitaj. January 29th. Mr. Bolster’s res- 
ignation as treasurer of the Newton 
Hospital was accepted, with regret, 
and Mr. Wickliffe J. Spaulding, of Au- 
burmlale. was elected as hie at|cc&i- 
so r. 

The Hospital has been most for- 
tunate in securing the services of our 
leading citizens in positions of respon- 
sibility in its management. Mr. Bol- 
ster has served the Hospital as treas- 
urer twelve years and feels he should 
he relieved. His predecessor. George 
Royal Pulsifer. served as treasurer 
of tlie Hospital fourteen years and 
really selected Mr. Roister as his suc- 
cessor. Two abler or more loyal men 
could hardly be found who could carry 
the responsibility of the position and 
it tlie same time enjoy more fully the 
confidence of the citizens of Newton. 

The position carries with it a very 
large responsibility. Tlie Hospital is 
really a $2,500,000 property and its 
successful administration means re- 
sponsibility. During the twelve years 
in wliith Mr. Bolster served as treas- 
urer. the major development of the 
Hospital lias taken place; much of the 
surrounding property has been ac- 
quired and new buildings have been 
erected. In tlie campaign for these 
improvements, seven thousand sub- 
scribers were secured. The size of 
the task of the treasurer is indicated 
by the statement that the treasurer 
collected $1,452,000 from these sub- 
scribers. For each payment a receipt 
was sent. This work together with 
all tlie responsibility connected with 
tin* daily conduct of the Hospital in- 
dicates something of the debt the citi- 
zens Newton owe Mr. Bolster for 
his twelve years’ service. 

The best thing about it is Mr. Bol- 
ster's own statement, “I have great- 
ly enjoyed the work and the friend- 
ships I have made in these twelve 
years of service."

Aldermen Appropriate $4,476,958.05 
For Budget For Coming Year 


Hold Up Appropriations For Traffic Lights- 
Held on Various Matters 


-Several Hearings 


The principal matter before th*» 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
was the consideration of the budget. 
The figures recommended by Mayor 
Weeks, with few exceptions met with 
the approval of the Finance Commit- 
tee. and the budget, as presented by 
the Finance Committee was approved 
by the Board with but one change. 
The total amount of the budget recom- 
mendations as submitted by Mayor 
Weeks was $4,495,253.37. The Finance 
Committee cut this total to $4,484.- 
658.05. Protests against the installa 
tion of two “Electromatic” traffic sig- 
nals at a cost of $7700 caused this 
item to be lopped off the budget leav- 
ing the total at $4,476,958.05. In ad- 
dition to this $290,459 was appropri- 
ated as the budget for the Water De- 
partment: this amount to be raised 
from Water Revenues. The Mayor had 
recommended $300,414 as the budget 
figure for this department. The pass- 
ing of tlie budget appropriation at the 
first February meeting is perhaps the 
earliest this lias Jieen done in the his- 
tory of the city. 

The meeting opened with hearings 
on petitions of the Edison and Tele- 
phone Companies for joint pole loca- 
tions on streets now accepted, but 
which until recently were private 
ways. No opposition appeared to these 
perfunctory petitions. Neither did any- 
one appear to oppose the petition of 
the New England Concrete Pipe Com- 
pany for a permit to install a 1000 
gasoline tank and pump at 109 Need- 
ham street. Newton Upper Falls. 

The next matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition to have An- 
gler circle given some other name. 
This circle is a short, new street 
which runs from 1720 Washington 
street. Auburndale. The person who 
disliked the name did not appear to 
speak in favor of the petition, but 
several property owners and residents 
on the street were present to object 
to any change. Lyman Hutchins of 
14 Angler circle stated that if the 
name were changed it will cause much 
inconvenience by necessitating such 
documents as deeds and mortgages to 
he corrected, that mail matter may be 
delayed and other complications en- 
sue. Mr. Hutchins said that the par- 
ty who circulated t ho. pet it ion asking 
for tti e chairse in' name v&Sm* 
no good reason for so doing. 

James Covington of 5 Angier cir- 
cle opposed the petition and stated 
tiiut one of the petitioners had a 
house for sale and thought that the 
name of the street retarded the sale 
because it is too high-toned. 

The hearing on the amendment to 
the Traffic Rules which would prohi- 
bit parking on the west side of Wal- 
nut street. Xewtonville, between High- 
land avenue and Otis street, brought 
a protest from Perley A. Hilliard who 
conducts a candy shop at 34«» Walnut 
street, the opposite side from where 
the amendment would take effect. A 
young man read a letter signed by 
Hilliard which tartly criticized New- 
ton’s traffic regulations. This letter 
said in part — “As a voter, property 
owner and merchant doing business 
on that part of Walnut street affected 
by this proposal. I wish to express my 
protest against further restrictions of 
parking on Walnut street. Business 
has suffered severely from nuisance 
legislation. Cannot Newton have the 
good sense to help business iustea i 
of hindering it? Let’s put men to 
work. Let’s make Newton more con- 
venient for trade. Let’s keep the 
trade we have rather than drive It 
away with No Parking signs. A few 
feet added to the width of this street 
would solve tlie whole problem. This 
could be done without sacrificing the 
shade trees by running the sidewalk 
inside these trees.” 

No protest against the change was 
made by the Newton Club in front of 
whose property part of the restricted 
area lies. A letter signed by several 
property owners on the side affected 
favored the change. Chief of Police 


Hughes also had asked for the change. 
The tenor of Hilliard's letter certain- 
ly did not have the effect he desired. 
Alderman Grehensteln. chairman of 
the Traffic Committee commented that 
while the Aldermen desire to listen 
to both sidw Of a question and give 
respectful consideration to opposition, 
such opposition as was manifested 
against this proposed change merited 
little consideration. He moved that 
the rules be suspended so that the 
proposed change could be acted upon 
at once Aldermen Collins and Wood- 
cock. the other Ward 2 aldermen 
agreed t liar the change was necessary 
in the interest of public safety. Al- 
derman Woodcock, who lives in the 
area affected, told that Walnut street 
narrows 10 feet at the south side 
of Highland avenue and collisions 
have frequently occurred there. 

The Board unanimously voted to 
suspend the rules and amend the traf- 
fic ordinances so that the change was 
made. Mr. Hilliard, whose opinion 
of parking restrictions in this city is 
not very laudatory, has been a resi- 
dent of Newton Highlands for about 
two years. 

Nine names of Newton citizens were 
drawn from a box and as a result 
the owners of these names must serve 
as jurors at sessions of the Superior 
Court to be held this mouth and next 
at Cambridge and Lowell. The nine 
citizens who must perform civic duty 
are: Patrick Fleming.

street: Edwin H. Peek. 23 Wiltshire 
road: Lloyd Freeman.

8 Whitney 
road: John M. Glynn. 74 Eddy street: 
Lawrence Reichle. 17 Malvern terrace. 

The Public Works committee re- 
ported adversely on the offers of John 
T. Burns of $10,000 for the purchase 
of land owned by the city at Common- 
wealth avenue and Woodbine street. 
Auburndale. and of Cashman & Gins- 
berg for the purchase of the old Ham- 
ilton School and its site at Lower 
Falls for $2240. 

The Board voted to approve the re- 
quest from Mayor Weeks that a house 
at 216 Crafts street. Newtonville. lo- 
cated next to the F. A. Day School be 
sold to Thomas Matthews for $2000. 
Mr. Matthews will move this house 
to~a lot nearby on Watertown street. 
The site of the house will be used to 
increase the grounds of the Day 
School. Aldermen Temperlev inquired 
regarding the assessed value of this 
house. He was anxious to know 
whether, or not. the city was obtain- 
ing enough for the building. None of 
the Aldermen knew what the assessed 
value was. hut President Collins in- 
formed the Upper Falls member that 
the Mayor had asked for bids on this 
house and Mr. Matthews' offer was the 
best. 

A resolution introduced by the Com- 
mittee on Legislation dealt with a mat- 
ter which is of prime import to many 
residents of the Newtons, as regards 
future transportation, and to all resi- 
dents of Newton as regards future tax- 
ation. The huge rapid transit project 
favored by Mayor Curley of Boston to 
facilitate traffic on the Boston Ele- 
vated system calls for an estimated 
expenditure of $40,000,000 to build sub- 
ways and other rapid transit routes in 
various parts of Boston and its sub- 
urbs. Cities and towns in which lines 
of the Elevated are located must foot 
the bill and it is proposed to pro- 
rate the cost according to the valua- 
tions of the various communities. 
Based on the valuation of the City of 
Newton, the share of this city for 
the next 40 years might be as high 
as $50,000 a year. 

Because the only Wards in Newton 
where tracks of the Elevated run. and 
where it is contended that any resi- 
dents of this city are served by the 
Elevated, are Wards 1 and 7. The 
resolution passed by the Board will 
seek to have Legislation passed which 
(Coutiiuied on Page 8)

THE HIGH SCHOOL 
COACHING SITUATION 

The voluntary resignation of John 
L. Sullivan as coach of the Newton 
High school football and baseball 
teams which will take effect at the 
end of the present school year has 
aroused considerable interest. Al- 
ready various persons well known In 
school sports are being mentioned as 
possible successors. The school com- 
mittee. however, has expressed its in- 
tention of settling the question in its 
own way and it undoubtedly will he 
! several weeks, perhaps months, be- 
fore further announcement will he 
made. 

The retirement of Mr. Sullivan as 
coach is not surprising to friends of 
tlie Newton mentor. The writer, 
among many others, hns known for a 
long time that such a step was being 
considered. Mr. Sullivan took over 
the coaching duties in the fall fol- 
lowing the death of the late beloved 
Newton coach. Allie Dickinson, at the 
urgent request of former director of 
secondary education. Francis Bacon. 
It is doubtful if there ever was a 
more difficult situation in which Mr. 
* Sullivan was placed at the time. And 
in justice to Mr. Sullivan it should 
he said that he succeeded to a far 
greater degree than many others 
would have done faced with similar 
problems. 

While the record of the Newton 
high school football teams under Mr. 
Sullivan is not impressive as far as 
winning games his baseball teams 
have made scholastic sport history. 
In football handicaps were continual. 
If it was not lack of material it was 
a "three year rule” or some combina- 
tion of circumstances that failed to 
produce the expected results. In base- 
bull the situation wns considerably 
different. While the path was not al- 
1 ways smooth results were satisfac- 
tory. The material held up and vari- 
ous problems were met successfully. 

Newton, however, has never been 
insistent in Its desire for winning ath- 
letic teams. It has been more con- 
cerned with the principle of Instill- 
ing sportsmanship and clean athletics 
into the youth of the city. Mr. Sul- 
livan has carried a heavy burden and 
has asked to be relieved. The future 
will produce proof that Mr. Sullivan’s 
regime has been of great value in 
preparing the way for his successor.

Tomorrow’s meet will mark the end 
of the present dual meet season and 
Coach Enoch will then concentrate on 
the coining B. A. A..

The Newton high school Indoor 
track team, captured its second title in 
four years at the fourth annual North- 
eastern University Interscholastic 
meet at the Boston Y. M. C. A. truck 
last Saturday with 18V4 points, Brock- 
ton High placed second with 16'4. 
Medford and Brookline tied for third 
with 14, and Lynn Phiglish fifth with 
11 Vi- Seven other * schools divided 
the remaining points with six or less 
each. The outcome of the meet was 
In doubt right down to the finish when 
the Newton relay team opposed 
Brookline nnd the high jump was be- 
ing decided. Brockton had kept rigiit 
on tlie heels of the orange and black 
performers with Medford another con- 
tinual threat. The latter’s chances 
were ruined when Elliott, the 600- 
yard entry, and Rountree, the 1000- 
ynrd entry, failed to place better than 
third in their events. 

The Brockton relay team was de- 
feated by Medford which had made 
the fastest time in this event when 
Newton and Brookline took the track 
to wind up tlie meet. Brockton, how- 
ever had the second fastest time. The 
high jump had reached the height of 
5 feet 8 inches with Varney of Brook 
line, Hilliard of Brockton, and Cap- 
tain Milton Greene of Newton still in 
tin' competition. On total points New- 
ton was leading Brockton by two. 13 
to 11. Hilliard was considered the 
favorite to win the jump which meant 
that if Greene and Varney tied that 
Brockton would take the lead und 
the Newton relay team would have to 
make the fastest time to win out. 

Interest in the Newton-Brookline 
race was such that competition in tlie 
high jump stopped as Douglas Sloane 
of Newton and Chester Littman of 
Brookline toed the mark. Sloane had 
tlie pole and reached the bank first 
but on the back stretcli Littman went 
into the lead. Sloane was on his heels 
all the way and Littman handed over 
but a scant yard. 

Kerry but a scant yard lead over 
Robert Bell who followed Sloane. 
Bell soon caught the Wealthy Towner 
and built up a five yard lead which 
Dick Jarrell maintained over Captain 
Lindsay Brigham, despite the Brook- 
lino lad’s valiant atempt to make up 
tlie lost ground. Jimmy Cahill, New- 
ton’s anchor, stepped a fast two laps 
to break the tape fifteen yards ahead 
of Johnson of Brookline. Newton’s 
time tied that of Brockton for second 
best and the two quartets split 5*» 
points between them. 

While the timers were checking 
their watches the high jumpers swung 
into action again with the bar at 5 
feet 8 inches. Both Greene and 
Hilliard failed and Varney cleared this 
height to win. Had Hilliard denred 
it on his third attempt he and Varney 
would have taken four points each 
and Greene two which would have 
knotted the team scores. 

Captuin Greene was the heudliner 
for Newton and the high point scorer 
of the meet. In addition to tying for 
second in the high jump he won tlie 
hurdles. Greene was the only athlete 
to score in more than one event and 
tlie only Newton athlete to take a first 
place. During the meet one new 
record was set and three others 
equalled. Tony Geniawicz of Lynn 
English set a new mark in the shot 
put that will probably last for years. 
IBs best heave of 51 feet 8V6 inches 
shattered the former mark of 48 ft. 
2 in. held by Aurel Tremblay of Law- 
rence. Geniawicz’ toss is the best 
ever made in this state by a high 
school athlete. In the dash Walter 
Holmes equalled the record of 5 1-5 
seconds established by Constantine 
Satchebell of Brighton last year in 
the first semi-final and Arthur Jannell 
of Lynn English equalled it in win- 
ning the final with Holmes second. In 
the hurdles the record held jointly by 
Janis of Lawrence in 1928. Farrell of 
Brockton in 1929 and Holloway of 
Lynn English in 1930 was equalled six 
times. Donovan of Lawrence in tiie 
first trial and first heat. Littman in 
the second. Greene in the third, the 
second semi-final and also the final 
were clocked in six seconds fiat. The 
other record equalled was that in the 
3oo when John Rattiguu of Watertown 
fought off the mad dash of Captain 
Jimmy Good of Medford to win in 36 
2 5 seconds, the same time made by 
Sproul of Brockton last year. 

The well-balanced Newton team 
hung up its points by placing in five 
events in addition to the relay. Sec- 
ond place in the dash was good for 
three points, first in the hurdles added 
five more, second in the 100(1 fur- 
nished three, third in the shot put 
counted two and a tie for second in 
the high jump brought 2 Vi* for a 
total of 15 Vi without the 2% points 
in tlie relay. Last week the predic- 
tion was made in these columns that 
the orange and black could score 
seventeen points prior to the relay 
with a fulr share of the breaks. The 
prediction ran true to form with hut 
slight exception. A point was dropped 
in the 300-yard run and another in the 
shot put but a half-point was gained in 
tlie high jump reckoning. 

The flash was the first event called 
and Holmes had little trouble winning 
the first heat.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

^ By L. D. G. BENTLEY 


From early Spring 'till late In Fall, 
When sidewalk cycling hns the call, 
state my disapproval. 

I welcome Winter for the fact 
The sidewalk 1 h no cycle track, 
Conditions won’t permit it. 

The world’s a cycle, so I’ve found, 
Tilings even up as they go ’round. 
Observe the situation. 

You think from sidewalk cares I’m 

free, 

Not so, I’ve still anxiety, 

There’s snow that must be shoveled. 


Somehow, I had always supposed 
that the hottest days of Summer con- 
stituted the “silly season", so-called. 
Apparently, there Is a period in the 
Winter, possibly the days of lowest 
temperature, when Intellectual diver- 
sion may be permitted in realms of 
utter nonsense. I take Ibis charita- 
ble view of the attitude of the col- 
lege professor who urges the coining 
of hybrid words. They are, he points 
out, to he obtained by combining parts 
of two or more words. He calls them 
“portmanteau words". 

Says this learned scholar, “When 
the Job Is skilfully done, such words 
soon come into common use, particu- 
larly In business and commerce. 
Words such as cafeteria and grocer- 
teria are familiar examples of this 
type." That sounds reasonable but 
when the professor points out how it 
Is done I am disposed to grit my 
teeth. Says he, “The next time the 
wife serves you with an inedible bis- 
cuit or you drop one on the floor of a 
restaurant, he nonchalant; you have 
only had a ‘biscuitastrophe’ ’’. 

Then to further incriminate himself 
this teacher of pure English says 
that "snuff" is a combined sneeze and 
cough, that another cute one is 
“swellelegant" and — but I just can’t 
continue. My reason is that I cannot 
become nonchalant, which, he makes 
very plain, is a state in which one 
should he at the time. 

A scholarly friend of mine informs 
me that the German language includes 
many words which are the union of 
several. But this. I venture to say, 
and I know little German apart from 
sauerkraut and weinenvurst, is done 
in a dignified way and not as an at- 
tempt to be funny. The Germans do 
not go in for comic forms of speech 
and if they coin “portmanteau" words 
such words are intended to convey 
something and not produce a laugh. 

I wouldn't lie so fussy if it were not 
that our speech is daily becoming 
more and more low-brow. 1 am not 
insistent that our ordinary talk should 
be pedantic hut I believe that the 
choice of words is after all something 
to be applauded or admired. I happen 
to know of a man of marked oratorical 
attainments. He never at any time 
finds it necessary to resort to slang. 
Ii» consequence it is always a pleasure 
to listen to him. Free speech is one 
of the inherent rights of the American 
people; slung is one of their con- 
spicuous failings. 

For these reasons I am of the 
opinion that the educator who urges 
the coining of “portmanteau" words is 
talking of something on which he 
should he silent. I should call him a 
gabby professor or a "progub" or “gab- 
sessor ", whichever he preferred. 


A friend of mine, who has had con- 
siderable experience and success iu 
poultry-raising, thinks I should be en- 
lightened in view of what appeared In 
this column two weeks ago. "One 
thing you overlooked is the fact that 
it is easy to get into poultry bu sines 
and fully as easy to get out", said lie 
That observation sounded so Interest 
ing that I urged him to continue, with 
“Yes, yes, go on". 

“All joking aside,” he continued, 
"the fact that I have just mentioned 
is worthy of consideration. There is 
a great deal of satisfaction in rais- 
ing chickens and also some money. 
Of course it takes time and trouble, 
but do you know anything of value 
that doesn’t require these qualities. 
And again I want to remind you that 
you cun go into poultry-raising quickly 
and get out of it just as quickly.” 

"Why do you repeat that latter as- 
sertion?" I asked. 

“Because there are few, if any other 
enterprises in which you can put your 
money and not find a white elephant 
on your hands providing you want to 
quit. If you set up a store or most 
any kind of business you tiud it diffi- 
cult to dispose of your stock or what- 
ever it may be. Not so with chicken- 
raising. You’re In as soon us you 
start and you’re out when you stop". 

“What about the possibilities?" I 
inquired. 

“Good profits if tilings go right," my 
friend went on. “Last year was not 
so good because of a disease that kill- 
ed a number. There were one or two 
other setbacks. But one must be pre- 
pared for those kind of # breaks. 
Ordinarily, if a man attends to his 
work he ought to do well." 

The income tax law in Massachu- 
setts was set up to make possible 100 
per cent, collection. There are some 
people, 1 fear, who do not believe that 
At any rate they appear to think they 
can evade their obligations. There 
lias been so much of that kind of 
talk lately that I decided to look into 


the matter and’ convince myself of 
the futility of atemptlng to beat the 
law. 

I discovered that prior to the Intro- 
duction of the Income tax in Massa- 
chusetts persons were taxed on the 
capital value of their intangibles at 
the local rate — that Is. if the local 
assessors wanted to And them or 
could find them. The income tax law 
changed this by making the Income 
It earned taxable only to the holder 
of the security and this at six per 
cent. In the old days, if a person 
owned a thousand dollar bond which 
was taxable they would be taxed in 
Newton $27.20. They are now, pro- 
vided It 1 b a six per cent. bond, taxed 
only six per cent, on the $00 or $3.60. 
Because of this very reduction the 
Legislature has sought to make cer- 
tain that every one pay*. That, as I 
view it, is not unfair. As far as that 
goes I cannot fail to admire those 
who drafted the originul legislation. 

We find that the first requirement 
is that every individual will he penal- 
ized if he fails to file annually his 
tax return. Second, in order to make 
sure that he files, those who pay the 
interest, dividends or salary must re- 
port to tlie taxing authorities what has 
been paid. If the taxpayer does not 
file a return the tax authorities have 
two years in which to reach him and 
lie is liable to a $5 a day penalty for 
every day that he failH to file his tax 
return. 

One would think that after the State 
laid put into operation ail this system, 
witli its complications, few people 
would lie foolish enough to attempt to 
evade payment. But you would be 
surprised at the nurfiber of those who 
make the attempt and have to be 
taught a lesson. 

It is surprising the many ways in 
which tax-dodgers may be found out. 
The more common is the information 
which comes to the taxing authorities 
of interest and dividends paid to in- 
dividuals. These people, if they have 
not filed a tax return are given full 
opportunity and a chance to explain 
why they should he penalized for fail- 
ure to file. 

Neighbors do a lot of talking and 
tlie news of the delinquent ones 
reach the ears of those most in- 
terested — State officials. A man 
whose business it is to pursue tax- 
dodgers said, “It is singular how fre- 
quently persons are heard bragging 
in clubs and other social centers that 
they have not filed an income tax. 
Suddenly they learn that their boast- 
ing lias spread and they are in trouble 
with the officials." 

Questionnaires are sent out from 
time to time to persons who might 
very well he in receipt of income suf- 
fiicent in amount to pay an income 
tax. For example, it is supposed that 
a person who runs a high-priced auto- 
mobile is in the possession of a cer- 
tain amount of income which might be 
taxable. This is also true of persons 
who live in expensive homes or wear 
costly jewelry. As this same official 
remarked, “There are a thousand and 
one ways in which a person exposes 
himself to the thought that he may he 
possessed of..^, considerable means. 
They are all eventually given per- 
mission to explain why they have not 
filed an income tux, or failed to tell 
the truth." 

About 30,000 new income taxpayers 
are added each year in Massachusetts. 
If they have failed to file for previ- 
ous years they face tlie possibility of 
penalty. Those who dodge their in- 
come tax are merely laying up trouble 
for themselves because they are bound 
to lie found out and tlie penalty of $5 
a day, when assessed, will wipe out 
all “profits" of tax-dodging. A tax- 
payer once on tlie roll is relieved from 
income tax paying only by a state- 
ment to tlie effect lie lias no taxable 
income. The whole thing shows that 
the pain of being caught finally is 
much greater than tlie pain of paying 
one’s income tax when it is due. 


“You wrote something about being 
culled a ‘Colonel,’ ” says a letter 
from L. G. H. "It was all right and 
I don’t Ida me you for not wanting to 
be called by a military title if you are 
not entitled to such an honor. But 
you didn’t go far enough. You ought 
to get after those people who wear 
such titles when tlie only excuse they 
have is a pair of military hair brushes. 

“I could wear a title myself but I 
am just as well pleased when it is 
overlooked by my friends. When my 
uniform is on. ami I am on active 
duty, I expect to have my rank re- 
spected. It does, however, get on my 
nerves to have a great dane called 
‘General’ or a St. Bernard ’Major’, al- 
though I am as fond of dogs as any- 
body can he. 

“Thanks a lot for giving us real 
military fellows a break. Col. Bentley. 
We won’t forget it".

Subsequently Special Officer 
Mullen went to Campbell’s home and 
found five shotguns which had been 
stolen from tlie office of the Ameri- 
can Express Company at Newton Cen- 
tre by another youth and given to 
Campbell. 

Campbell was sentenced to the Con- 
cord Reformatory. At the request of 
Rev. William Austin of the Newton 
Highlands Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Judge Bacon continued Hoop 
er's case until February 16. The 
clergyman stated that lie knew the 
youth and his family and wanted to 
examine Hooper’s capacity to change 
his motives. 

In the Newton court on Saturday 
Judge Weston imposed heavy penal- 
ties on John T. Levalley of 26 Clinton 
street. Newton, and William J. Burke 
of 19 Boyd street, Newton. The two 
young men were charged with having 
been present where gaming instru- 
ments were found and with maintain- 
ing a common nuisance. The cases 
were the result of a raid on a club- 
room -it _'77 Washington street. New 
ton. on the night of January 17. 
Each was fined $50 on the first charge 
and sentenced to three months i.i 
jail on the second charge. They ap- 
pealed. Three other young men 
charged with being present in the 
club room when the alleged gaming 
instruments were seized received the 
heavy fines of $5o each on this 
charge. The gaming instruments 
placed in evidence consisted of some 
playing cards and one pair of dice. 
Attorney Meagher for the defense con- 
tended that this pair of dice hud 
been ' planted” in the clubroom by 
tlie police. lie also intimated that 
two $1 hills which tlie police testified 
were found in the clubroom were man- 
ufactured evidence. 

When the police raided tlie club- 
room they found a push-button near 
the door which connected with a buz- 
zer in another part of the premises. 


Levalley was charged with having in- 
stalled this electrical device without 
a permit and was fined $20. Appeals 
were taken by all the defendants. 

In the Newton court last Friday 
Judge Bacon fined a number of New- 
ton residents for having violated au- 
tomobile laws and traffic rules. Rich- 
ard Valentine of 39 Greycliffe road. 
Newton Centre, was fined $25 for 
speeding and Robert Hamilton of

for speeding. Mary Scott of 113 
Greenlawn avenue. Newton Centre, 
was fined $5 for violating a traffic 
rule. Gordon Martin of 43 Uniou 
street. Newton Centre, and Emily Wil- 
loughby of 1573 Beacon street. Wa- 
ban. charged with violating a traffic- 
rule. had their cases placed on file. 

Patrolman John J. Murphy, who was 
seriously injured when the motorcycle 
he was riding was bit by an automo- 
bile on Pearl street. Newton, on the 
evening of December 10th. returned 
to his home last Saturday after hav- 
ing been confined to the Newton Hos- 
pital for eight weeks. Patrolman's 
Murphy's right foot was badly crushed 
and ij. will be many weeks before he 
can return to duty.

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ABOUT TOWN

Complaints are being heard concern- 
ing the uho of the driveway nt the 
Newton railroad Htation us n parking 
space hy nutolsts wlio leave cars there 
for long periods, interfering with 
traffic through this street. 

There is no good reason why the 
City of Newton should pay extrava- 
gant prices for traffic signals. It 1 b 
more essential thot a number of dan- 
gerous or near-dangerous street inter- 
sections he protected with practical 
traffic signals than to pay $3000 or 
$4000 each for complicated traffic 
signals at two or three street inter- 
sections. 

General Smedley Butler has had op- 
portunities the past couple of weeks 
to realize how it feels to he faced with 
a court martial. A few years ago the 
general wus responsible for the court 
martial of Col. Williams who preceded 
him as commandant of the Murine 
Barracks at San Diego, California. 
Colonel Williams arranged a party in 
honor of General Butler and was indis- 
creet enough to become intoxicated at 
the affair. His guest of honor pre- 
ferred charges against him. “The 
mills of the gods grind slowly". 


It was the writer’s privilege to be- 
come acquainted with John C. de- 
Mille when the latter became a mem- 
ber of the Newton Board of Alderm n. 
This city was fortunate to have within 
it for a score of years a manly man. 
a gentleman of Mr. deMille’s type. It 
was a distinct loss to Newton that 
the heart ailment which caused his 
death forced him to resign from public 
service shortly after his election to 
the Board of Aldermen. He would 
have been a decided asset to the 
government of Newton. 

There is a traffic rule in Newton, in 
common with other cities, which for- 
bids double parking or standing of 
automobiles. The reason for such a 
rule is obvious to anyone who drives 
a car. An automobile or truck parked 
in the middle of a street is apt to 
cause other automobiles to collide. 
Trucks supplying chain stores in the 
Newtons have been repeatedly ignor- 
ing this traffic rule. These huge, 
closed trucks, because of their size 
so completely obscure the view when 
they are parked out on streets that 
they are especial menaces to traffic. 
The police of Newton should compel 
the drivers of chain store trucks to 
obey traffic rules. The fact that chain 
stores expect drivers of their trucks 
to work under pressure so that a 
maximum of deliveries will result, is 
no reason why such drivers should be 
allowed to disobey traffic rules. 


Persons who fall on icy sidewalks 
and suffer injuries will get sympathy, 
but little else, if they enter damage 
claims agninst the city. If the ordi- 
nance which specifies that sidewalks 
must be cleared of snow and ice 
within 24 hours after a storm were 
enforced in Newton by the police, 
fewer persons would be the victims of 
painful falls. And for the benefit of 
newcomers in tills city it is the duty 
of occupants, or owners of premises 
to have snow removed from sidewalks. 
It is not the city’s duty. 

Boys and girls in Newton have not 
i lie opportunities for coasting that 
their fathers and mothers enjoyed, but 
because of the activitiy of the Play- 
ground Department in keeping Bul- 
lough's Pond and other places cleared 
of snow, the youth of Newton today 
enjoy much more skating than the 
youngsters of a generation ago. 

Mishaps experienced on the same 
day recently by two trawlers on the 
fishing grounds at Georges Banks, far 
out on the Atlantic, caused the papers 
lo print accounts of the towing of 
the disabled vessels into Boston* by 
two Coast Guard cutters. teach of 
the trawlers lost its rudder, and by 
a coincidence one bore the name "New- 
ton” and the other “Brookline.” Un- 
til these misfortunes befell these two 
boats of the Boston Trawling Com- 
pany, few persons in this city knew 
that the fishing fleet includes a boat 
named for Newton. 

The Boston papers on Tuesday told 
of a dinner tendered to F. Trubee 
Davison, Assistant Secretary of War, 
in charge of aviation. Mr. Davison in- 
formed the gathering that air ma- 
neuvers will start at Dayton, Ohio, 
on May IS next and will end at Wash- 
ing ton on May 30. lie stated (accord- 
ing to Boston papers) that on May 
21th, using the Boston airport as a 
base, the First Division army air 
corps will engage in the greatest 
peace time air maneuvers the world 
has ever seen, with an all-night sham 
attack on Boston by (572 airplanes. 
Mr. Davison wus quoted as saying — 
“If you plan to go to bed on the night 
of May 24th you will be wasting your 
time.” 

This news ought to be very welcome 
to invalids in Greater Boston, not to 
mention nervous persons. And it will 
be a wonderful experience for unfor- 
tunates who will be ill and fever- 
i acked on the night of May 24th. 
The so-called "tire-works,” featuring 
noise bombs, which have been all too 
evident at celebrations hereabouts in 
recent years have given a slight ink- 
ling of what may be expected when 
Boston and vicinity will be “bombed" 
by hundreds of airplunes. Just why 
all this racket could not be pulled off 
in the wide-open spaces, where sick 
folks lives will not be Jeopardized by 
such a helllctloosenoise" can perhaps 
be explained by the enthusiasts who 
want the people of New tengland to 
co-operate in this big air spectacle. 
And the millions of dollars which will 
be expended on the gigantic uir ma- 
neuvers starting at Dayton on May 
IS and ending at Washington on May 
30 would bo of great assistance in 
providing food for hungry folks in Ar- 
kansas. Kentucky, and other pluces, 
including Massachusetts. 

It behooves citizens of the Newtons 
to keep close watch on developments 
in tln» matter of the Boston to Worces- 
ter traffic artery. This big. high speed 
road wus plunned to follow the old 
Worcester turnpike to provide a 
straight, short route between the two 
large cities and furnish a quicker 
route to New York and other points 


west and south. It will carry by far 
the heaviest traffic of any highway 
In Massachusetts when finished^ Dur- 
ing the past couple of months organ- 
ized efforts hnvo been vigorously 
pushed to change the route of the big 
artery. At least one person, hereto- 
fore identified with motor-truck and 
bus Interests has displayed consider- 
able activity In advocating a change 
from the present plans. 

One individual from Worcester, pro- 
posed to members of the Newton city 
government the preposterous piny that 
the artery be transferred from the 
Boylston street as its route in this city 
to Commonwealth avenue; with the 
thousands of heavy trucks which will 
use the big highway, to be diverted 
along Washington and Watertown Sts. 
through West Newton, Newton ville, 
Newton Corner and Nonantum. 

Residents of Wellesley have been 
propngunded Into demanding that the 
traffic artery be kept out of their town 
limits. Supposing the residents of all 
the other cities and towns through 
which the new artery will run, should 
make similar demands? Where would 
the big highway be located? And if 
the road should be kept away from 
Wellesley, residents of that town to 
be consistent, and unselfish, would re- 
frain from travelling on the new high- 
wav. They would not. of course. Im- 
pose on others what they would not 
have Imposed on themselves. The os- 
tensible solicitude of some of the pro- 
ponents of the change of route in the 
new traffic artery is in the interests of 
the general automobile public. Their 
real interest is in behalf of automobile 
activities which include buss and 
trucking companies.

Newton 
and Watertown, said the speaker, 
rank high in their fire codes and the 
excellency of their departments, be- 
ing far above the average of Mas- 
sochusetts, which unfortunately Is be- 
hind in its fire laws as compared with 
mnny states. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Chief O’Henrn of the Watertown Fire 
Department, a Rotarian; and Chief 
Randlett of Newton, a member of 
Newton Kiwanis, attended the meet- 
ing as Mr. O’Hearn’s guest. 


CITIES CHANGE 65% IN ONE YEAR 


In a talk before the students of the 
Newton High School recently Mr. 
Charles W. Hawkes, manager of the 
Sampson and Murdock Company, ex- 
plained that the population and busi- 
ness make-up of a city changes about 
sixty-five per cent, each year. 

These changes include people mov- 
ing into the city — those leaving town 
— and those moving from one part of 
the city to another. The 65% is the 
average figure secured from data for 
every city in the United States hav- 
ing a population of 100,000 or over. 

An interesting feature of Mr. 
Hawkes’ talk was a brief description 
of the first Directory ever printed for 
the City of Boston. He had one of 
these books with him, and read sev- 
eral unusual listings. The little pam- 
phlet was published in 1789, had 56 
pages, with 1200 names. The present 
directory for Roston has 2,862 pages 
and 422,730 names. 

The publisher of the 1789 Direc- 
tory endeavored to list names accord- 
ing to social standing instead of al- 
phabetically. For example, the first 
name in the book is Honorable SaniUel 
Adams — while the last name under the 
A’s is another Samuel Adams. This 
latter gentleman, however, was a 
“truckman.” 

Paul Revere was not so prominent 
in 1789 for he appears as number 37 
under the R’s as a “goldsmith.” 

One good woman we find listed as 
"Mary Butler, boarding house for gen- 
tlemen and all sorts of garden seeds.” 

In these days of Prohibition, the 
following advertisement from the 
Providence Directory of 1824 is inter- 
esting —

WOMAN’S ASSOCIATION OF 
CENTRAL CHURCH 

The monthly meeting was held on 
Wednesday, February 4th. at ten 
o’clock. During the morning the mem- 
bers were engaged in sewing and in 
the making of surgical dressings. ^Mrs. 
G. W. Auryansen is chairman of the 
work committee and Mrs. A. E. Vose 
directed the muking of surgical dress- 
ings. Luncheon was served at one 
o’clock at tables very attractively dec- 
orated with Valentine favors and can- 
dles. Mrs. George A. Kell was chair- 
man. Mrs. R. E. Chambers presided 
at the meeting following the luncheon. 
Mrs. J. F. Brant led the devotional ex- 
ercises. Mrs. Chambers read letters 
of appreciation from China where sur- 
gical dressings had been sent to aid 
in the medical work. 

Mrs. William Oliver, who has con- 
ducted a survey of the migratory work- 
ers, gave a talk on conditions among 
them nnd described the work being 
done at Christian social centers to 
help these people and especially the 
children. Her travels had taken her 
into a number of states in the east 
and as far as Oregon and California. 
She gave an appealing account of the 
child workers laboring long hours at 
monotonous ail'd tiresome occupations, 
with no time for play and the natural 
occupations of childhood. Some of 
these tasks were the snipping of 
beans for canning, topping of beets, 
packing of shrimps and oysters. From 
this class of children come many of 
the delinquents. There has been less 
progress made in child labor laws in 
agriculture than in other occupations. 
Mrs. Oliver spoke warmly of the in- 
terest of President Hoover in child 
welfare. 'There are from two to three 
million of these wandering people in 
our country. Unemployment is the 
cause of some of this restlessness, and 
the spirit which sees "better pick- 
ings further on” is the motive in many 
cases. Also the freedom from the ex- 
pense of rent. They live in barus 
and tents and in most unwholesome 
surroundings. The children are be- 
reft of educational opportunities 
which go with citizenship, and rare- 
ly get beyond third grade. As some 
one expressed it. "You can not edu- 
cate a procession." "Horned in the 
prunes” was the reply of a child as 
lo time and place of birth. In these 
Christian social service centers the 
children are taught better ways of liv- 
ing and often the employers cooper 
ate and assist in bearing the expenses. 
In this class of people are many Mexi- 
cans, Italians and negroes.

While the finesse is an important 
play in bridge when necessary to 
make contract it is better to avoid 
finessing when the same results can 
be achieved. In the hand last week 
the most practical play is to make 
the Queen of Diamonds good. The 
Jack of Spade finesse is not used.

The play: West leads Jack of Dia- 
monds. North plays 3, East 5. South 
Ace. South leads three rounds of 
trumps, discarding 2 of Spades from 


Dummy. South leads King of Clubs, 
West plays 5, Dummy 2, East the 6. 

South leads Queen of Clubs. West 
plays the 8, Dummy the Ace. East the 
7. Dummy leads the 4 of Diamonds. 
East plays 6. South ruffs with 10 of 
hearts. West plays 2 of Diamonds. 
South leat!s 10 of Clubs. West dis- 
cards 3 of Spades. Dummy wins with 
Jack of Clubs. East plays the 9. Dum- 
my leads S of Dianiouds. East plays 
7. South ruffs with Jack of Hearts, 
West plays 9 of Diamonds. Note that 
South canuot afford to Finesse the 
Jack of Spades for if unsuccessful. 
West could lead a Diamond and game 
would be lost. South must make sure 
of game so leads Ace of Spades. West 
plays the 4. Dummy 5, East the 9. 
South now leads the 3 of Clubs. West 
discards the 7 of Spades. Dummy wins 
with 1 of ilubs. East must now dis- 
card. If Dummy’s Queen is made 
good. South may discard Jack of 
Spades. If East discards a Spade. 
Dummy will lead a Spade for the 12th 
trick, and win by South s King making 
the Jack good for the 13th trick and 
grand slam. It will be interesting 
to now exchange the Queen of Spades 
and the King of Diamonds with West’s 
hand for 2 cards of their respective 
suits, which will make the Jack of 
Spade Finesse impossible. Play the 
hand exactly the sume way aud the 
result is also a graud slam. 
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As was expected the Aldermen approved the budget fig- 
ures as recommended by the Mayor with but minor excep- 
tions. We are glad to note that the appropriations of $4100 
and $3600 for traffic lights were held out for further con- 
sideration. We can conceive of no intersection in the city 
where such sums are warranted for signals of the “electro- 
matic” type. And for that matter we do not believe auto- 
matic signals are necessary at the junction of Beacon and 
Walnut streets where it was planned to spend the $4100. A 
considerable sum has already been expended by the city in 
widening the corners of this intersection in order to create 
an unobstructed view. Route 128 was relocated on Walnut 
street a few months ago, but traffic on this route is not of 
exceptional volume. Had the proposition to make Beacon 
street, the greater traveled of the two highways, a “through 
way,” causing all vehicles on Walnut and other streets to 
stop before entering, been carried out, no talk of automatic 
signals would be necessary. If the city desires to install a 
signal on Beacon street the point where the necessity is great- 
est is at its intersection with Chestnut street, with its blind 
corners and downgrade on Beacon street. The location of 
the $3600 signal, at the corner of Watertown and Walnut 
streets, is the scene of an extremely blind and dangerous in- 
tersection. While a signal is both desirable and necessary 
at this point we feel that a less expensive type would meet 
all requirements. 


The Red Cross points out that the real problem in the 
present situation in regard to the collection of funds is to 
Keep the spirit of the people generous, unselfish and re- 
sponsive to distress.

From a financial point of view it is interesting to learn that 
in 193U the increase in the gross assets of ail the banks of 
Newton was over four million dollars more than in 1921). It 
further proves that the public is saving for a “rainy day.” 
Eddie Cantor says, “don t they know it is pouring now?” 
If a reasonable portion of that four million dollars were cir- 
culated by purcnasing from independent Newton merchants 
the “depression” hereabouts would soon be a “washout.” 


Recently we commented upon Mayor Curley’s plan for a 
Federated Greater Boston wmch has caused at least one of 
our readers to remark that perhaps all do not agree with us 
that Newton does not desire such a step. We would remind 
our readers that our columns are always open for expression 
of public opinion and we welcome comment on either side of 
this or any other matter of civic concern. 


We urge our readers to consider carefully the facts noted 
in the first of a series of articles on this page under the head- 
ing, “Facts About Newton.” The Newton Hospital, the sub- 
ject of the first group of this series, is one of our outstanding 
institutions which is dependent upon the citizens for its sup- 
port.

Facts cAbout Newton 


The Newton Graphic this week 
begins a series of articles on dif- 
ferent institutions and matters 
with which every citizen should 
be familiar. The first group of 
these will be on the new Newton 
Hospital by Mr. Charles E. 
Kelsey, the President. 


.The First Year in the New Hospital 

Every one of the seven thousand 
subscribers to the new buildings of 
our Newton Hospital will be gratified 
to learn that the Hospital lias earned 
a larger percentage of its expenses 
for the year 193U than it earned in 
1929. in Hie old buildings. The cost 
of conducting the large Hospital 
with the better service was of neces- 
sity materially greater, but the 
patronage and the income were pro- 
portionately even greater. 

To be exact, the Hospital earned 
78.3 per cent, of its expenses in 193a, 
and 77 per cent, in 1939. By compari- 
son. the percentage of earnings of the 
Newton Hospital is three to five per 
cent, greater than that of a dozen 



other hospitals of similar character in 
Massachusetts. 

In 1930 the Newton Hospital had a 
daily average of 145.84 patients, as 
compared with 137.40 daily average in 

T hrough th** hearty co-operation of 
our Newton doctors, the Hospital has 
established during recent months a 
new service that promises to he a 
great boon to people of moderate 
means. For this service the doctors 
have agreed to scale down their fees. 
The Hospital also contributes to this 
reduced cost service by scaling its 
per diem charges for private or semi- 
private rooms, us well as its charges 
tor the use of the operating room, 
the laboratory, the x-ray, etc. 

in this way the Hospital hopes to 
place its services at the disposal of 
those families who cannot afford to 
Pay full hospital rates and full pro- 
fessional fees. It seems to the Stuff 
and to the Trustees that in providing 
this new plan for families of moder- 
ate means, the Newton Hospital is 
taking a long step forward in making 
its service available for the people of 
Newton and Wellesley, it f.s of course 
understood thut this new service in- 
cludes the very best of medical and 
nursing care; in fact, the best or 
everything the Hospital can provide. 

In all these ways the Hospital 
strives to serve, in an acceptable man- 
ner and at an expense in keeping 
with their flnunciul ability, all who 
need the Hospitul services.

The expeditious handling of a great 
quantity of matters has characterized 
the progress of the 1931 session of 
the General Court. Although this Is 
t he first week In February, a large 
number of bills have been disposed 
of and the committees nre hearing 
long lists dally. If the present speed 
is continued there is every reason to 
hope that the session this year will 
he comparatively brief. However, 
there are usually a number of contro- 
versial subjects put over until well 
into the session and this means a 
delay that can hardly be avoided. 

The Governor's budget Is now be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committees 
of the two branches which are sitting 
jointly to hear the various Items. The 
principal topic of conversation in this 
connection is t lie Governor’s plan to 
rnise $20,000,000 by a bond issue for 
public works, including road building. 
Commissioner Frank E. Lyman of the 
Department of Public Works has set 
forth his views. At the hearing at 
which he appeared Representative 
Baker of Newton questioned the Com- 
missioner pretty closely as to details. 
The attitude of the joint Ways and 
Means Committee is a matter of spec- 
ulation. On this, however, depends 
the future of the Governor's proposals. 
There is little doubt but that the 
Governor will not find the committees 
unanimous. How effective the oppo- 
sition will prove remains to be seen. 

The announcement of Governor Ely 
that he has arranged to have a broad- 
casting apparatus installed In his pri- 
vate office at the State House lends 
to only one conclusion and that Is he 
intends to speak to the people over 
the radio if his program for a bond 
issue and other matters do not meet 
Legislative approval. The Governor 
has merely said that the microphone 
will be useful when needed. This is 
a bit cryptic. It is thought to mean 
that should he feel that opposition to 
him hnd reached the stage that an 
appeal to the people will be necessary, 
he will resort to it. 

Never in the history of the Gardner 
Auditorium, the largest hearing room. 
has 1 such a crowd appeared as came 
to oppose State Tax Commissioner 
Long’s proposal for a tax on bever- 
ages. Mr. Long was alone, for when 
the chairman of the Taxntion Commit- 
tee asked if others wanted to be heard 
for the measure no one stood. When 
the opposition was called for it 
seemed as if the entire gathering of 
1000 men and women arose. No bill 
this session 1ms aroused such numer- 
ous and vigorous opposition. It 
seemed to have been overlooked by 
opponents that the idea did not origi- 
nate with Commissioner Long but that 
he was ordered by the 1930 Legisla- 
ture to investigate the advisability of 
taxing beverages and luxuries. Con- 
sequently the Commissioner was 
obliged to make a report, which he 
has done. It is more than likely the 
Taxation Committee will report 
against it and it may offer a substitute 
measure. 

The bill authorizing the Middlesex 
County Commissioners to build the 
new courthouse building at West New- 
ton is advancing without any oppo- 
sition. 

City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett 
appeared before the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs to urge favorable 
action of Mayor Weeks* Dill authoriz- 
ing the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion to construct an extension of the 
West Roxbury parkway from a point 
near Newton street, Brookline, to 
Beacon street, Newton Centre, a t a 
cost of $4(10,000. The City Solicitor 
explained the imperative need of the 
proposed improvement. When a mem- 
ber of the committee asked Mr. Bart- 
lett why this road should not be built 
as a State highway and two-thirds 
taken out of the highway fund, Mr. 
Bartlett said that would suit Newton. 

Director John C. Hull of the Securi- 
ties Division of the State Department 
of Public Utilities lias arranged for j 
the publication by tiie division of a j 
"Blue Sky" monthly bulletin contain- 
ing a list of securities approved dur- j 
ing the previous month and of those ; 
barred during the same period. It 
also contains a list of brokers regis- 
tered for 1931. 

The hearing on Greater Boston hills 
given by the Committee on Metropoli- 
tan Affairs brought out a represents- 1 
tivc opposition. The hearing did not j 
consume as much time as had been , 
expected as both sides lost no time in j 
presenting their arguments. Accord- j 
ing to gossip the proposed legislation ' 
has little chance of favorable consider- ! 
utiou in either branch.

will limit Newton’s share of tho ex- 
pense to the valuation of Wards 1 
and 7 rather than the valuation of the 
I entire city. The revenue to meet tills 
cost would be borne by the taxpayers 
of all tho city, and would be much 
less than would have to be paid ac- 
cording to the present plan. 

The Board accepted the report of 
tho Licenses Committee granting pole 
locations to the Edison and Telephone 
companies on Lewis street, Morton 
and Gordon roads, and a 2nd class 
taxi license to Barbara McClssock at 
123 Jackson stroet, Newton Centre. 

The Public ‘Works Committee re- 
ported adversely on two petitions of 
John Donnelly & Sons for billboard 
locations. One asked for a location 
on the wall of a building at 317 Wa- 
tertown street, corner of Dnlby street. 
Nonantum. The other asked for two 
large signs on the roof of the building 
at 283-291 Centre street. Newton. This 
is the one-story building which starts 
at the corner of Pearl street. Aider- 
man Powers called attention to the 
persistency of Donnelly & Sons in ask- 
ing for bill board and sign locations 
in this city despite the continual re- 
fusal of the Board of Aldermen to 
grant such petitions. He stated that 
the Board should instruct the Legisla- 
tive Committee to seek information 
as to the present status of the bill- 
board situation, so that it can be 
lenrned why there lias been so much 
delay In putting into effect the will 
of the people as manifested some 
years ago when a referendum to end 
the billboard nuisance was passed by 
a large majority. This matter was re- 
ferred to a master for investigation 
and has been dragging along for 
several years, according to the Ward 
l alderman. 

Appropriations passed by the Board 
included — Street Department, con- 
struction of drain between the B. & 
A. bridge on Washington street. Au- 
Imrndale, and Aspen avenue, $5294; 
Law Department, settlement of claim 
of W. N. and Ruth Snider, $250; Ac- 
counting Department, laborers’ pen- 
sions. $1691.78; Mayor’s Relief Com- 
mittee expenses. $850; Playground De- 
partment, for employment of addition- 
al men at Thompsonville playground 
and for gravel fill there, $15,000; Wa- 
ter Department, labor tools and sup- 
lilies, $5000. The last two appropria- 
tions were to relieve unemployment. 
They will give more men work at 
Thompsonville and enable the work 
on the water reservation at Needham 
to lie continued.

BUDGET DISCUSSION 


In commenting on the budget' rec- 
ommendations of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Aldermen. Chairman Bail 
of the committee said that most of 
Hie city departments asked for less 
money than in 1930, with the excep- 
tion of the School Department, which 
shows an increase every year. He 
stated that there is no reason why this 
year’s tax rate should lie much higher 
than last year’s. 

Mr. Bail called attention to an ap- 
propriation item of $1040 in the Ex- 
ecutive Department budget. This is 
to provide a stenographer for the 
Mayor’s office. Alderman Smith asked 
why the Mayor’s salary was placed at 
$3000. when the aldermen had voted 
in 1929 to place the salary at $5000. 
Alderman Bail replied that the Mayor 
can recommend any salary he sees lit. 

Alderman Floyd nskpd why the fig- 
ure for soldiers’ burial in the budget 
of the City Clerk's Department had 
been reduced to $100. 50 per cent, 
less than last year. He was told that 
this is a “set-up” figure which is in- 
creased as circumstances demand. It 
may not he necessary to use any mon 
ey for this purpose. 

Alderman Bail called attention to 
the fact that City Engineer Morse is 
to receive a salary Increase of $100. 
He is the only department head to 
get an increase and this was done to 
bring his salary on a level with that 
given to the new water commissioner 

Alderman Powers inquired regard- 
ing a cut of $1800 made by the Finance 
Committee from the Mayor’s budget 
recommendation for the maintenance 
of school buildings. Alderman Gal- 
lagher, chairman of the Public Build 
ings Committee, explained that this 
committee made a tour of the build- 
ings and wherever it was deemed pos- 
sible to save on the budget recommen- 
dations the committee had suggested 
a cut. Alderman Bail said he would 
read all the items in this appropria- 
tion if the aldermen so desired. Al- 
derman Powers stated he was inter- 
ested chiefly in the Stearns, Eliot and 
Lincoln schools, as the two latter are 
among t lie oldest buildings used for 
school purposes in this city. The for- 
mer was built in t lie early '80s; the 
Lincoln School in 1854. Alderman 
Gallagher replied that no cuts hud 
been made in the amounts specified 
for repairs on these schools. In the 
discussion which followed it was stat- 
ed that although an amount might he 
provided to make repairs on one school 
i liis could lie shifted to another school 
maintenance during the year, if such 
action were deemed wise by the Mayor 
and Buildings Commissioner. Alder- 
man Powers inquired us to (he value 
of the budget recommendations when 
surh a policy is pursued. 

Alderman Bail called attention to 
tin* fact that tho Police Department 
budget provides for one less patrol- 
man than last year. No appropriation 
was made for new motorcycles, but 
these may he purchased later when a 
price can he agreed upon. 

Alderman Chase asked regarding u 
reduction on insurance rates in tills 
city when tin* new Are alarm signal 
system will have been completed. He 
was informed t hut the insurance un- 
derwriters demand a certain number 
of firemen on duty ut ail times as one 
of the conditions for lower rates. No 
udditioiml men were provided for litis 
year. 

A new Hi mi uppeared this year in 
the Welfare Department budget. This 
is $13,000 for Old Age Assistance and 
It is made necessary becuuse of t lie 
new law which goes Into effect this 
year and which provides that any per- 
son over 70. who has been a resident 
"i Hie Stute and city for a sufficient 
period, can obtain $8 weekly, if ad- 
judged to he in needy circumstances. 
Alderman Mail explained that this 


amount Is a tentative figure and may 
have to he altered. 

Referring to the School Department 
budget, President Collins stated that 
the average yearly salary Increase Is 
about $40,000, but this year It Is much 
larger because of the new Junior high 
school which will lie opened at Now- 
ton Centre next September. Alderman 
Bail gave the information thut the 
request front the School Committee 
for an appropriation of $9100 to pro- 
vide free hath towels for pupils in the 
Junior high and high schools was not 
included in the School Department 
budget. Tile Mayor has taken no ac- 
tion on fills request. The School Com 
mlttee thinks it is a hardship on cer 
tain pupils to ask them to pay 5 cents 
a week for a hath towel. The girl 
pupils bring their own towels. The 
boy pupils pay 5 cents each week to 
rent a towel. These towels are pro- 
vided by a company engaged in this 
business. 

Alderman Smith advocated an ap- 
propriation to provide a salary for a 
supervisor of penmanship in the New- 
ton schools. He said the penmanship 
of boys and girls in the Newton high 
schools is deplorable. Alderman Bail 
gave Alderman Powers information lie 
thought would please the latter when 
lie stated that $500 was included in 
the budget of the Playground Depart- 
ment to provide equipment for Boyd 
Park playground. Alderman Powers 
replied that unless a suitable fence is 
built around this playground to pro- 
tect it, any money expended on equip- 
ment there will he wusted. 

A heated discussion arose over an 
item in the Street Department calling 
for $7700 to purchase two "electro- 
matlc" traffic signals. One of these 
would be installed at the intersection 
of Walnut and Beacon streets, Newton 
Highlands, at a cost of $4100; the oth- 
er would be placed at the intersection 
of Walnut and Watertown streets at 
a cost, of $3600. Alderman Bail stated 
that at the request of a member these 
two amounts would not lie Included in 
the budget, hut would he acted upon 
at a later meeting. Alderman Murray 
did not favor the elimination of these 
items. He favored passing the figure 
specitied in the budget for traffic signs 
and lights, and stated that the matter 
of locations for new traffic signals 
could be decided upon after a confer- 
ence between the Mayor, chairmen of 
the Finance and Public Works com 
niittees and the Traffic Committee. 

Alderman Grebensteln, chairman of 
the Traffic Committee, also opposed 
tlie elimination of these items from 
tlie budget. He called attention to 
tlie very dangerous condition at tlie 
intersection of Walnut and Water- 
town streets and tlie imperative need 
of protection there. He also men- 
tioned the fact that State Route 128 
was changed from Chestnut street to 
Walnut street at the request of per- 
sons residing on tlie former street. 
Alderman Powers stated that the 
items had been omitted at his request 
and that he would raise a charter ob- 
jection if any attempt were made to 
include them. He said he is not op- 
posed to a proper traffic signal at Wa 
tertown and Walnut streets, but can 
see no crying need for an expensive 
signal at Walnut anil Beacon streets, 
which is wide open on all four cor- 
ners. There is much more need for 
a protective signal at Beacon and 
Chestnut streets. Tlie Ward 1 aider- 
man asserted that there is no need to 
spend such sums of money on any 
signals. Less expensive signals will 
provide adequate protection and such 
expenditure of money is not warrant- 
ed when strenuous efforts are being 
made to provide necessaries of life 
for tlie unemployed. Alderman Bail 
agreed that there is no need for such 
a signal at Beacon and Walnut streets. 
Alderman Temperley claimed that tlie 
most dangerous intersection in tlie 
city is at Chestnut and Bolyston 
streets, Upper Falls. Tlie Board vo- 
ted not to include the $7700 for the 
two expensive type signals and this 
matter will be considered between the 
Mayor and tlie aldermen. 

Considerable discussion ensued over 
a cut made in the Street Department 
of $50 which had been recommended 
by the Street Commissioner and tlie 
Mayor for additional salary to Miss 
Theresa Goddard. Tlie Finance Com- 
mittee had refused to recommend tills 
amount because they contended that 
only three clerks in City Hall had 
been recommended for increases and 
because of existing economic condi- 
tions. no increase should he granted 
this year. Alderman Gallagher stated 
that tlie $50 recommended for Miss 
Goddard should not be considered an 
increase in salary. She hud been 
transferred front her old position as 
clerk in the Forestry Department to 
a much more important position in 
tho Street Department. Her predeces- 
sor in this position hud received 
$1450 and because of her added work 
and responsibility in this new posi- 
tion, Miss Goddard should got tlie 
same pay as the clerk she succeeded, 
rather than tlie $1(00 she had been 
receiving in her old job. He re- 
quested that Street Commissioner 
Stuart he allowed to explain Miss God- 
durd’s new duties, but Alderman Bail 
objected to this privilege being ac- 
corded the Street Commissioner. 

Alderman Powers said that while 
lu* believed the Finance Committee 
was sincere in its attitude on tlie sal- 
ary increases, lu did not think tlie 
clerks employed ut City Hall are re- 
ceiving just treatment. No salaries 
an* fixed for the City Hall employees, 
such as is the case witli other class- 
es of city employees. They are de- 
pendent lurgely on tlie individual 
judgment of their department heads, 
and a clerk in one department nmy 
be receiving less tliun a clerk in an- 
other department, although more in- 
dustrious and competent. He advo- 
cated allowing each department head 
to have the right to promote his clerks 
as he deemed wise from one position 
to another, but tlie salaries at City 
Hall ought to lie definitely determined. 
The Ward 1 alderman culled attention 
to the fact that employees in other 
city departments will receive autoina- 
lie salary increases this yeur. 

Alderman Bull argued thut Miss 
Goddard lias received liberal treat- 
ment in tlie past in salary increases, 
that the Finance Committee had re 
fused salary increuHes to the only two 
other clerks recommended in the bud- 
get tills year, mid thut tlie commit- 
tee bad talked this matter over witli 
Mayor Weeks and lie hud agreed the 
attitude of the committee to lie prop- 
er. A vote wus taken on tills matter 
ami tlie action of the committee sus- 
tained by a vote of 14 to 6. The alder- 


men voting against tlie Finnnce Com- 
mittee’s recommendation wore — Gal- 
lagher, Murray, Howlett, Holden, 
Grebensteln and Powers. 

Alderman Holden suggested that 
city employees in tlie Street, Sewer 
and Water departments be accorded 
the privilege of a day off with pay ho 
that they can attend the funerals of 
relatives. Other classes of city em- 
ployees now have this privilege.

OPPOSES FILLING 

IN CHARLES RIVER 


Herbert J. Kellaway of Newton 
Centre, a member of the Planning 
Board of the City of Newton had a let- 
ter in the "Watertown Sun” last week 
which Is reprinted here. The parkway 
extension referred to is that of the 
road which parallels the south bank 
of the Charles River from Faneull to 
the foot of Maple street, Newton. The 
extension of this road along the river 
bank to the Gulen street bridge in 
Watertown was authorized by last 
year’s Legislature. The delay In this 
project has been occasioned by the 
fact that the appropriation for it was 
included with that for the other pro- 
jects affecting the Charles River 
Rasln — the big job to bo done around 
the basin in Hoston In conjunction with 
the Storrow donation and the road to 
he built along the river from Faneuil 
past the abbatolr to North Brighton. 
The basin improvements in Boston 
have been held up because it has been 
estimated tills work will cost over 
$1,000,000 more than oriinally esti- 
mated. Senator Hollis has been en- 
deavoring to have the cost of the work 
In thiH section separated so that the 
extension to the Watertown bridge 
can be mnde. 

"Editor WATERTOWN SUN: 

"At the suggestion of one of your 
fellow townsmen, I am sending you 
the following notes upon the proposed 
extension of the parkway upon the 
southerly side of the Charles River as 
it passes through Watertown. An ac- 
count was given in your last issue of 
a hearing but it did not state the sug- 
gestions of the members present. It 
seems that the proposed plan of the 
former commission upon the develop- 
ment of the Charles River contem- 
plated the filling in of the river as the 
proposed driveway extension enters 
Galen street near Galen street bridge. 

"There are several reasons that 
should he thought of In opposing such 
filling : 

"1. It is the head of navigation 
and with the increasing use of the 
river and basin any contraction would 
be detrimental. 

"2. It would destroy the natural 
beauty, now existing and preserved by 
purchase by the Commonwealth, by 
destroying the trees and shore as a 
setting for the stone-arched Galen 
street bridge. 

“3. To bring the highway out to 
Galen street would only increase tlie 
congestion at the bridge as well as 
conflicting with the Elevated cars in 
their turning movements Into the 
yard. 

“In the past It was the Idea of plan- 
ning to secure as much as possible the 
beauty of the way as well as utility. 
Recent plunning it seems to me, as 1 
iiave observed it in various new pro- 
jects. Ignores the idea of beauty. 
Speed and hurried traffic Is the watch 
word, not the preservation of the 
landscape for the enjoyment of this 
generation as well as future gener- 
ations. 

"To relieve the situation there 
seems to me to be ail opportunity for 
cooperation on the part of three in- 
terested bodies, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts as represented by the 
District Commission, the Boston Ele- 
vuted Railway, and the Town of 
Watertown, viz: The Commonwealth 
to secure the best for the use and 
beauty of a parkway, the Elevated to 
co-operate and adjust its traffic layout 
to permit of the carrying through of 
the parkway on proper lines and tlie 
Town of Watertown to see that what 
lias been secured by past energetic ef- 
forts is not destroyed by hasty de- 
cisions. without proper co-ordination 
of all related interests. 

"It may be said of the Elevated that 
they cannot move their tracks. From 
my observation l should say that the 
layout now existing is one of out-of- 
dateness; it is not in keeping with the 
modern trend and with tlie three-car 
trains should be made modern to ac- 
commodate the new traffic. For in- 
stance. Hie entrance should lie moved 
away from, tlie bridge so as to give 
proper visualization of tlie region for 
all forms of traffic. The buildings, are 
in these times obsolete and in keeping 
with tlie trend in other yards should 
be torn down and replaced by smaller 
and more modern facilities. In a 
word, what the Elevated needs is 
more room. 

"To abandon Water street by trad- 
ing abutting property, would give 
added openness at the entrance und 
would eliminate the need for enter- 
ing so near tlie Galen street bridge 
and leave room for tlie parkway to 
carry along the Cliaries River without 
filling as proposed. 

"It would seem to me that the prop- 
erties along the street suggested to lie 
abandoned would be of such valu- 
ation thut Hie owners would lie will- 
ing to trade to secure some compen- 
sation for property thut yields nothing 
or less t liun nothing. The buildings 
are antiquated and out of repair and 
if removed tlie only value would he in 
tlie land. 

"If the Boston Elevated Railway 
would study its needs for future oper- 
ation. In cooperation with tlie Town 
of Watertown, und In conference with 
the District Commission, all und each 
with tlie idea of co-operation and pre- 
serving the beauty as it now exists, 
they would all do a public service 
and be protectors of what all should 
desire for the future. 

"In time the Elevated may move, by 
modern trend of transportation, and 
then the occupancy would lie nobody 
knows wluit. The only thing that will 
he permanent will be tiie allotment of 
land that is tuken now for the ex- 
tension of the parkway upon the South 
side of the river. 

"I trust your readers will endeavor 
to secure what is needed for the fu- 
ture of Watertown’s beauty, us others 
have done in Hie past by making 
and keeping the Square one of beauty 
and openness.

Newton Passes 910,000 Mark 1 
Hod Cross Work 


Voluntary contributions to Newton’s 
Drought Relief Fund have amounted 
to $19,000. 

Every penny of this sum repre- 
sents a freely offered gift and we 
can lie justly proud of Newton’s gen- 
erous response to the call for $11,400.

F. N. Blodgett will show his own mov- 
ing pictures of big game hunting and 
salmon fishing in Alaska, an exhibi- 
tion which is somewhat out of the 
ordinary because Mr. Blodgett and 
his companion, Lawrence Lombard, 
made tlie trip by airplane.

Hearing Held On 

Important Bill 

Would Stop Public Employees From 
Holding Two Jobs 


A hearing was held at tlie State 
House on Wednesday on House Bill 
767 which aims to prohibit public em- 
ployees from engaging In additional 
employment for hire. The bill reads 
as follows: — 

Whereas, Tbe present unemploy- 
ment emergency renders imperative 
tlie immediate taking effect of this act. 
therefore, it is hereby declared to be 
an emergency law. necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the public 
health, safety and convenience. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by tlie authority 
of tlie same, as follows: 

Chapter one hundred and forty-nine

Section 44A. No employee in the

Violation of this section 
shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars and shall 
lie cause for discharge from public 
employment, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of chapter thirty-one.

Unemployment And Use Of Leisure ‘ 
Time Discussed At Conference 

Speakers Present Different Angles Of Subject At Central 
Council Meeting 


On Wednesday evening, February 
4, the Newton Central Council held a 
Conference on the problems involved 
In the increased leisure of men and 
women due to unemployment, at the 
Y. M. C. A. In Newton. 

A very pleasing opening of the meet 
ing was ihe brief program of music by 
the All-Newton Music School. The 
quartette which played Anltra’s 
Dance by Grieg and Minuet in G. by 
Beethoven, consisted of Miss Anna 
Kovltz and Miss Olivia Vuilleumier. 
violins. Miss Mary Puciarelli. viola, 
and Miss Ruth Mach, 'cello. Miss 
Kovitz then played a solo, Siciliano 
and Rigaudon Francoeur by Kreisler. 

Mrs. Spear. President of the Coun- 
cil. introduced Mr. Young, Executive 
Secretary of the Mayor’s Relief Com- 
mittee. Mr. Young felt that tbe needs 
of the day laborer were being well 
taken care of, but that men of the 
salaried class were having the hard- 
est time. It is a problem to keep a 
man’s mind in the right attitude when 
he has to spend his time walking tlie 
streets of Boston in a useless search 
for work. Often such men are offered 
a joi) which turns out to be making 
up a list of customers for a bootlegger, 
which of course he cannot take. Mr. 
Young felt that tlie young man needed 
most of all a further training along 
his own line or direction toward some 
new type of work. If he learned even 
a little about carpentry, for instance, 
or the care of an automobile, it might 
be an asset at borne, and would save, 
if not make, money. 

Mr. Bascom of the Y. M. C. A. told 
of the meeting he had called at the 
Y. to find out how the men out of em- 
ployment themselves felt about work 
ing and playing together in the morn- 
ings at tbe Y. About twenty men 
came to the meeting and expressed 
themselves on a questionnaire as be- 
ing interested in lectures on the fol- 
lowing subjects; economic problems 
especially tbe business outlook, keep- 
ing mentally and physically fit. sar 
dening. and one or two other lines, 
and as desiring organized classes in 
salesmanship, business English, civil 
service, and some other commercial 
objects. Men were also interested in 
industrial and educational movies. The 
Y. is planning to offer some of these 
things, probably two mornings a week, 
followed by a recreational period with 
swimming, cowling, and other activi- 
ties. The men coming to the first 
meeting of this group were anywhere 
from 16 to 69 years of age. and anv 
age. Mr. Bascom said, could be in- 
haled. 

Miss Calista Roy spoke of the Am- 
ericanization work going on under the 
school department. She had found 
out. that this year, there were a larger 
number of unemployed in the classes 
than ever before, and attendance had 
been remarkable, including a good 
many older men. Usually the attend- 
ance at the elementary evening school 
falls off after Christmas, but this year 
tbe classes were as full as ever at that 
time. It is hard. Miss Roy said to 
make these men realize that citizen- 


ship cannot he bought, and that it 
takes more than 50 nights to become 
educated. The Federal Department 
is now very strict, and it is necessary 
that men should have the full training 
and all the help which the schools can 
give in order to pass their examin- 
ations. 

Mr. Lucht of the Newton Library 
stated that the number of books be- 
ing read in Newton averages three 
apiece for all who can read. This is 
a very high average. The circulation 
of the Library has risen not only the 
expected amount during this fall, but 
by leaps and bounds. New Bedford 
and Newton have for some time been 
running a race as to their circulation. 
During the strike in New Bedford they 
forged 60.000 ahead of Newton and 
were fourth in the state while we 
were fifth. Now we are far ahead of 
New Bedford aiming toward Worces- 
ter. Mr. Lucht said that the Newton 
Library was ready to co-operate in 
every possible way to provide opor- 
tunities for the unemployed. The 
Library can provide reading material 
for special courses, and will open 
their halls in the main building, or in 
the branches at West Newton and 
Newton Centre for meetings or lec- 
ture-. Travel talks or other lectures 
could be arranged by the Library, or 
an evening story hour, similar to 
that conducted by Mr. Cronin in Bos- 
ton in Newton Upper Falls which has 
been such a great success. 

Mr. Elicker of the Newton High 
School described the work of the 
schools in helping the unemployment 
situation. There are approximately 
150 now in the High School who would 
not be there but for unemployment. 
Post graduate enrollment is twice as 
large as two years ago. by far the 
greater proportion being boys. Many 
of those who expected to work are 
back in school for full time. 50% in 
vocational courses. College intentions 
have been given up and now the 
tendency is toward typing and com- 
mercial subjects. There are more 
pupils than usual from needy homes 
unable to meet school expenses. More 
physical correction is needed, and 
there are more underweight pupils. 

Mr. Murray of the Vocational Di- 
vision of the High School spoke of the 
unprecedented number of pupils thL- 
year. as many as could possfbly be 
taken care of with the present teach- 
ing force. The State Division of Vo- 
cational Education was called upon 
by the local communities to promote 
trade and technical training for which 
Federal funds can be used. Mr. Murray 
said. There is a special need to help 
men thrown out of work by technologi- 
cal changes. As an illustration Mr. 
Murray spoke of the fact that the old 
trade of blacksmith had given place 
to an entirely new process which re- 
quires a new type of training. When 
the Saco-Lowell factory decreased its 
force from 1200 to 250 it meant that 
l-60th of the city’s population had to 
find other jobs. Re training and re-

THRILLING RACES 

AS NEWTON WINS

TRIPLE TIE IN NEARING END OF 

CATHOLIC LEAGUE HOCKEY SEASON 


| Newton high concluded its third 
consecutive undefeated dual meet in- 
i' door track season last week, Saturday 
outscorlng Brookline high on the New- 
j ton track. 51 to 26, and nlmost dupli- 
1 cated its trouncing of the Wealthy 
I Towners on the lntter’s track two 
weeks previous to set n record total 
for the meets with Brookline. 103 2/3 
to 50 1/3. It mnrks the first time that 
either Newton or Brookline has passed 
the century mark since the system of 
meeting each other in two meets, once 
on each home track, was established 
seven years ago. In the past six 
years each team has wound up with 
| three victories and the 1931 romp puts 
the orange and black one up. 

! Despite the one-sidedness of last 
' Saturday’s score several of the events 
furnished the spectators many thrills 
by the close finishes. Captain Milton 
Green suffered his first defeat over 
the hurdles when he got away to a 
poor start and missed catching Litt- 
man, Brookline star, at the tape by 
inches only. Fred Varney of Brook- 
line defeated Greene for the second 
1 time in three meetings in the high 
jump. However, Greene was the indi- 
vidual high scorer of the meet with 11 
points, a first in the broad jump and 
seconds in the hurdles and high jump. 
Littman was the only double first place 
winner, lending his opponents in both 
the hurdles and 300. 

The four finalists in the hurdles 
were Greene and Bradley of Newton 
and Littman and Paisner of Brookline. 
As mentioned. Greene got off poorly 
and at the tape Littman had a scant 
margin as Green was gaining with 
each stride. Bradley of Newton took 
third. 

The second upset took place in the 
dash when Sam Cohen. Brookline’s 
best sprint man. was shut out in his 
trial heat. Johnson of Brookline 
clinched a place in his trial to qualify 
for the finals along with the three 
Newton runners. Holmes, Sloane and 
Irwin. The finals were swept by the 
orange and black runners in that order 
with Irwin having a slight lead over 
Johnson, shutting Brookline out with- 
out a point in this event. 

The 300-yartl run was held in trials 
against time, three runners in each 
heat. Jim Cahill and Bob Bell of New- 
ton were in the first heat with a Brook- 
line entry. The Newton pair had 
tilings all their own way with Cahill 
breaking the tape a yard ahead of 
Bell. Cahill’s time was 36 4/5s and 
Bell’s 37s flat. In tho second heat 
Littman was the outstanding runner. 
He romped away to a big lead and 
broke the tape in 36 3/5 seconds to 
win the event. Cahill took second and 
Bell third. Had either of the Newton 
runners been in the heat with Litt- 
man it is possible the record of 36 2/5 
seconds for the track might have been 
shattered. 

The 600-yard run was the best of the 
day. Captain Lindsay Brigham of 
Brookline, the favorite, was expected 
to win about as he pleased. Coach 
Enoch of Newton had three runners 
entered with the hope that one of 
them might come through. Al Guzzi. 
Dick Jarrell and Douglas Chalmers 
were the local trio. Coach Hines of 
Brookline entered Tilton, his best 1000- 
yanler who failed to place in that 
event which Newton swept at Brook- 
line. in order to pick up a possible 
point or more in the 600. The field 
soon strung out with Jarrell setting 
the pace and the other four runners 
mentioned close behind him. 

Two laps from home Guzzi decided 
to go out in front just about the same 
time that Brigham decided to do the 
same. Passing Jarrell on the back 
stretch Guzzi took the pole and Brig- 
ham drew up at his side. Shoulder to 
shoulder they raced around on the 
gun lap with Guzzi fighting off every 
attempt made by Brigham to take the 
lead. As they came to the tape Brig- 
ham gave all he had to break the 
l tape inches ahead of Guzzi in the fast 
time of lm 21 3/5s. Chalmers came 
up fast to take third place ahead of 
Tilton while Jarrell faded on the final 
lap. 

The 1000-yard run wound up with 
an unusual finish. With the Signore 
brothers out with heavy colds. Coach 
Enoch pinned his faith on Arthur 
Quincy and Riley to aid George Lamb 
against the Brookline runners. Lamb 
set the pace all the way until the last 
thirty yards of the race. Here he 
slowed down to a jog to let Quincy 
and Riley score points towards their 
letters.

Facts cAbout Newton 


The article this week is the sec- 
ond of a series on different institutions 
and matters of interest to every citi- 
zen. It is also the second of the group 
pertaining to the Newton Hospital. 

Thousands Cared for by Newton 
Hospital in the Year 1930 

In the year 1930, there were 4,751 
patients treated in the wards and pri- 
vate rooms of the Newton Hospital. 
The average length of time these 
4,751 patients were in the Hospital 
was 11.38 days. There were also 692 
babies born at the Hospital during 
1930. 

But in addition, the Newton Hospi- 
tal performed other services during 
1930 for persons who did not become 
patients within the Hospital, as 
shown by the following: 

900 patients were treated in the Acci- 
dent Wards 

2,407 patients were treated in the 
X-Ray Department 

2,049 patients were treated in the Out- 
Patient Department. 

Altogether, therefore, the Newton 
Hospital in 1930 rendered service to 
10,117 persons. Furthermore, 22,000 
tests of various kinds were made in 
the Hospital Laboratory; and 945 calls 
were made upon people in their homes 
and elsewhere by the social service 
■worker to take the service of the Hos- 
pital to those who needed it. 

In the recent campaign for new and 
better buildings and more up-to-date 
equipment for the Newton Hospital, 
7,000 people contributed $1,452,000. 
The Trustees of the Hospital hope that 
each one of these citizens will also 
give something each year for the care 
of the thousands who go to the Hospi- 
tal and who cannot pay for the care 
they receive. 

The real reason why the Newton 
Hospital does not take in as much 
money from Its patients as It costs 
to operate the Hospital is the fact that 
more tliag half its patients are unable 
to pay the cost of the service they re- 
ceive. In fact, many of the putients 
of necessity pay nothing at all, and 
many more puy only part of the cost. 

During the years 1926-1929, money 
raising efforts were concentrated in 
the building Fund which has made 
possible the new and improved and 
enlarged Newton Hospital. The op- 
erating deficit for the years 1926-1927 
was Included in the Building Fund, but 
no gcnerul effort 1ms been mude un- 
til now to secure gifts to meet the 
operating deficits of the years 1928- 
1929-1930. The amount of the deficit 
for these three years is approximate- 
ly $75,000. It represents service ren- 
dered during these years to patients 
who were unable to pay its full cost. 

During the past few years the pop- 
ulation of Newton bus been increas- 
ing very rupidly. It is now approxi- 
mately 65,000. In udditton, Wellesley 


with its population of 10,000 has allied I 
Itself with Newton Hospital and now 
participates in its management and 
receives its services on the same 
terms and conditions as do the people 
of Newton. Altogether, therefore, 
there are now 75,000 people directly 
dependent on Newton Hospital and re- 
sponsible for its support. 

It is not possible to appeal intelli- 
gently and successfully to 75,000 peo- 
ple through an intensive campaign of 
two or three weeks and a Hospital 
Sunday, as in the earlier days when 
the number of people to be considered 
was scarcely more than liulf the pres- 
ent number. Other large and progres- 
sive hospitals maintain subscription of- 
fices the year around, and through 
them send out information concerning 
the work and needs of the hospitals to 
all who may be looked to for their 
support. The Trustees have become 
convinced that this kind of procedure 
is now necessary for Newton Hospital. 
Accordingly there 1ms been organized 
at the Newton Hospital a subscrip- 
tion office. Throughout the year this 
office will issue bulletins concerning 
the Hospital, which will tell of its 
work and its need for financial assis- 
tance. Once each year, and only once, 
it will ask every family in Newton 
and Wellesley to contribute to its sup- 
port. Tlie new method of soliciting 
is now beginning and is proving very 
successful. 

Newton Hospital has always done 
a large amount of work for people 
who cannot pay its full cost. We are 
confident that the people of Newton 
and Wellesley would not be willing 
to have the Newton Hospital decrease 
the amount of such service. It is true 
t hut from our private rooms the Hos- 
pital makes a moderate profit, but this 
profit has not yet been sufficient to 
overcome the loss occasioned by the 
charitable work which we do and for 
which the present endowment of the 
Hospital is inadequate. The result- 
ing deficit gives opportunity to the 
friends of t lie Hospital to assist in 
Its noble churitable work. 

We do not doubt tliut there are 
thousands of individuals who will wish 
to support the Hospital and who will 
do so if its story and Its need are 
Intelligently and persistently pre- 
sented to them. We expect that the 
rich and well-to-do will be no less 
generous than they have been in the 
past. We expect that the people of 
moderate means will likewise make 
their contributions in much larger 
number than heretofore. We ask. 
therefore, for the co-operation of all 
in order tliut the burden may not be 
excessive for any one. 

In no cuse is service ever denied 
or curtailed hecuuse of the financial 
inability of the applicant.

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UNDER THE GiLbfcb DOME 


This Is the busiest time of yenr 
for the various committees. The num- 
ber of bills, a> was slated previously, 
Is the second largest grist on record. 
Notwithstanding that fact both branch- 
es have made marked progress. The 
committees are sitting dnily but there 
are so many matters to be considered 
that it will be well Into March be- 
fore the end of public, hearings Is In 
sight. 

The speed with which the Gover- 
nor’s special unemployment message 
was handled by the two branches 
showed a genuine spirit of co-opera- 
tion. Last week Friday the Gover- 
nor sent in a special message for the 
immediate appropriation out of cur- 
rent funds of approximately $106,000 
to put people to work in various State 
departments and other employment 
connected with the State. Included 
were some 15 or 20 “white collnr" 
jobs, so-called, which meant clerical 
work in the statistical department. 
The Governor's special message for 
this appropriation came at the end 
of the week so that no action could 
he taken at once. However, on the 
following Monday morning the Joint 
Ways and Means met and without de- 
lay reported favorably a bill covering 
all the Governor asked. Equally nnxi 
otts to co-operate, both branches sus- 
pended tlteir rules and sent the bill 
along as rapidly as possible. 

A gathering of unemployed marched 
on the State House last Tuesday. If 
they expected to be refused admit- 
tance they were disappointed for Gov. 
Ely ordered that a committee of the 
gathering enter his office for a con- 
ference. The spectacular demonstra- 
tion on the k Common was abruptly 
ended by the police. Soon after Gov- 
ernor Ely had a plain, straightfor- 
ward talk with three of their leaders 
and expressed clearly his sympathy 
and also his views as to what could 
and what could not be done under 
existing circumstances. 

The Legislative Committee on State 
Administration, of which Representa- 
tive Luitwieler is House chairman, 
reported “leave to withdraw” on the 
petition of Armand C. Bang of New- 
ton and Gilbert H. Haigh of Worces- 
ter for the creation of a department 
of public medicine to take over the 
duties of the State department of 
health and mental diseases and the 
activities of the State departments of 
public welfare and industrial acci- 
dents. 

The social side of the General 
Court was pleasantly revealed last 
vening when Gov. and Mrs. Ely gave 
a reception to members of both 
branches and to justices of the Su- ; 
preme and Superior courts. 

Among the nominations submitted 
by Governor Ely to the Executive 
Council Wednesday were the reap- 
pointments of Thomas F. Dolan of this 
city as trustee of the Westboro State j 
hospital and George W. Gay of this 
city as a trustee of the Wrentham 1 
State school. 

The proposed Greater Boston bills 
have been reported "reference to the 
next annual session” by the Commit- 
tee on Metropolitan Affairs. One of 
these was on petition of Mayor Cur- 
ley of Boston and the other on pe- , 
tit ion of Prof. Beale of Harvard. The 
committep. it is understood, took this 
early action because the general senti- 
ment of its members was that this 
was not an appropriate year in which 
to tke up this matter. Furthermore, 
there was litti<> doubt as i * » the dis- 
tinct opposition to the scheme on the 
part of other cities and towns. The 
committee has 4 not yet taken up the 
Boston Elevated public control legis- 
lation or the Charles River basin bill 
in which matter Newton Is interested. 
Several matters affecting the Metro- 
politan district and involving the ex- 
penditure of money were turned down 
this week by the committee.

DR. FRANK R. STUBBS 

Dr. Frank Raymond Stubbs, one of 
Newton's best known physicians, died 
on Monday, February 9, at the Newton 
Hospital. He was horn in Cam- 
bridge. February 6, 1872, and had been 
a resident of Newton for 31 years. 
Dr. Stubbs graduated from Harvard in 
1893, from Harvard Medical School In 
1S97. and served as an Interne in the 
Boston City Hospital the following 
year. For three yenrs he was an in- 
structor In Histology at the Harvard 
Medical School and was asked to take 
charge of the histology laboratory at 
Wellesley College. He decided to be- 
come a general practitioner In New- 
ton and for 20 years rendered valuable 
service to people in all walks of life 
in this city. His motto was to min- 
ister to "the sickest persons first,” re- 
gardless of their financial standing. 

In 1S98, following the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, Dr. Stubbs was one of the 
physicians who served on the hospital- 
ship "Bay State” which went to Cuba 
and brought 300 typhoid patients to 
this country. While on its way to 
Massachusetts this ship went ashore 
off Point Judith. For 30 years Dr. 
Stubbs was a visiting physician on 
the Newton Hospital staff, serving de- 
votedly during this long period In two 
of the most trying months of the year, 
January and February. 

He was a member of the Duxbury 
Yacht Club, the Tuesday Club of New- 
ton, and a number of medical socie- 
ties. 

In his earlier years the extensive 
practice built up by Dr. Stubbs 
necessitated him using several horses. 
To obtain better transportation facili- 
ties. Dr. Stubbs was one of the first 
three residents of Newton to pur- 
chase an automobile, using one of the 
first type Oldsmobile. This car was 
succeeded by a powerful single-cylind- 
er Knox car. In which for several 
years Dr. Stubbs was a familiar figure. 

His funeral services were held 
Wednesday afternoon at Eliot Church, 
of which the deceased was a member. 
The services were conducted by Rev. 
Ray Eusden and Rev. Laurens Mac- 
Lure. Cremation was at Mount Au- 
burn and the ashes will he Interred 
later at Wellfleet. Cape Cod. Both 
parents of Dr. Stubbs were born in the 
old town on the Cape and he held it 
in strong affection. 

He is survived by his widow. Mrs. 
Ethel D. Stubbs, two sons, Joseph 
Stubbs, well known former Harvard 
athlete and coach of the Harvard 
Hockey team, and Frank R. Stubbs, 
Jr., and a daughter. Mrs. William F. 
Hessler of Needham.

Frank Hilliard Brooks of 34 Erie 
avenue, Newton Highlands, died on 
Saturday. February 7th. He was born 
in St. Johnsbury, Vermont. November 
24. 1868. the son of Dr. Samuel T. and 
Lucy (Mills) Brooks. Graduating from 
St. Johnsbury Academy in 18S9, he en- 
tered the employ of the Fairbanks 
Scale Company.

education are the problems before us 
and the schools aro in a position to 
help take care of them. The High 
School plant is not available in t bo 
day time, but shop space could be 
hired somewhere and with older men 
it would be better so, since thoy would 
then he working with a group of their 
own age. Mr. Murray also felt that a 
practical type of vocational guidance 
should he offered to the men of the 
community In cooperation with the 
schools. Courses in painting and deco- 
rating might be established and me- 
chanics re-tralned to take care of road 
work machines, for instance. The 
first thing to do, Mr. Murray said was 
to find out how many men would go 
Into training classes. 

Mr. Hermann of the Playground De- 
partment encouraged the meeting by 
saying that every cloud had a silver 
lining, and that from increased leisure 
and the machine age the playground 
movement had been born. An In- 
teresting avocation Is needed by 
everyone. For Newton Mr. Hermann 
recommended neighborhood centers 
since Newton communities are geo- 
graphically so separated. Club rooms 
in 4 or 5 different villages should be 
opened for which school buildings 
might be utilized. Those who have 
never had out-of-door employment are 
now profiting by having to leave of- 
fices for out-of-door work. 

Mr. Murray was asked how large a 
group would be necessary for the 
forming of a class, and said that 15 
or more would be sufficient. 

Mr. Henderson, past commander of 
the American Legion, snid that the 
Legion had considered sponsoring 
classes in Americanization, and could 
provide lecturers for the Y. M. or any 
other groups needing it on keeping 
physically fit. law, civil service and 
along commercial lines. 

Mrs. Dunlop. Secretary of the Red 
Cross, offered their instructor in Home 
Hygiene and First Aid to any groups 
of unemployed women who would like 
to take the courses. 

Miss Talamidi, the Newton worker 
of the International Institute, a de- 
partment of the Y. W. C. A., said that 
they had so far three clubs organized 
in Thompsonville, two for girls and 
one for mothers. She saw the great- 
est danger in the groups of boys from 
18 years on without anything to do. 
These boys had outgrown the ideals of 
the older generation and were beyond 
their control. She thought there were 
about 50 boys of this dangerous age In 
Thompsonville. 

Rev. Mr. Shedd of the Methodist 
church in Newton Upper Falls, saw a 
call to Americanization and more com- 
munity resources in the present situ- 
ation. About 40% of the foreign-born 
in the Upper Falls, were not citizens, 
he said. We should get next to 
this non-citizen. non-English-speaking 
group. Mr. Shedd said the church 
would be glad to offer the use of their 
rooms on free evenings or afternoons 
and that they had a lantern which 
could be used for entertainments. A 
recreational centre in Newton Upper 
P’alls ir sorely needed. Mr. Shedd 
felt, foi the American born as well 
as for the non-English speaking group. 

Mrs. Louis H. Marshall made a 
motion which was unanimously car- 
ried that the Chair appoint a small 
committee to see that the sugges- 
tions made at this meeting were put 
into practical effect as far as possible. 

Mr. Timothy Regan spoke of the 
work in Americanization beihg carried 
on by the Nonantum Civic Association 
of which he is president, and said 
that their greatest need was black- 
boards and other equipment. The un- 
employment situation was hardest he 
thought for the older man whom man- 
ufacturers do not want. He said that 
games, magazines and slides were 
needed for the men who congregated 
in tlie rooms of the Nonantum Ath- 
letic Association. 

The Stearns School Center and the 
West Newton Community Center both 
offered their resources to be used in 
any practical way that seemed ad- 
visable. The Music School sent word 
that they would be glad to provide 
music at entertainments whenever re- 
quested. 

The readiness of everyone to co- 
operate in the matter of new oppor- 
tunities for the unemployed was most 
encouraging, the most difficult prob- 
lem being to find out exactly what 
groups wanted further opportunities 
and to plan practical means of giving 
them. 

Mrs. Spear said that tlie committee 
which she had been asked to appoint 
would lose no time In making every 
effort possible toward this end.

PROTEST AGAINST 

COST OF STREETS 

About 40 residents! of West Newton, 
mostly from Taft avenue and Hard- 
ing street, appeared at City Hall on 
Wednesday night at a hearing held 
before the Public Works Committee 
on a petition to abate betterment as- 
sessments for Improvements made on 
Taft avenue, Kensington and Hazel- 
hurst avenue and Hnrding street. 
These short streets, near t lie . Wal- 
tham line, were graded, surfaced and 
accepted about a year ago and the 
signers of the petition assert the costs 
assessed are exorbitant. 

J. Ward Kelly of Taft avenue direct- 
ed the protestants and stated that the 
work on these streets was quite in- 
ferior and the cost very high. Samuel 
Taylor of Taft avenue, and Joseph 
Hc'rgonzoni of Harding street read es- 
timates of street construction costs 
obtained from magazines and towns in 
this State to prove that the costs as- 
sessed on their streets are altogether 
too high. They contended that ma- 
cadamized streets ought to be built 
for ill least as lit lie as those gravel 
surfaced streets cost. 

B. W. Thurston said that two con- 
tractors had told him they would 
have been glad to build the streets at 
half the cost assessed by the city. 
Asked to name these contractors. Mr. 
Thurston refused. Arthur Mulvihlll, 
representing his father who resides 
on Harding street, asked Street Com- 
missioner Stuart if he had personally 
supervised the building of the streets, 
and received an affirmative answer. 
Mr. Mulvihill stated that the catch 
basins on the streets do not carry off 
the surface water. Michael Pluskne 
of Harding street complained that in- 
stead of grass sods being placed on 
the loam borders, seed was planted, 
which grew into weeds. Charles Fow- 
ler of Taft avenue criticised the 
"dragging along" of the work and con- 
tended that the men working on the 
job had not labored a full eight hours 
each day. 

Several of those present complained 
that they had not been able to obtain 
itemized figures on the cost of the 
construction of the streets, although 
they had endeavored to get them for 
u couple of months past. City Engin- 
eer Morse and Street Commissioner 
Stuart defended the work on the 
streets, stating that they are as well 
constructed as any gravel surfaced 
streets in the city. A. D. Burt of Taft 
avenue, an accountant, criticised the 
lack of detail on t lie figures which 
were given to show the costs of the 
work. Commissioner Stuart invited 
Mr. Burt to call at his office and he 
would furnish any figures desired. 

Another petition protesting against 
tlie cost of a group of streets in New- 
tonville, and asking for an abatement, 
has been received by tlie Aldermen. 
These streets were built by contract, 
tlie contract going to the lowest bid- 
der. A hearing will be held on this 
petition in the near future.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE BY ALBERT F. GILMORE, C.S.B. 


Albert F. Gilmore,

A member of the Christian Science

delivered a lecture entitled: 

Christian Science: 
Mankind’s Great Need 

Friday Evening, this week 
in the 

Christian Science Church, 
Newtonville 

A large attendance filled the church 
and overflowed into the Sunday 
School Room, where amplifiers gave a 
f.erfoct reproduction of the lecturer’s 
voice. 

The lecturer was introduced by Wil- 
liam S. Whitman, First Reader of the 
Newton Church, who said: 

“Friends. First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, of Newton, cordially wel- 
comes you. 

We are gathered here tonight to 
learn something more of the Truth 
concerning the relation of God and 
man and of what practical use an 
understanding of that relation can he 
in our daily lives in helping us to meet 
and master the difficulties or prob- 
lems of our daily experience. 

With her usual discernment of the 
needs of mankind, our inspired Lead- 
er. Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science, has 
provided an aVenue through which the 
necessary guidance can come. 

One of the activities of The Mother 
Church. The First Church of Christ. 
Scientist, in Boston, is the Board of 
Lectureship. Its members are well 
qualified to speak on the subject of 
Christian Science. 

We have with us tonight a member 
of this Board of Lectureship; and I 
take great pleasure in introducing Mr. 
Albert F. Gilmore of Boston who will 
address us on the subject: ‘Christian 
Science: Mankind’s Great Need.’” 


If you were asked to name man- 
kind’s greatest need you might reply, 
“To be healed of sickness, to be re- 
lieved of the burden of disease which 
from the very .beginnings of the race 
has weighed humanity down: to he 
made whole, in order to enjoy the 
pleasures, comforts, and activities of 
a normal life.’’ None can gainsay that 
ill health has been one of the most 
grievous burdens mortals have had 
to bear, and from the earliest history, 
to find relief from this encumbrance 
has occupied the earnest attention of 
untold thousands. 

Sickness both entails great suffer- 
ing upon the afflicted, and also de- 
prives him of the fullness and joys of 
life to which man is entitled. Often 
it plunges him into poverty and 
squalor. It does even more than this; 
it imposes upon society a burden, the 
extent of which is quite incalculable. 
The Department of Commerce of the 
United States Government recently 
stuted, as reported in the press, that 
thirty-six million wage-earners in 
America lose two hundred and fifty 
million days from work each year as 
a result of illness; and that for the 
same reason twenty-four million 
school children lose each year seventy 
million days from school. But these 
statements relate only to the com- 
paratively healthy, the adults who 
work and the children who attend 
school. What of the incapacitated, 
those who from various forms of dis 
ability are dependent upon others for 
support and care? 

• A prominent health insurance com 
pany has stated that the loss of pro- 
ductive energy from disease is at 
least forty per cent of the producing 
power of the race. Now, ihis loss of 
time and productive energy, grievous 
as it is, is but one phase of the 
calamity. The vast economic problem 
imposed upon society, the necessity of 
supporting and caring for the sick and 
suffering, must for the greater part 
he borne by those entirely innocent 
of any responsibility for its occasion 
From one standpoint, tills burden is 
wholly self-imposed. It is the result 
of the sufferer’s wrong mental atti- 
tude, his belief in man as a material 
personality, to which error cam attach 
itself; to his owu mental misdeeds, 
as it were; to an act of will and con- 
sent which perhaps ignorantly, but 
none the less surely, imposes upon 
himself a condition of disability and 
upon society the resultant burden 
which it lias to bear. From an eco- 
nomic standpoint alone, how great is 
file need effectually to lay tills mon- 
ster. ill health! 

Of such magnitude is the problem 
that we may well ask. Is there no 
remedy for this uppalling condition? 
Must mankind, perforce, stumble 
along under tills mighty incubus of 
disease and its penalty of suffering 
and poverty? If. judging by the his- 
tory of the past, we were to look 
wholly to material means for umelio 
ration of these conditions, we might 
well despair. Obviously. If we Inme 
our Judgment upon the situation as 
revealed by the fuctH stated, the use 
of niuteriul means of healing lias 
proved fur. very far, from satisfac- 
tory. After |our thousuud years’ in- 
vestigation of and experimentation 
with medical methods of heuling dis- 
ease. the burden still remains. 

Manifestly, if relief is to be brought 
to suffering Immunity, other means 
must be sought. In spite of nil the 
progress which the exponents of mu- 
turiul remedies for disease claim to 
have made, the fact remains that so- 
ciety is still weighed down witli a bur- 
den compurahle only to tliut which 
fabled Atlas was supposed to carry 
upon his shoulders. Tills is still, for 


many, a world of sickness and sorrow, 
of misery and poverty, under which 
poor humanity stumbles on, with 
shoulders bowed from the mighty 
weight of Its voluntary burden. 

But tlie situation is not hopeless. A 
way has been revealed whereby sick 
ness may he healed. An effectual 
remedy lias been discovered whereby 
mankind may be set free from suffer- 
ing and society relieved of the tre- 
mendous burden which it has so long 
and so patiently borne. There again 
shines in the world the light of spir- 
itual truth which heals, regenerates, 
and comforts inunkind, destroying ev- 
ery form of error, whatever its munc 
or nature, to which mortals believe 
themselves to he subject. Mankind is 
awakening to the monstrous imposi- 
tion to which it has been subjected, 
and through this new understanding, 
is throwing off the burden or disease, 
is abandoning its sinful ways, and In 
consequence is being freed from feai 
and, happier than ever before, is be- 
ing ushered into a better and more 
useful life. 

JESUS’ MINISTRY OF HEALING 

How is this change brought about? 
Through adoption of. adherence to, 
and practice of the teachings of 
Christ Jesus as set forth in Christian 
Science. The careful student of the 
four Gospels can scarcely fail to he 
impressed, deeply impressed, by the 
part which healing the sick played in 
the ministry of Jesus. While he dem- 
onstrated tlie power and availability 
of Spirit to destroy material sense 
testimony in many directions, yet 
standing out above all others are his 
healing works. Time and again, not 
the individual alone, hut the multi- 
tude was healed of disease in all tlie 
varied forms which so commonly 
harassed mankind in those distant 
centuries. Jesus’ mission was fo 
prove the presence of God, the lov- 
ing Father-Mother, who was and Is 
able and available through His 
Christ to heal mankind of all its dis- 
eases. He revealed the regenerating 
truth which brings to mortals a state 
of health and happiness. He showed 
the way into heaven, the ever present 
heaven of health and harmony, tlie 
open gates of which all may enter, 
here and now. 

How this golden thread of healing 
runs through those three marvelous 
years of tlie Master’s ministry! What 
wondrous news lie brought to suffer- 
ing humanity! Beautiful, indeed, on 
the mountains were the feet of him 
who brought tlie most joyous tidings 
mankind has ever heard. What was 
tills glad news? That God is Spirit, 
tlie divine All-Father. That evil is 
not reul! That suffering is not nec- 
essary! That there is present-day 
salvation from every phase of sin and 
sorrow, from all misery, from gaunt 
want no less than from physical suf- 
fering! Do you wonder that the mul- 
titudes flocked about this bearer of 
glad tidings, thronging his pathway 
wherever lie went? Do you marvel 
that tlie sick were brought to him, 
were even let down from the root of 
the house into his healing presence? 
What a priceless boon did the Naza- 
rene bring to suffering humanity! 
How their hearts must have leaped 
with the joy of expectancy as the 
great truth dawned upon benighted 
consciousness, that it was the Futli 
er’s good pleasure to give them the 
kingdom, the kingdom wherein sin 
and suffering never enter! 

It is little wonder that they awak- 
ened from their illusion, their an- 
cient dream, with hearts aglow with 
love for the Master, their Saviour and 
Messiah! No event In all history Is 
so fraught with glorious consequences 
to humanity as the advent of the man 
of Nazareth with his blessed message 
of God’s perfect love for all His 
children. 

It is sad commentary upon the in- 
stability of mortals, that Jesus’ mes- 
sage so soon lost its significance; 
that in so short a time the Christ heal- 
ing was buried in its graveelothes of 
formalism and dogma. In less than 
three centuries the wondrous light 
waned, flickered, and went out, to he 
rediscovered and made available 
again to meet poor humanity's needs 
only when sixteen centuries had 
passed. How appropriately have the 
centuries between been termed the 
dark ages — dark, indeed, when the 
glorious light of Love, reflected 
through tlie words and works of 
Christ Jesus, ceused to illumine hu- 
man consciousness! 

But tlie prophecies and expectations 
of the Founder of Christianity have 
been fulfilled in tlie revelation of 
Mary Baker Eddy! Did not Jesus 
declare in unequivocal terms: “And 
these signs shall follow them tiiat 
believe; In my name shall they cast 
out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues: they shall take up serpents, 
and if they drink any deadly thing, 
it shall not hurt them; they shall lay 
hands on tlie sick, and they shall re- 
cover.” Did he not conimund his fol- 
lowers, not for their time alone, but 
for all time, to “lieul the sick.” to 
“cleanse the leper,” and to “raise the 
dead”? Did he not also utter tlie 
precious prophecy: "Greater works 
than these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father"? In Christian Sci- 
ence these predictions, those promises 
of tlie Master, are to-day being ful- 
filled, wonderfully fulfilled, in the dem- 
onstration of spiritual power over the 
claims of evil. Again, throughout the 
civilized portions of earth, the sick 
are being healed without material 
medicine; tlie sorrowing ure com- 
forted with the hulm of perfect Love; 
tin 1 blind made to see, tlie luiue to 
walk, tlie deut' to hear, and to the 
poor the gospel of God's uhimdunce 
is being effectually preached. Aguln 
tlie Christ, Truth, the most potent and 


the most practical of all healing agen- 
cies, is being demonstrated as the one 
sure remedy for all human ills. 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE THE PER- 
FECT REMEDY 

With tlie discovery of Christian 
Science, sixty-five years ago, the meth- 
od of spiritual healing practiced so 
successfully by Christ Jesus was re- 
stored, later was elucidated by Mrs. 
Eddy and is to-day demonstrating the 
presence of God and tlie power of His 
Christ to destroy every type of dis- 
cord, every form of error, every 
phase of disease, misery, want, unhap- 
piness, which restricts and harasses 
human experience. Through its heal- 
ing ministry, Christ, Truth, is again 
meeting mankind's every need. Do 
you doubt tills? Then what of tlie tes- 
timonies. thousands in number, given 
in tlie approximately twenty-five hun- 
dred Christian Science churches ev- 
ery Wednesday evening, and the other 
thousands published in the Christian 
Science periodicals? Do you doubt 
their authenticity? Who knows bet- 
ter than the healed themselves of tlie 
freedom from tlie bondage of sick- 
ness. which follows when the light of 
Truth illumines consciousness? 

If proof of tliis healing be required 
from medical authority, it may be as- 
serted that many physicians have ac- 
knowledged the successful healing 
ministry of Christian Science, and 
have given public utterance thereto. 
To cite a single case: A well-known 
member of the staff of tlie Medical 
College at Harvard University stated 
publicly that lie was convinced that 
Christian Science heals both organic 
and functional diseases. Others, equal- 
ly prominent, have made similar state- 
ments. It may lie asserted, without 
tlie slightest fear of contradiction, 
that beyond possibility of ref- 
utation, tlie case is proved that 
through spiritual power alone Chris- 
tian Science heals disease in its every 
form. 

Tlie fact of spiritual healing estab- 
lished, let us inquire as to its method. 
It is often mistakenly held that Chris- 
tian Science healing is a mysterious 
process; that the technique of Chris- 
tian Science practice is not easy to 
understand. And yet a little child 
will grasp its Principle and rule so 
completely as to heal tlie sick, some- 
times, as it were, out of hand. 

Three factors are fundamental in 
spiritual healing: namely, faitii. un- 
derstanding, and righteous prayer; 
faith in God, that He is the ever pres- 
ent and omnipotent Father-Mother, in- 
finite Love; understanding of the di- 
vine nature; knowledge of the method 
through prayer of invoking His aid, 
always available to meet our needs. 
These ure made so plain in the Chris- 
tian Science text-book, that through 
prayerful study all may acquire the 
method. Mrs. Eddy’s cogent injunc- 
tion. "Attempt nothing without God’s 
help" (The First Church of Christ. 
Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 197). 
would be quite innocuous, had she not 
shown the way. the perfect way, 
whereby God’s aid may be invoked. 
“Study thoroughly tlie letter and im- 
bibe tlie spirit” (Science and Health, 
p. 495) is her instruction as to the 
best means to insure progress in 
Christian Science. 

Tlie letter of Christian Science is 
knowledge of divine Principle, of its 
law. and of tlie practice of that un- 
derstanding; it is knowledge of the 
truth and how to declare it; how to 
affirm God’s alluesH and man’s per- 
fection; how to deny selfhood to er- 
ror, to every false material belief; 
how to know its nothingness. The 
spirit of Christian Science is tlie love 
for humanity which loves one’s neigh- 
bor as one’s seif; the love which re- 
flects tlie divine Love; tlie love which 
knows only man’s present and eternal 
perfection; tlie love which enabled 
Jesus to endure tlie cross and to rise 
above tlie persecutions of his 
enemies; the love wherewith lie loved 
us; loves all who name tlie name of 
Christ. 

Now, let us lie assured that healing 
in Christian Science is not accom- 
plished through holding to disease as 
something, as an entity to lie des- 
troyed. Disease is healed through 
knowing Its nothingness, that it has 
no reality, no presence and no power 
apart from false belief. Disease is u 
false belief and nothing else. If you 
say, But what of the patient, the suf- 
ferer? Is there not a sick man to he 
healed? Christian Science answers 
unequivocally and emphatically, No! 
There is in reality none other than tlie 
man God created, who never is sick 
and is never in need of healing. This 
understanding gained and firmly held 
to, inevitably and invariably destroys 
tlie false belief that man suffers from 
any type of disease. 

THE METHOD OF SPIRITUAL 
HEALING 

A Christian Science practitioner 
does not attempt primarily to heal a 
sick body. Sick thoughts alone are to 
he liealed by changing belief in sick 
ness to a sense of health: belief in 
error to a better belief, falsity for 
truth. Belief m sickness Is changed 
to a sense of liealtli when it is learned 
that man, tlie real man, God’s like- 
ness, is botli spiritual and perfect, 
now and forever. Is tills so difficult? 
Why should this be more difficult of 
accomplishment tlmn the supplanting 
of uny fulsity with truth? You may 
say, “Because sickness is so personal, 
seems so reul.” Yes! It seems real 
because we hold to a false sense of 
man. Is mun flesh and blood, a mor- 
tal? Or is mall the son of God, His 
perfect likeness, wholly spiritual? 

Our necessity is to luy hold of the 
fiimlumeiital fact of niuu’s present and 
eternal perfection, never yielding to 


the temptation to believe in man as 
matter. “Lead us not into tempta- 
tion,” is a very important petition in 
the Lord’s Prayer. Temptation is too 
often our undoing. The humorist rec- 
ognized tills when he declared thut he 
could resist everything but tempta- 
tion. Now let us fortify ourselves 
against the tempter, our archenemy, 
personal sense, which declares man 
to be mortal. In tills false belief 
about man, this personal sense of 
man, lies the answer to tlie plaint so 
often voiced by the sick, “Why, oh 
why, have I not been healed?" Al- 
ways and invariably the answer is, 
"Because of your belief, your terribly 
mistaken belief, t bat man is a mor- 
tal." 

Is healing, then, so difficult? Hear 
Mrs. Eddy’s words. “Become con- 
scious for a single moment that Life 
and intelligence are purely spiritual, 
— neither in nor of matter, — and tlie 
body will then utter no complaints.” 
And she adds, “If suffering from a be- 
lief in sickness, you will find yourself 
suddenly well" (Science and Health, 
p. 14). Become conscious for an in- 
stant, a single moment, that God, 
Life, is spiritual and ever present, 
omnipresent, and there will of a nec- 
essity be excluded from your thought 
all suggestions that the likeness of 
God, Spirit's reflection, man, could 
lie sick! Error, called disease, can 
never attach itself to God’s likeness. 
Your reflection in a mirror could not 
become diseased. No more can your 
true selfhood as the son of God, His 
perfect reflection. Could a sick mor- 
tal he the likeness of God. infinite per- 
fection? Never! 

This sounds simple, seems easy. 
What sometimes makes it so difficult 
of accomplishment? The testimony 
of the material senses, nothing more! 
Is this testimony reliable? Can we 
depend upon a false witness to dis- 
close the truth about mail? Let us 
remember that tlie so-called physical 
senses have no existence apart from 
tlie lie of life and intelligence in mat- 
ter. They are false in every particu- 
lar, have no foundation in fact. 

It was this false sense of man with 
all its accumulated wickedness that 
Jesus denounced so vehemently. When 
heckled by the Pharisees, lie told 
them: “Ye are of your father tlie 
devil, and the lusts of your father ye 
will do. He was a murderer from tlie 
beginning, and abode not in the truth, 
because there is no truth in him. 
When he gpeuketli a He, he speaketli 
of liis own; for he is a liar, and the 
father of it." Strong language! But 
not stronger than was necessary to 
deny and denounce tlie false sense of 
man which lies at tlie bottom, at the 
very foundation, of all our trouble. 
Like father, like son! There can lie 
nothing of good in the son of the 
devil — the evil one. It is tliis false, 
tliis lying sense, the belief in man as 
material, which must be met in its 
very stronghold, met and overcome by 
Christ. Truth, by the truth about God 
and man. When so met. through the 
realization that life and intelligence 
are neither in nor of matter, the seem- 
ing strength of error is distroved; its 
claims are nullified, and it ceases to 
harass and destroy. 

This is the method of healing in 
Christian Science. Not difficult, if we 
set ourselves to follow tlie precepts 
of its Discoverer and Founder, in both 
tin- letter and the spirit. We may 
need to array tlie truth about God and 
man against tlie claims of error: we 
may need, in fact we usually do 
need, to deny tlie specific claims 
which seem to attach themselves to a 
given case. But when, armed in the 
strength of Spirit, we do tliis boldly, 
we shall, in the words of the re- 
doubtable Paul, be “more than con- 
querors.” 

If we are sufficiently conscious of 
the presence of God and His perfec- 
tion. of God and His universe of good 
as tlie only presence, we can heal 
without the use of argument. But. it 
seems thut in most cases healing is 
faciliated by botli knowing the truth 
about God and man, and by denying 
tlie claims which mortal mind is pre- 
senting us real; that is, by tlie affirma- 
tions of truth arrayed against tlie ar- 
guments of error. This is because 
materiality with all its discordant con- 
ditions still seems to possess some 
degree of reality. It still holds some 
place in our consciousness. 

What is tliis healing agency which 
so effectually destroys every type of 
error? The Christ, Truth, the truth 
about God and man: tlie truth about 
all tilings. The Christian Scientist 
prays not to tlie Christ, but through 
his understand lug of Christ, Truth, lie 
prays effectually. He utilizes his un- 
derstanding of God and of God's per- 
fect universe of spiritual ideas, thus 
establishing truth in his own con- 
sciousness. As he gains the true 
sense of being, error of every type, 
every material belief, disappears, and 
is no longer manifested in physical 
inharmony. 

CAUSATION MENTAL 

In any explanation of tlie method 
of Cliristian Science healing, causa 
tion piuys a prominent part. Wliei > 
medical methods of heuling generally 
deal with effects. Christian Science 
deuls wholly with cause. Instead of 
Heating the body and its seeming con-

dltions, spiritual healing is concerned 
wholly with the false beliefs which 
have seemed to cause the discordant 
physical condition. If it be held that 
medical usage to-day recognises the 
mental cause of disease in so-called 
psychotherapy and its allied methods, 
it should be recalled that Mrs. Eddy 
makes it very clear that the mortal 
or carnal mind und material body are 
one, ami that, accordingly, the men- 
tal treatment which if based upon this 
so-called mind 1h only less material 
than the manipulation and treatment 
of the subjective state of that false 
sense of mind, the human body. 
There is a world of difference between 
the methods of Christian Science and 
medical methods. The former deals 
wholly with cause, the latter with ef- 
fects. 

Now, we learn in Christian Science 
that since there is but one cause, 
God, there is no effect apart from His 
creation. God and His perfect uni- 
verse. including man, constitute al! 
reality. There is therefore in reality 
no other cause than God. and no other 
effect than His universe of spiritual 
ideas, including perfect man. 

But in the realm of belief there 
seems to be a universe of materiality, 
including a mortal, called man, albeit 
tliis universe and this man have no 
existence in reality. That is, God 
never caused or made either. God is 
the only real cause, but as there 
seems to be another universe than 
His. so there appears to be another 
cause, the so-called mortal mind, 
claiming, falsely, all the prerogatives 
of divine Mind, even to that of crea- 
tor. Both this so-called mind and its 
objectification, termed a mortal, are 
without entity or being. However, 
as mortals, it is necessary for us to 
deal with these false beliefs, to know 
their unreality, their nothingness. 

“Error.” that is. mortal mind, "made 
its man mortal." Mrs. Eddy assures 
us, “and this mortal was tlie image and 
likeness of evil, not of good” (Retro- 
spection and introspection, p. 67 >. 
Therefore, in healing sickness we are 
dealing with a false concept of man, 
a counterfeit, which has no existence 
apart from illusion, the imaginary, the 
delusive. Tills concept, termed a 
mortal, is false in both its cause and 
seeming effect. What, then, could be 
more logical, more reasonable, than 
to supplant the falsehood regarding 
cause and effect with the truth about 
it? In all our relationships we cease 
to accept a falsehood when the truth 
appears. How, then, does causation 
relate to the healing of the sick? By 
knowing that sickness, whatever its 
form or claim, is without a cause; is. 
in fact, tlie erroneous effect of a false 
sense, to be destroyed by replacing 
falsity with truth; thut is. by chang- 
ing belief in a mortal mind able to 
cause disease, through the under- 
standing that God. infinite good, is 
the only cause. There is no effect 
from another cause. Not difficult, is 
it? It should not be difficult to re- 
place error with tlie truth about any- 
thing, even tlie false concept of cause 
with the truth that God is the only 
cause and man the perfect effect. 
Healing in Christian Science, then, is 
wholly a mental process. It is the 
correction of a falsehood by applica- 
tion of the truth. 

You will recall that when Peter and 
John went up to tlie temple, at the 
Gate Beautiful they encountered a 
man lame from birth. They did not 
give him the alms he asked, but some- 
thing better, vastly better. What was 
the precious something which Peter 
gave him? Not silver and gold, for 
lie declared that he hud none. Thai 
which he had, and gave so effectually, 
was his clear understanding, purified 
and healing, of God’s presence and of 
man’s perfection: he reflected tlie 
Love that heals. And so potent was 
this grasp of Christ, Truth, that when 
Peter lifted up the lame man his in- 
firmity disappeared so completely and 
so quickly that lie entered tlie temple 
“walking, and leaping, and praising 
God.” 

What, precisely, happened to this 
mail? His belief of congenital weak- 
ness in the ankle bones, a belief 
which hud made of him a cripple und 
a beggar, was so completely trans- 
formed through Peter’s dear appre- 
hension of tlie truth about man. that 
the lie could no longer hold him in 
bondage. He was liberated through 
Peter’s knowletlge of God and mail, 
that man is the son of God. not tlie 
offspring of matter. All healing in 
Christian Science is performed in pre- 
cisely this manner. Consciousness is 
transformed by changing a belief in 
sickness, in impotence, inharmony, to 
a belief of strength, of potency, of 
harmony. 

THE HEALING OF SIN 

But Christian Science does more 
than heal disease; through tlie light 
of Love, the light of Truth, it trans- 
forms consciousness. This is. in fact 
tlie only true healing, since it im- 
proves one hoi h mentally and spirit 
uall.v It is the gaining of the Mind 
of Christ. This transformation of 
Im ilia u consciousness, of the mental 
state, destroys sin. tlie false beliefs 
which transgress tlie moral and spir 
Itual law. 

No more appealing illustration of 
tlie forgiveness of sin is found in tlie 
four Gospels than the story of tin 1 
woman who, freed from a sinful life, 
came to the house where Simon was 
entertaining Jesus at dinner What 
hud caused tliis great change in her 
mentality? Jesus' pure conscious- 
ness of spiritual being. Sinful 
thoughts could not stand in the pres- 
ence of his spiritual sense, purified 
and sanctified through his unpreced- 
ented realization of God's allness und 
of man's perfection. And lie. recoguiz 
ing the woman's healed state, ussured 
her, "Thy sins are forgiven. Thy 


faith hath saved thee; go in peace.” 
This woman, it is generally believed, 
was Mary Magdalene, who. healed of 
her sinful ways, became so devout a 
disciple of the Master that she even 
followed him to Calvary and the 
cross. 

Sinful beliefs cannot persist in the 
presence of Truth, and when thought 
is sufficiently spiritualized so that the 
nothingness of all fleshliness is seen, 
sin. tlie concomitant of carnality, dis- 
appears. Spiritual healing so com- 
pletely destroys sinful beliefs and de- 
sires that Mrs. Eddy could write as a 
tenet of Christian Science these 
words (Science and Health, p. 497): 
“We acknowledge God’s forgiveness 
of -in in t he destruction <>t' sin and 
the spiritual understanding that casts 
out evil as unreal. But the belief in 
sin in punished so long as the belief 
lasts.” To destroy all belief of pleas- 
ure in sinful indulgence is the one 
metliod of healing sin. 

It is belief, false belief, that causes 
suffering from sin as well as from 
disease, in fact, tlie two are often 
allied: and the remedy is the same. 
Christ, Truth, the trutli about God and 
man. There is. however, this differ- 
ence in the healing process: the suf- 
ferer trom sickness is anxious to be re- 
lieved of Ills suffering: ke desires 
above all else to be free. The sinner, 
believing perhaps that sin confers 
pleasure, is less willing to change his 
erroneous beliefs. He would like to 
■Continue his sinful ways without pen- 
’alty. But when he learns of the ut- 
ter unreality of material sense, even 
though it seems pleasurable, he is 
more than willing to be freed from its 
thralidom. False appetites, such as 
desire for tobacco and strong drink, 
are among the false beliefs thought 
to he pleasurable, until consciousness, 
in the process of purification, wakens 
to the recognition of their utter noth- 
ingness. The cigarette habit, so gen- 
erally prevalent to-day. will cease to 
hold men and women in bondage when 
its true nature is seen. Its seeming 
pleasure is hut the gratification of an 
appetite wholly unnatural. It is as 
transitory as a passing cloud. Social 
drinking is of the same nature. In- 
dulgence of these appetities only sinks 
one deeper into the miasma of materi- 
ality. And every false appetite 
cherished and indulged is a wrong 
step to be retraced, perhaps through 
travail ami suffering. When freedom 
from these enslaving beliefs is once 
gained, when once their utter noth- 
ingness is seen, their former victims 
rejoice exceedingly in a new-found 
liberty. We little enjoy the thought 
that we have been held in bondage to 
fulsity, — that an illusion has held us 
in its toils. Once the nature of a false 
appetite is recognized, healing is at 
hand. The uncovering of the unreal- 
ity of the illusion leads to quick re- 
lease. 

THE FUTURE STATE 

Tlie freedom which mortals com- 
monly seek is an harmonious sense of 
physical existence, comfort iu the 
flesh. It is to this end that human 
lives are ordered. But the thoughtful, 
sooner of later, turn their attention to 
tlie great question. What ne^f? Be- 
coming convinced that at best the 
material sense of life is but transient, 
that as it had a beginning, so it also 
must have an end, they seek a solu- 
tion to the problem. Whither do mor- 
tals proceed from this plane of 
thought? 

As we have seen, the healing o! hu* 
than consciousness which results from 
the application of Christ. Truth, is a 
process of transformation, the chang- 
ing of false material beliefs for spir- 
itual truth, the truth about God and 
man. This transforming Christ 
changes consciousness from a materi- 
al to a spiritual basis. Belief is 
changed to a better belief when 
thought rises higher through spivitu- 
alizatiou. Mrs. Eddy perfectly eliini- 
dates the problem on page 573 of the 
Christian Science text-book. “Th-"* 
testimony of Holy Writ." she declares, 
“sustains the fact in Science, that the 
heavens ami earth to one human con- 
sciousness. tliut consciousness which 
God bestows, are spiritual, while to 
another, the uniUumined human mind, 
tlie vision is material." And there fol- 
lows tlie assurance that what we term 
matter and spirit represents “states 
and stages of consciousness.” Which 
stale of consciousness are we claim- 
ing.’ Are we holding to matter or 
spirit as reality? is our concept of 
man spiritual or material? The an- 
swers to these questions determine 
whether we are in the heaven of Spir- 
it. or the hell of materiality. Both are 
states of consciousness. 

“The uniUumined human mind” en- 
tertains. manifestly, a false sense of 
creation; it conceives the universe, in- 
cluding man. to be wholly material: 
it believes that existence is material, 
tiiat life enters matter, is sustained by 
it. and passes out of a material body 
through what is termed death. Now. 
this false concept is supplanted by 
the fact that Life is God. eterual, in- 
finite. unchanging: tiiat man, as the 
expression and reflection of tiiat Life, 
lives forever: tliut God’s mail knows 
no material birth, muturity, or decay, 
lint exists forever at tlie standpoint 
of perfection, at manhood's eternal 
noon. Here are different states of 
consciousness, the one wholly materi- 
al. tlie other wholly spiritual. Our 
work as mortals is to exchange the 
former for tlie latter, tlie so-called ma- 
terial consciousness for the spiritual, 
the false for the true. Thus do we 
guin Hie kingdom of heaven and eter- 
nal life. 

THE KINGDOM OF HEAVEN 

Now the kingdom of heaven is not 
a place. Did not Christ Jesus settl > 
thut for all time? Interrogated by 


the Pharisees as to the time when 
tiie kingdom of God should come, he 
told these persistent inquirers that 
this state of consciousness comes not 
from observation, "neither shall they 
say, “Lo here! or, lo there! for. be- 
hold. the kingdom of God is within 
you.” Within you! That is, in con- 
sciousness — in the spiritual con- 
sciousness, man’s true consciousness, 
which is cognizant only of spiritual 
truth, of the things of God. 

We, too. may inquire, as did the 
Pharisees. “Where is this state of 
t onsciousness, termed the kingdom of 
heaven, to be found?” The answer 
still must be. “Within you." In you. 
the real man. as the reflection and ex- 
pression of divine Mind; not in place, 
neither here nor there, not in time, 
but in consciousness. When thought 
is divested of false material beliefs, 
consciousness is cognizant only of 
spiritual truth, of the divinely good. 
This is the kingdom of heaven, not to 
be taken by violence, but by the trans- 
forming of thought from a material to 
a spiritual basis. Can this end. think 
you. be accomplished by death? Can 
a false experience, an erroneous be- 
lief. usher us into the divine state? 
Never! 

As the tree falls, so must it lie. 
^faterial belief must be relinquished, 
cast off, in order to gain the kingdom. 
If death wrought this change, death 
would be a friend, not an enemy, and 
the Scriptures inform us that death is 
an enemy, the last enemy to be over- 
come. But. to be overcome, not sub- 
mitted to! How is this to be accom- 
plished? How is death, the last 
enemy, to be overcome? By knowing 
that God is eternal Life, and that man 
has no other life than God; has no 
material life to be yielded up. 

How. think you. were those ancient 
worthies. Elijah and Enoch, trans- 
lated? Through gaining this truth: 
laying hold of this supreme fact: 
through conquering belief in death, 
both as a reality and as the gateway 
to heaven and eternal life. It was 
Jesus’ clear understanding of God as 
Lite, that resurrected him. Through 
death alone we do not awaken in 
God's image and likeness. But false, 
material beliefs must be destroyed, 
transformed, put off. until the last 
^tuitige of error disappears: then shall 
we awake in God’s likeness, in the 
kingdom of heaven, not in a given 
time or at a definite place. Both time 
and place are unknown in the divine 
consciousness, where man. the real 
man. eternally abides. Death is 
swallowed up of Life, and man's per- 
fect state as the son of God becomes 
manifest. Death, then, like every er- 
roneous belief, is a falsehood to be 
overcome, destroyed by the demon- 
stration of Life as man's divine Prin- 
ciple. This is a problem to which 
Christian Science offers complete 
solution. 

MRS. EDDY AND CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE 

The attitude of deep respect which 
Christian Scientists maintain toward 
Mrs. Eddy is sometimes a stumbling 
block to the uninitiated. They mis- 
take this attitude for personal wor- 
ship. The regard which students of 
Christian Science generally hold for 
its Discoverer and Founder may be 
illustrated by a personal incident. 
Several years ago there came to the 
office of the Committee on Publication 
for the State of New York three 
persons, two gentlemen and a lady, 
to call upon me. the then incumbent 
of that office. After a brief visit, as 
they rose to go, the eyes of one of 
the party fell upou an unusual portrait 
of Mrs. Eddy, done by a well-known 
artist, hanging on the wall. Its beau- 
ty immediately centered their atten- 
tion. and a few moments' intensive 
study of the portrait called out a 
statement of what Christian Science. 
Mrs. Eddy's gift to the world, had 
done for each. Oae stated that Chris- 
tian Science had found him iu a state 
morally so low that he was convinced 
it would have quickly ended in seri- 
ous crime and lasting degradation. 
The other declared that when Chris- 
tian Science came to him. he was in 
a state of dissipation that would soon 
have carried him over the briuk into 
disgrace and death. The lady averred 
that she had been healed of a mental 
turbulence, the next -tau, of which 
would have been insanity and an 
asylum. These three have loug been 
faithful and successful workers iu 
Christian Science For myself. 1 bore 
witness that Christian Science alone 
had euabled me to remain w n this 
plane of existence, for it rescued me 
when material means had failed and 
the end seemed very near. 

Now is, it strauge or illogical that 
there welled up in the heart of each, 
as he recalled what Christian Science 
had done for him, a profound sense 
of gratitude to her whose purified con- 
sciousness became the clear transpar- 
ency through which the Christ. 
Truth, was revealed to this age; uud 
through whose rare devotion and con- 
secration to her visiou. the Christian 
Science movement was founded? Any- 
thing less than a profound sense of 
thanksgiving for her great gift to 
mankind would spell ingratitude und 
indifference. And let us uot overlook 
the fact thut with every person healed 
through ihe ministry of Christian Sci 
ence. it is the knowledge of God uml 
of His Christ, leading to complete 
salvation and heuveuly harmony, 
which calls forth this deep-toned gru 
litude gratitude to its Discoverer and 
Founder which find practical ex proa 

sion in the ministry of healing the 
sick uud the sinful. 

Such experiences could scarcely fail 
to inspire a sense of heartfelt love 
and veuerutiou for her who made 
them possible r«> be sure, t be Chi 1st 
Truth, has always existed, ready ami

This being a free country, there are 
things that many do to gently razz 
those elected to govern us. One man 
wrote a sassy letter to the Board of 
Aldermen and sent somebody elHe to 
read It. Another man petitioned for 
the change of name of u certain Htreet 
and failed to appear to present his 
case. These examples of long-distance 
communication with the city fathers 
have set me thinking. 

I am wondering. Suppose you have 
a load of criticism you wish delivered 
at City Hall. Is not the best way to 
have It conveyed there by somebody 
else? And yet there must be people 
who enjoy an opportunity to free 
their minds before the board. In fact, 
I am sure of it, for I have not only 
heard such arguments, but have read 
of extended addresses made at pub- 
lic hearings. There certainly can be 
no objection to that on the part of 
the board. The Aldermen cannot ex- 
pect to usurp the privilege of orator- 
ical liberty. Since no one has said 
they do object, let’s call that a fifty- 
fifty break. 

My chief concern, in view of this 
letter-writing to the hoard, is whether 
the board is going lo adopt a plan of 
replying in kind.

you would keep it to yourself. Yours 
truly — Newton Board of Aldermen.” 

I don’t suppose my Idea will be 
adopted openly because It might lead 
to political complications. Secretly, 
however. I think the vote for It would 
be unanimous. 


The slang habit, to which reference 
has been made in this column, should 
be set down, and as far down as pos- 
sible, with another human failing — 
chewing one’s words. Slovenly speech 
is quite as offensive as a mixture of 
modern catchphrases and argot. For 
some reason or other people seem to 
be satisfied if they have made them- 
selves understood. They never think 
of the difficulty somebody else may 
have experienced in trying to grasp 
their meaning. When you encounter 
a man who talks in mumbling tones 
and uses not the clearest phraseology 
you pay the full penalty of friendship. 
Of course, if you are not a friend you 
may curtly inform him that he is not 
understandable. Or it may be that it 
is a matter of business and you are 
compelled to endure it. In any event 
it is not pleasant. 

I recall the command of an instruc- 
tor in English. “Write," said he. “so 
that the reader not only may under- 
stand but. by Jupiter, shall under- 
stand.” If you think that isn’t good 
advice I refer you to articles and 
books you yourself have read and 
which seemed involved, round-about 
and dreary. I know of a self-mad*- 
man who was fond of dictating long 
letters. He never took the pains to 
try and express himself in a brief com- 
munication. One day his secretary 
made bold to suggest that a more com- 
prehensive form of letter-writing 
might well be adopted by this great 
person. “Well, they know what I 
mean, don’t they?” he demanded. “If 
it’s good enough for me it’s good 
enough for them.” That is a satisfac- 
tory view to take of one’s ignorance 
but you’ve got to have plenty of cap- 
ital to support it. A man who is with- 
out funds would accomplish little in 
advancing his fortunes if he wasted 
words or failed to make himself under- 
stood. 

One thing about the ‘talkies” is that 
the players must know how to talk 
You remember what a great hubbub 
was raised when it stated that a lot of 
silent screen favorites were obliged to 
receive instruction in English before 
they faced the microphone. At least 
you can hear the actors and actresses, 
and that is something. They are 
obliged to make themselves under- 
stood and those of us in the front of 
the theatre are given that which we j 
have a right to expect for the price of 
admission. I do not urge all people 
in the world to give up gainful occu- 
pations for the sake of entering the 
"talkies.” I do think they might well 
follow the example of professional 
performers and speak up. enunciate 
clearly and use the best of English. 


There is a man who wants Massa- 
chusetts to enact a law that will au- 
thorize parents to administer corporal 
punishment to an offspring convicted 
in court of stealing a bicycle. His bill 
provides that “in any case where a 
minor is convicted of the larceny of a 
bicycle the judge, with the consent of 
the parents or guardian, may order 
corporal punishment administered by 
such parents or guardian and if so 
ordered no other penalty shall he im- 
posed." Apparently the man who seeks 
this legislation believes that instead 
of imposing a fine, the boy (girls don't 
steal bicycles) would he plenty 
spanked. The parents would tints he 
saved the expenditure of money en- 
tailed by the payment of afine. All 
that it would cost them would he the 
pain of inflicting punishment. “This 
hurts me more than it does you. son.” 
is the conventional phrase, as I recall, 
but the proposed law does not stipu- 
late that these very words be repeat- 
ed. 

I wonder if it is really necessary to 
give parents or guardians the power j 
of the court in the matter of trounc- 
ing an ill-behaved child. Last week a 
woman in Memphis. Tenn., bad occa- 
sion to rebuke her daughter about 
something. The child. 13 years old. 
locked herself in the bathroom and 
swallowed a quantity of poison.

WILL INVESTIGATE CHARLES 
RIVER 


A bill lias been given a hearing be- 
fore the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs of tlie Legislature asking that 
the condition of the Charles River, 
especially that part between Newton 
Lower Falls and tlie Moody street dam 
in Waltham be carefully studied in 
order to prevent a recurrence of tlie 
nuisance prevailing last year due to 
tlie low level of water in the stream. 
Tlie hearing was held at the State 
House on Monday and Newton was 
represented by City Solicitor Bartlett.

Baggage Called For 
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Aldermen Hold Shortest Meeting In 
Years— Routine Matters On Docket 

Re-Appoint John R. Prescott, Assessor; C. W. Randlett, Forest 
Warden, and Geo. E. Stuart, Supt. Gypsy Moth Work 


The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night was the short- 
est in duration of any in the past 
couple of years. It lasted shortly 
over 30 minutes. 

No persons were present to favor 
or oppose when hearings were an- 
nounced on the following petitions — 
Edison and Telephone companies, 
joint pole locations on Allerton road, 
1 pole; Rowena road. 1 pole; Frank 
Toscano, permits to conduct garage 
repair shops at 10 Border street. West 
Newton, and corner of Lexington 
street and Rumford avenue, West 
Newton. 

The Bourd accepted the favorable 
reports of the License Committee 
granting permits to Thomas Mathews 
to move a dwelling from Crafts street 
next to the F. A. Day School to 742 
Watertown street; New England Con- 
crete Pipe Co., to install a 1000-gallon 
gasoline tank and a pump at 109 Need- 
ham street, Newton Upper Falls, for 
private use; Thomas Watters, 3-car 
garage at 47S Waltham street; John 
Grant, 3 express truck licenses ut 327 
Washington street. 

The Board voted to grant a hearing 
on March 2nd on the petition of John 
Connelly to conduct a garage and re- 
pair shop at 1646-1650 Centre street, 
Newton Highlands. The petition of 
C. H. Whitmore to have the name of 
Angler circle changed was given leave 
to withdraw. 

The Aldermen confirmed the fol- 
lowing appointments made by Mayor 
Weeks — John R. Prescott, member 
Board of Assessors for period of three 
years from February 1, 1931. Clar- 
ence W. Randlett. Forest Warden for 
year 1931. George E. Stuart, Superin- 
tendent for Suppression of Gypsy and 
Brown-tail Moths for year 1931, under 
Provisions Chapter 132, Sec. 139, Gen. 
Laws. Assistant Assessors for term 1 
year from February 2, 1931; Ralph T. 
Ladle, Frederick L. Smith, James A. 
Cox. William E. Flynt. C. Andrian 
Sawyer, Jr., member Board of Appeal, 
Building Laws, for term of one year 
from January 17, 1931, to January 16, 
1932. Edward Ray Speare, member 
of Playground Commission, for term 
of three years, to expire in March 
1934. Florence S. Fitzgerald, Director 
Public Welfare, one year. Dr. C. 
Arthur Boutelle, Inspector of Animals, 
term one year, from April 1, 1931, to 
March 31. 1932. 

Appropriations made by the Board 
included — Water mains, Byrd avenue 
and Princess road, $2000; Hawthorne 
avenue, $625; relief work for unem- 
ployed on water reservation at Need- 
ham, $7500; water mains in Lind- 
bergh avenue, Arapahoe and Ells- 
worth roads, $2325; construction of 
drain from B. & A. bridge on Wash- 
ington street to Aspen avenue, $5294; 
snow and ice removal, additional, $20,- 
000; sewer construction, $43,000. 

Orders were passed authorizing 
Mayor Weeks to trunsfer to Middle- 
sex County title to the land on Wash- 
ington street where the new dis- 
trict courthouse will be erected. In 
exchange the city will receive title 
to the parcel of land on Elm street. 
West Newton, which the county 
bought last year as the site for the 
new court house. A hearing was or- 
dered on the matter of discontinuing 
a portion of the Edmands Valley sew- 
er and drain easement south of Cot- 
ton street and west of West Boulevard 
road. 

Claims were received from George 
Weierich for damages to his auto- 
mobile caused by a collision with a 
city truck on Beacon street, Newton 
Centre, and from S. A. Wilkinson for 
damage to his automobile caused by a 
snow plow colliding with it on Beacon 
street. 

The Shell Petroleum Company sub- 
mitted a petition asking for a permit 
to relocate its pumps at the station 
on the corner of Beacon and Walnut 
streets, and to widen the driveways 
there from 25 to 35 feet. A petition 
was received from Louis Volpe and 
Joseph Allison asking that they he 


given a permit to erect and maintain 
a gasoline filling station on their prop- 
erties at the corner of Willow and 
Centre streets, Newton Centre; this 
station to have 4 pumps and store 
4000 gallons of gasoline. This loca- 
tion is now zoned for business. Sev- 
eral months ago a petition was re- 
ceived from Chief Randlett of the 
Fire Department asking that these 
two parcels of property be changed to 
a residence zone. That petition was 
refused. A hearing was set on this 
petition for Monday, March 2nd. 

Alderman Grebenstein asked that 
the rules be suspended so that a traf- 
fice ordinance might be passed pro- 
hibiting trucks over 2 tons in capa- 
city from travelling on Chestnut street 
between 12 midnight and 7 mornings. 
Mr. Grebenstein stated that because 
of the steep grade on this street, 
heavy trucks going over it have pre- 
vented residents on the street from 
sleeping nights. Alderman Silvanus 
Smith asked that the matter be re- 
ferred back to the Claims and Rules 
Committee so that it could be made 
more strict. Mr. Smith advocated 
stopping heavy trucks from using 
Chestnut street at all times. His real 
reason, however, was because he 
wanted heavy trucking prohibited on 
Grove street, Auburndale. Mr. Smith 
expressed the opinion that heavy 
trucks should be kept off all resident- 
ial streets, and confined to main 
streets. Alderman Powers said that 
while he agreed with the Ward 4 
member that something should be 
done to relieve the nuisance caused 
by heavy trucks travelling on resi- 
dential streets, he doubted if the Pub- 
lic Works Department of the State 
would approve of drastic ordinances 
which will prohibit heavy trucking 
at all hours on such streets as Chest- 
nut and Grove streets. 

Alderman Bail suggested that Wal- 
nut street be added to the list, as 
well as Chestnut and Grove streets. 
He told of the heavy trucks rumbling 
over Walnut street at all hours of the 
night, jarring houses so violently that 
persons were utmost shaken out of 
their beds. Alderman Powers sug- 
gested that while the Aldermen are 
taking measures to eliminate noise 
from heavy trucks, they might en- 
deavor to persuade the trustees of 
the Boston Elevated (two of whom re- 
side in this city) to co-operate in re- 
lieving residents of Newton Corner 
from the terrific noise made at all 
hours of the day and night by the rat- 
tle-trap cars imported last year from 
East Boston for use on the Newton- 
Brighton-Boston line. One of these 
big cars, operated in poor condition, 
makes as much noise as a dozen 
trucks, according to the ward 1 Aider- 
man.

Demonstration 


Next week the West Newton Arm- 
ory will be the scene of energetic 
labor, for Boy ScontH from every troop 
in Newton will be making ready for 
their “Boy Scout Exposition” which 
will be held this year on next Fri- 
day and Saturday, February 27 and 
28. The subjects which the boys are 
planning to demonstrate will show the 
broad scope of Scouting. They illus- 
trate the fact that the Scout program 
realizes that boys are individuals, and 
as such have widely different tastes 
and ideas. The subjects to which 
Scouting serves to introduce the boys 
are many and varied, and this Exposi- 
tion will show just what scouts can 
do by themselves, with leadership 
from within their own ranks. Those 
who saw last year’s “Merit Badge Ex- 
position" will never forget such ex- 
hibits as photography, poultry rais- 
ing, first aid, printing, conservation, 
firemanship, aviation, seamanship and 
others too numerous to mention.

PLANNING BOARD PUBLISHES 
RULES 

The Planning Board of the City of 
Newton has issued a pamphlet giving 
its rules and regulations. In General, 
the Planning Board will not approve 
layouts where house lots are less than 
50 feet wide and 100 feet deep. Names 
of proposed streets must not duplicate 
street names now existing in this city ; 
plans must show proposed drainage 
of surface water, rights of way, ease- 
ments, all buildings and physical fea- 
tures on abutting property within 60 
feet, in addition to many other de- 
tails. Streets must be 40 feet or more 
in width; cross streets must not be 
more than 800 feet apart, nor less 
than 400, unless conditions justify vari- 
ation from tills rule: grades on streets 
must not be more than 7%. nor less 
than 0.50%, without special permis- 
sion. 

According to State laws no deeds 
can be recorded on lots in any devel- 
opment which does not receive the 
approval of a Planning Board or Board 
of Survey in any city or town where 
such a body exists. Where deeds can- 
not be recorded, banks cannot loan 
mortgages. So, persons who attempt 
to develop property without obtain- 
ing the approval of the Planning 
Board are inviting trouble for them- 
selves. 


MANY CITY EMPLOYEES ON 
PART TIME 


A score of employees of the Water 
Department who had been out of work 
for five weeks, went back to work 
this week following the appropriation 
of several thousands of dollars by the 
Aldermen at the meeting on Monday 
night. In the Street Department, 125 
men were put to work on a half-time 
basis. These men are the newer men 
in the department, seniority counting 
in accordance with Civil Service rules. 
It was either a case of about 70 men 
being laid off, or the larger number 
being placed on the half-time basis 
until weather conditions permit a re- 
sumption of work on a larger scale 
when the ground is free from frost. 
The frequent snow storms which have 
occurred in recent weeks have been 
responsible for these men not having 
been idle much of the time before 
this week.

Good glasses and bkillful dentistry 
are comparatively modern develop- 
ments said he. In Shakespeare’s time 
and the times represented by his his- 
torical plays most people could no 
longer see well and had lost their 
teeth by middle life. They were old, 
could see poorly, lived on pap, sat in 
the chimney corner and waited for 
death, because there was nothing else 
for them to do. Shakespeare accom- 
plished his long anticipated retirement 
to his estate at Stratford on the Avon 
at forty-eight and died at fifty-two, 
while we today regard men and women 
as merely fully mature at fifty. 

A full house lias greeted Doctor 
Griggs on each of his first two lectures 
nnd has sat in wrapt attention to his 
highly appreciative poetical and his- 
torical interpretation of “Romeo and 
Juliet” and "Richard II."

Mayor’s Relief Committee Report 

Reveals Interesting Facts 

Chairman Rogers Reports Few Loans Of Small Amounts To 
Registered Unemployed 


The Mayor’s Relief Committee, 
through its Chairman, Leon B. Rog- 
ers, has issued the following report: — 

February 11, 1931. 
Hon. Mayor Sinclair Weeks. 

City Hall. 

West Newton, Mass. 

Dear Mr Mayor. 

So that we can more intelligently 
handle the question of unemployment, 
it seemed best to your Committee to 
obtain some facts as they exist in the 
City of Newton today in comparison 
with other years. The question has 
naturally been asked, are there more 
unemployed this year than previous 
years, and if so. how many. To se- 
cure this information we wrote to ev- 
ery industry in the City: to the heads 
of the city departments which employ 
laborers of any kind and to the Chair- 
men of the various labor unions. We 
felt that by writing to the unions, we 
might get a real picture of the number 
of men that were unemployed in their 
trades this year in comparison with 
previous years. 

The city departments co-operated 
with us 100%. Eleven industries an- 
swered our questionnaire, and we re- 
ceived two replies from the chairmen 
of the various labor unions, with the 
result that while this report is not en- 
tirely complete, it is the best we can 
obtain at the present time. 

The enclosed report shows a marked 
increase in relief distributed for No- 
vember. December and January of 
1930 and 1931 over the same period of 
1928 and 1929. Investigation through 
Miss Fitzgerald and Miss Chapin 
shows, that while the increase in re- 
lief is much greater that the appar- 
ent decrease in employment, it is due 
to the fact that during 1930 the gross 
earnings of the laboring class, carpen- 
ters. plumbers, etc., were substantially 


less than preceding years, which nat- 
urally resulted in their using up their 
savings at an earlier date this year 
than at former times. 

The increase in the number of fam- 
ilies cared for, both through the Pub- 
lic Welfare Department and the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau, substantiates the 
above statement. 

You will be interested in the first 
three months report of Income and ex- 
penses of the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee. I believe the greatest service ren- 
dered by the committee is the feeling 
of security on the part of those who 
need relief, or might possibly need it. 
because a group of citizens am ready 
to help when necessary. We see so 
many cases, particularly of the so- 
called “white collar” class, where 
their savings are dwindling and they 
are in danger of losing their homes, 
which they bought probably at the 
highest peak, who have gone out of 
this office with the feeling that as a 
last resort someone is interested in 
them and It has given them courage 
to fight for a position. That feeling 
of security that they have has proba- 
bly given them back bone to fight their 
own battles, because our loans have 
been comparatively few in number and 
very small in amount in comparison 
to the number who registered. 

The next two months will probably 
he the most difficult because the em- 
ployment will he more or less intermit- 
tent and many who had savings ac- 
counts are reaching the end of their 
resources. The additional work that 
you have recommended will probably 
take care of the emergency cases of 
the laboring class. The Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee have sufficient funds 
to tide over the “white collar" class 
until business conditions improve.

George 
Lamb will carry the burden in the 
1000 and it is to he hoped that he will 
be in the heat with LaFranchise of 
Brockton as this should he the fastest 
heat of the day. Greene will stage 
another contest for supremacy in tiie 
high jump with both Hilliard of Brock- 
ton and Varney of Brookline with 
this trio slated to divide the points 
The Newton captain should place in 
the broad jump which is conceded to 
Howard Niblock -of Lynn Classical, a 
better than ten^feet jumper. Jim 
Colligen should place in the shotput 
to ease the burden on the Newton 
relay team which will be chosen from 
the hoys who have not had too much 
competition during the earlier events. 
In t his group will he Jarrell, Bradley, 
and Chalmers.

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FRROR SNATCHES 

VICTORY AWAY 

Just as Newton high school track 
athletes and fans were about to gath- 
er tlieir wraps about them and come 
home with a well-earned victory in 
the annual B. A. A. games last Sat- 
urday afternoon at the Arena, nil error 
by one of the officials of the meet 
snatched the victory away. The re- 
sulting mix-up has not been settled as 
yet, and William F. Garcelon, chair- 
man of the B. A. A. committee, stated 
yesterday that he "may have a state- 
ment or solution to offer on the mat- 
ter next week, but every time I con- 
fer with someone about the nfTair a 
new and more puzzling angle arises." 
Briefly the situation is ns follows. 
Up to the final three relays on the pro- 
gram Newton high was leading the 
field with 9 % points. Huntington 
schools had 8% and Worcester Acad- 
emy and Boston English had 8 each. 
Newton ran its relay against Brook- 
line to win in 3 min. 42 1-5 seconds 
which would give them at lenst two 
more points in the relay. Medford, 
Brockton and Portsmouth staged a tri- 
angulnr relay with Medford winning 
in 3 min. 41 2-5 seconds and the oth- 
ers well behind so that the time of 
either could not affect Newton. The 
final relay of the day was that between 
Huntington and Worcester. The for- 
mer defeated the latter in the absurd 
time of 3m. 20 1-5 seconds, faster than 
the time made by the Harvard varsity 
relay last year in New York that set a 
new record. Then It was brought to 
light that the second runners on ench 
team had raced but two laps each in- 
stead of three because the official in 
charge of the race had sent them out 
onto the track to receive the bntons n 
lap too early. Following much discus- 
sion an official statement from the ref- 
eree. Wm. P. Kenney. N. E. A. A. U. 
president, gave Huntington the best 
relay time and Worcester the second 
best time which gave them sufficient 
points to pass Newton with Hunting- 
ton on top with 13%. Worcester sec- 
ond with 12% and Newton third with 
11%. A wave of protest naturally 
arose and it has not yet been denred. 
Various methods of settling the mud- 
dle have been suggested hut none 
have seemed to he satisfactory. It 
was first announced that the two 
teams might get together again and 
run the relay over. This would ho 
impracticable because similar condi- 
tions could never have been attained 
and these same conditions had a great 
hearing on the race. The second Hunt- 
ington runner. Donald Lawson, the 
one who ran hut two laps through no 
fault of his own. had previously com- 
peted in two heats in the dash and 
also the trials and finals of the 300- 
yard run. Having already taken the 
edge off his performance for the day 
it is certain that his third lap would 
have been considerably slower than 
his first two. In this event Hunting- 
ton could never have beaten tin- time 
made by Everett or Bridgton acad- 
emy, the two fastest up to that time. 
The Huh school would have had to 
he faster than the latter team in order 
to pick up the needed points to pass 
Newton. Another suggestion was that 
tiie meet he called a tie between New- 
ton and Huntington. If this were fol- 
lowed there would arise tiie question 
that had tiie two runners completed 
tiie required distance the Worcester 
team might have beaten tiie Hunting- 
ton team which would have put Wor- 
cester above Huntington. A third sug- 
gestion was that the Huntington-Wor- 
ceater relay be tossed out altogether 
as It did not complete the require- 
ments. This, some believe, would not 
he fair to these schools as It was 
through no fault of their actions that 
the race was not run right. But their 
is precedent behind such action. Sev- 
eral years ago at an interscholastic 
meet on the Boston “Y” track the 
Brookline high relay team was dis- 
qualified which resulted in the loss of 
the meet. Brookline had the meet 
well in hand and its relay team need- 
ed only to finish to win sufficient 
points to capture the meet. There 
were only a few relays and even the 
slowest time would score points. The 
third Brookline runner dropped the 
baton in passing it to his anchor man 
and the baton rolled off the track onto 
the floor below. The Brookline run- 
ner. realizing the situation waited 
until an attempt was made to throw 
tiie baton up again. Tiie attempt failed 
and an official told the runner to run 
without his baton. He did so and fin- 
ished the race. The ruling was made 
that Brookline did not finish legally 
(with the baton) and the team was 
disqualified, scored no points in the 
relay, and lost the meet by a frac- 
tion of a point. 

Coach Don Enoch of Newton and 
Coach Win Marling of Huntington 
have sent letters to Mr. Garcelon tak- 
ing the "unfortunate incident in the 
best grace.” 

Newton started off with a hang by 
taking six points in the dash finals 
with Holmes a foot ahead of tiie rest 
of the field and Irwin placing third. 
In the trinls Holmes had won the 
fifth heat in 4 4-5 seconds, a fifth of a 
second better than the other six heats. 
Irwin ulso won his trial heat, tiie 
seventh, in 5 seconds. Douglas 
Sloane, Newton’s other dush entry, 
placed second to Rothwell of Noble 
& Greenough in the third trial heat. 
Satchebell of Brighton, 1930 winner, 
hud qualified for the semi-finals by 
placing second to Woods of English 
in the initlul trial heat. 

Holmes drew a place in the first 
semi-final side of Satchebell, with 
Keller of Medford, Egan of Wlnthrop, 
und Roberts of Lawrence in the re- 
maining lanes. Holmes broke the tape 
with Roberts second, shutting out 
Satchebell who bus been ill most of 
the winter and whs clearly not up to 
his last year’s form. Sloune wus in 
the second semi-flanl with Rothwell, 
Whitman of Medford, Lavullee of 
Worcester Acudemy and Lawson of 
Huntington. Rothwell won with 
.uvullee second. The third sumi- 
liuul brought Irwin uguinst Woods, 
Hershoff of Bridgton und Souther of 
Medford. Woods und Irwin quulifled 
for the flnalH.

In the finals it was a case of Holmes 
against the field. He was off in front 
and going away at the tape to win 
with daylight showing between him 
and the others. Woods of English and 
Irwin placed second and third. Tiie 
six points for the orange and black 
was a good start. 

The high hurdles followed with Cap- 
tain Milton Green of Newton looming 
as one of the favorites. Seven trinl 
heats narrowed the field down to four 
teen, necessitating four semi-finals 
with the winners qualifying for the 
final race. Donovan of Lawrence 
showed exceptionally well, winning 
Ills trial heat and the first semi-final 
with plenty to spare. McGrath of 
Worcester Academy, Iiowan of Hun- 
tington, and Green won their semi- 
final heats. The four got set and were 
off together with Green lifting over 
the first barrier slightly in the lead. 
Donovan caught the Newton athlete 
at the last hurdle and broke the tape 
six inches to the good. McGrath 
trailed Green for third place and 
Rowan was shut out. Green’s three 
points brought Newton’s totnl to nine 
as the athletes turned their attention 
to the track. 

A series of team races was held 
with Everett being clocked in 3 min- 
utes 37 1-5 seconds in its race with 
Lowell, Lynn Classical and Ports 
mouth Priory. Tills time was that 
announced officially although several 
unofficial times placed the figure as 
more than seven seconds slower. 

The 300-yard trials saw Jim Cahill 
of Newton in the first heat with Cap- 
tain John Kelley of Huntington. 1930 
winner, Geo. Lavallee of Worcester 
Academy, Captain Jimmie Good of 
Medford. Dooley of LaSalle Academy 
and Paul McMahon of St. John’s Prep. 
Lavallee won the heat with Good of 
Medford second, tiie pair qualifying 
for tiie finals. Kelley was third and 
Cahill fourth. Lawson of Huntington 
won the second heat with plenty to 
spare over Duff of St. John's and 
Larry Scanlon of Boston English the 
third heat in impressive style with 
Reed Morse of Dean Academy second. 
When the final was held later in tiie 
afternoon Scanlon drew tiie pole with 
Lawson on the outside. Morse jug- 
gled Scanlon oft the pole at tiie first 
bank with Lawson at his heels. The 
Boston English lad had the stuff to 
come with a spurt on the back stretch 
of the final lap that carried him out 
in front to win. Morse was second 
and Lawson third. 

Vincent Signore was Newton’s hope 
in the first heat of the 600 as Coach 
Enoch held Guzzi and Jarrell for the 
relay against Brookline. Gerstein of 
Huntington took the heat with Bevnii 
of St. John’s Prep second. Uniacke 
of Huntington won the second heat 
with Nowlin of Worcester Academy 
second to also qualify for the finals. 
Huntington stock took a big boost 
when tiie third heat was won by 
Chnrlie Gow, another Huntington lad, 
with Goodhue of Milton Academy sec- 
ond. It began to look us though Hun- 
tington would sweep the finals al- 
though {Bowlin had looked good in his 
heat. Had Huntington swept the event 
there would have been no dispute as 
to who would win the meet. On the 
second lap the Huntington lads, with 
Uniacke in the lead, were 1-2-3, hut 
Nowlin cut loose to break the field 
wide open. His surge with a lap to 
go carried him past Gow and Gerstein 
hut Uniacke held him off with a final 
sprint to the tupe. Gerstein took third 
to give Huntington six points and 
bring them up within two points of 
Newton. 

Tiie 1000-yard run was another 
thrilling race with Tom Russell of 
LaSalle academy, 1930 winner, suc- 
cessfully defending his laurels against 
the field. George Lumh, Newton’s best, 
wns in the third row at the start and 
had to fight his way through most of 
the field. Beasley of Huntington and 
LaFranchise of Brockton high ran a 
ding-dong battle right up to the lust 
lap witli the high school lad having 
a slight lead. On the dual lap Rus- 
sell caught Beasley and set out for 
LuFrunchise. He pussed the latter to 
win by a yard. Beasley’s one point 
for third pluce brought Huntington 
right up on Newton’s heels. 

Meanwhile the high jumpers were 
settling their battle with Sandler of 
St. John’s prep und Costello of Wor- 
cester acudemy deadlocking at 5 feet 
10 inches for first place. A quartet 
of jumpers, Green of (Newton, Hilliard 
of Brockton, Dermody of Huntington 
and Pope of Milton acudemy split 
the third pluce point into quarters. 

Tims the meet cume down to the 
reluy races between Newton and 
Brookline, Medford, Brockton und 
Lawrence, and the much discussed 
Worcester-Huntington relay. The 
Newton-Brookline affair wus the tight- 
est uffuir of the ufturnoon with not 
more than throe or four yurds sepa- 
rating the runners ut any time. Doug 


Chalmers led off for the orange and 
black against Litman of Brookline. 
The Newton lad handed over a slight 
lead to Bell which was lost In pass- 
ing the baton and Keary, Brookline 
second runner, was off in front. Bell 
came hack to hand over about three 
yards to Dick Jarrell, running against 
Gleason. Guzzi of Newton and Brig- 
ham of Brookline started out almost 
on even terms. On the stretches 
Brigham would make his effort to 
wrest the lead from the Newton flyer 
hut Guzzi held him off each time to 
take the bank first where he slowed 
his pace slightly. Time after time 
Brigham would make an effort but 
Guzzi continually held him off. Com- 
ing off the last bank the pair were 
running almost shoulder to shoulder 
with the crowd on its feet, tense with 
excitement. Down the stretch they 
came, both putting all they had into 
the finish. The Newton lad had the 
stuff and broke the tape by almost a 
yard, giving Newton the third best 
time with two more relays to go. Med- 
ford had little difficulty in winning 
from Brockton and Lawrence and 
making 4-5 seconds faster time than 
Newton. When Huntington and 
Worcester began their race the former 
needed to heat Medford’s time to 
tie Newton and heat the time of 3 
minutes 39 4-5 seconds made by Bridg- 
ton to win. Worcester had to beat 
Huntington and also heat the time 
made by Bridgton to total more points 
than Newton. Such was the situ- 
ation when the unfortunate mix-up in 
the relay occurred which had a great 
deal to do with “robbing” the orange 
and black of a well-deserved probable 
victory. Before the error occurred 
unofficial timings caused several of 
those who were holding watches on 
the event to agree that neither team 
could make fast enough time to nose 
Newton out of the- event. When the 
timing was revealed as a new record 
consternation reigned for a moment 
until it was discovered that the sec- 
ond pair of runners had run but two 
laps each instead of three.

Maybe you think I haven’t found 
something worth reading. Indeed, 1 
have and I quite agree with the 
quoted statement of Mother Goose 
herself — "No, no, my melodies will 
never die, \yhHe nurses sing or babies 
cry."

TO FEDERAL INCOME TAXPAYERS 


For the convenience of those who 
are required by law to file Federal In- 
come Tax Returns, a Deputy Collector 
of Internal Revenue will be at City 
Hall on February 26. 1931. to assist 
taxpayers in preparing their returns. 
No charge will he made for this serv- 
ice. The matter of filing your Income 
Tax Return should he given immedi- 
ate attention, in order to avoid pen- 
alty and interest. 

Form to be Used 

Form 1040A should be used Jf the 
income is derived chiefly from sala- 
ries and wages and does not exceed 
$5,000. 

Form 1040 should be used for net 
incomes of more than $5,000. or net 
incomes regardless of amount if de- 
rived from a profession or business, 
including farming, or from rents or 
sale of property. 

When and Where To File Returns 

Your return for the calendar year 
1930 shall be filed not later than 
March 15, 1931, with the Collector of 
Internal Revenue for the district in 
which you reside or have your princi- 
pal place of business. 

Penalty 

A penalty of not more than $10,000 
or imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or both, and in addition 25 
per cent, of the amount of the tax. is 
imposed by the statute for willful fail- 
ure to make return on time.

Forbes testified ho 
has served in antiaircraft artillery 
and can estimate distance plunes are 
from the ground. He testified that 
Paine’s plane was not over 500 feet 
up. David Cummnigs of 34 Elmore 
street, Newton Centre, and Herbert 
Coan of Applegarth street. Newton 
Centre, both substantiated Forbes’ 
testimony and estimated that Paine 
was not more than 300 feet above the 
ground when his plane awakened their 
neighborhood. 

Witnesses from the town of Weston 
also testified against Paine. Harold 
Willis, former aviator, stated that he 
was awakened by the plane which ap- 
peared to be making a power dive, 
and was not more than 500 feet up. 
His three children were also awak- 
ened.

February 12th, 
while the Woman’s Association of the 
Auburndale Congregational Church 
was holding its annual supper, pocket- 
books belonging to Mrs. Meyer Bel- 
den of Windemere road, and Mrs. 
Florence Bell of Hancock street, were 
stolen. 

George A. Mahoney of 296 Wash- 
ington street. Newton, was found 
guilty in the Waltham court on Mon- 
day of passing a worthless check in 
Watertown. He was sentenced to 
Concord Reformatory. The Newton 
police had a warrant for Mahoney’s 
arrest on a similar charge. 

18, of 68 Walnut 
Hill road, Newton Highlands, was 
sentenced to the Concord Reforma- 
tory by Judge Bacon in the Newton 
court on Monday.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 


There is much ado in tills city about 
the water bills recently received un- 
der tlie new method whereby residents 
of Newton receive such bills each 
three months instead of annually, as 
in tlie past. The amounts specified on 
the bills liave caused many persons 
in tills city to assert indignantly that 
they are being overcharged for the 
aqua pura supplied by the City of 
Newton. It is not our purpose to con- 
tend that the hills in question are 
correct and that the persons complain- 
ing against these bills are wrong. But, 
we feel quite confident that nearly all 
persons in Newton have never made 
any study to determine just how much 
water is used in their households. 

The minimum charge levied against 
the ordinary householder in Newton 
for the use of water is $2.25 for each 
three months. For this sum 900 cubic 
leet of water is supplied. Yearly, this 
amounts to $9 for 3600 cubic feet of 
water. There are 7 , L» gallons in each 
cubic foot, so under the minimum 
charge 27,000 gallons of water can be 
used each twelve months. Up to the 
past couple of years the minimum 
charge was $10 yearly for 4000 cubic 
feet, so the rate now is the same as 
heretofore. 25c per 100 cubic feet, if 
not more than the minimum quantity 
is used. Before the rates were 
changed, the charge for each 100 
cubic feet over the minimum was 
20c; now it is 25c. But, even this 
increase does not account, according 
to those whose bills appear to be un 
duly large, for the amounts levied 
against them. 

Among the principal uses of water 
in households are — drinking and cook- 
ing purposes, washing dishes, laundry 
work, baths, flushing toilets. It is 
probifble that in most households 
more water is used for the last two 
purposes than for any others. Com- 
paratively little water is used for 
cooking and drinking. In many homes 
today most of the laundry is sent out. 
either to laundries or wet wash es- 
tablishments. In homes where fam- 
ilies are of any size, it follows that a 
considerable amount of water is used 
daily to wash dishes. But. the flush- 
ing of toilets an dthe taking of baths 
nre the big items in the consumption 
of water in houses. It is estimated 
that each time a toilet is flushed, 5 
or 6 gallons of water are used. When 
a person takes a tub bath, probably 35 
gallons of water are used. If one fills 
tbe tub to half its capacity, or over, 
more water is used. One of the most 
common causes of large water bills is 
waste occasioned by flush tanks in 
toilets overflowing because of some 
defect. Such waste may go on for 
long periods without being noticed. 

Another reason for excessive use of 
water is the high pressure which pre 
vails in the low altitude sections at 
Newton Corner, Newtonville and West 
Newton. The pressure in certain sec- 
tions of the city is from 95 to 130 
pounds. Persons turning on a faucet 
to get a drink, let the water run until 
it becomes cool and considerable quan 
titles are wasted under such high 
pressures. Some frugal folks have 
had plumbers install “regulators." 
These devices reduce the pressure to 
60 pounds and prevent waste of wa- 
ter. In many instances householders 
with lawns or shrubbery use water 
lavishly in the hot weather. It is ad- 
mitted, of course, that people bathe 
more frequently now when modern 
plumbing makes bathing a pleasure, 
than folks of the past generation did. 
The old folks didn’t have the facili- 
ties to take daily baths. They washed 
once a week, or so, to get clean; not 
daily to keep clean. Performing con- 
tortions in an old fashioned wash-tub 
made one supple as well as clean. And 
sheer chiffon hosiery was not worn 
in those days. 

One thing is certain. If the cost of 
water to Newton residents continues 
to show a general and appreciable in- 
crease, and the revenues from New- 
ton water produce a large increase, 
there will be a demand to have the 
rates on Newton water reduced. 

Recently a kindergarten teacher in 
a West Newton school said to the 
children in her class, "I want each 
child who was in the bathtub last eve- 
ning to stand up.” All the pupils in 
the class except one small boy arose. 
“Why Jimmie!" said the teacher. "You 
must have had a bath last evening. ’ 
"I did," replied the small boy, “but I 
was not in the bathtub. My mother 
washed me in the set-tub.” 


The nction of Yale regarding its 
football games with Harvard and 
Princeton should satisfy to some de- 
gree the folks who believe college 
sports, particularly football, have been 
overemphasized. 


The thaw last Saturday produced 
hundreds of new holes along Newton's 
prize “Main street.” otherwise known 
as Washington street. These holes 
were filled in by the Street Depart- 
ment the first of the week adding 
greatly to the already warty condition 
of this much traveled highway. Unless 
some real effort is made this spring 
to smoothen the worst stretches of 
Washington street, persons riding over 
this highway in automobiles will be 
jarred even more than they have been 
in several years past.

For some years this method has 
caused thousands of complaints to be 
made by residents of this city. When 
May arrived each year, and sometimes 
earlier, just as the first hot days came, 
the tar used in patching Washington 
street (and other streets) would 
"bleed," or melt, ruining the finish on 
automobiles, not to mention persons’ 
shoes and clothing. About a year ago 
Mayor Weeks stated that the objec- 
tionable "hot patch” method would be 
discontinued and the holes filled with 
cold patches. According to the Street 
Commissioner, the liquid which is be- 
ing used this year in the "hot patches" 
is asphalt, not tar. and will not melt 
as did the tar. 


It was in accordance with the fitness 
of things that General Edwards was 
given the honor, a few months before 
his death, of leading the American 
Legion hosts in the big parade at Bos- 
ton. His solicitude for the young men 
who served under him in France will 
perpetuate his memory in this, his 
adopted State. 

P. T. Barnum was right when he 
said that the American people like 
to be fooled. Certainly, a large per- 
centage of the American people like 
to be fooled. Otherwise they would 
not allow themselves to be duped by 
business men who place misleading 
advertisements in papers and b> 
means of deception lure "bargain 
hunters." An example of this was an 
advertisement placed in Boston news- 
papers recently by a business firm iu 
that city which specializes in radio 
sets. This firm, which prates about 
the high character of those who com- 
prise it. advertised a well known make 
of radio at a price much below that 
supposed to be charged for the type of 
set specified. Later, it developed that 
the set featured was a less expensive 
product with a similar name. Why 
not trade with people whose reputa- 
tions for “square dealing" can be in- 
vestigated? There are reliable radio 
merchants right here in Newton who 
sell honest goods and charge honest 
prices. 

Signs have been placed on the west 
side of Walnut street, between High- 
land avenue and Otis street. Newton- 
ville with the information that park- 
ing is prohibited in this area. These 
signs are being disregarded by many 
drivers of cars who continue to park 


their automobiles in this space. Other 
autoists park their cars in the mid- 
dle of Walnut street, blocking traffic, 
and violating a traffic ordinance. 

Talking about "No Parking” signs. 
The parking of automobiles in busi- 
ness districts in certain parts of the 
Newtons, as well as in business dis- 
tricts in about every city, or town, of 
any size, is a vexatious problem. 
Business men need parking facilities 
for their customers. If unrestricted 
parking is allowed, selfish persons, or 
inconsiderate persons, will park auto- 
mobiles for hours at a time and thus 
“hog" parking spaces much needed by 
customers of nearby stores. If park- 
ing is unnecessarily prohibited, a hard- 
ship is imposed on business men pay- 
ing high rents and facing keen com- 
petition. The law is — that an ordi- 
nance must be passed by the Aldermen 
or Councilmen of a city before park- 
ing can be prohibited or restricted on 
a public street. A police chief may 
restrict or prohibit parking tempor- 
arily to meet emergencies, but to reg- 
ularly prohibit or restrict parking on 
a public street, an ordinance must be 
properly enacted. In the past, in this 
city, portable “No Parking" signs 
have been placed in certain places at 
the request of individuals who wanted 
special privileges. It is desirable iu 
many cases to have the street in front 
of one's property free from parked 
cars. But. if certain persons are ac- 
corded this privilege, other persons 
have the same right. And if the prac- 
tice of placing "No Parking" signs 
along our streets became common, 
where would automobiles be parked? 
How could storekeepers conduct busi- 
ness? Despite the fact that it is not 
legal to have unauthorized “No Park- 
ing” signs on public streets, and 
also despite that anyone may park 
a car in a space where such signs are 
placed, we still continue to observe 
such signs. They carry no authority 
and can be disregarded.

THE NEWTON HOSPITAL OFFERS 
A NEW SERVICE ADAPTED TO 
PATIENTS OF MODERATE IN- 
COME 

The Newton Hospital was estab- 
lished in 1881 especially for the care 
of the poor who could not he properly 
cared for in their homes, and ever 
since the Hospital opened its doors, 
in no case lias its service been de- 
nied or curtailed because of the finan- 
cial inability of the applicant. This 
service originally consisted of wards 
to accommodate ten or more patients 
who paid such small sums as they 
could for their care. Perhaps fifty 
per cent made no payment at all. 
The services of the professional stuff 
were entirely gratuitous, the reward 
being the experience its members 
gained. 

It was not until 1891 t hat private 
rooms in Coburn were offered to pa- 
tients who were uble to pay the Hos- 
pital something more than t heir cost 
and tlie attending doctor a regular fee 
for ills services. In these two ways, 
tlie poor were receiving tin* best of 
hospitul care, tlie needs of tlie well- 
to-do were also met; hut little was 
being done for the largest group in 
our community, the people of mod- 
erate meuus. 

A New Service 

Every one connected with hospitul 
management knows thut the most dif- 
ficult problem of all relates to bos- 
pilullzution of the rumily or moderute 
means. Tlie well-to-do can pay tlie 
full rules for privute service with- 
out undue hardship; those of scunt or 
no financial means ure always taken 
care of for what they can pay, he it

little or nothing; but in between these 
two extremes there is the great body 
of people of moderate means. For 
them to pay full hospitul rates and full 
professional fees is serious hardship. 
On tlie other hand, no one would claim 
— least of all. these people themselves 
— that they were entitled to have free 
professional service and iiospital serv- 
ice and iiospital rates based upon tlie 
ward charges of $2.60 a day. 

The problem is to bring good hos- 
pital service and good professional 
service within the reach of these fam- 
ilies of moderate incomes. During tlie 
past few months Newton Hospital has 
established a new service which may 
he availed of by such people. It is 
made possible through the co-opera- 
tion of the doctors who have agreed 
to scale their fees for families of tills 
kind; the Hospital also contributes to 
this service by scaling its per diem 
charges for private rooms or semi- 
private rooms, and its charges for the 
use of the operating room, the lab- 
oratory. etc. In such cases a full and 
trunk financial statement is required 
from the applicant or ills family. Of 
course all information thus given is 
strictly confidential. It is understood 
tliut tills new service includes the 
best of medical and nursing cure; in 
fuct, the best of everything that the 
Hospital cun provide. 

Tile uppreciution of the citizens of 
Newton and Wellesley is due to the 
members of the Staff for their gen- 
erous offer of their services ut re- 
duced rates in the care of putients 
who ure entitled to this liberal serv- 
ice. To the Stuff and the Trustees, 
it seems tliut in providing this new 
plan for families of limited means, 
Newton Hospitul is taking a long step 
forwurd in uiukiug its services avail- 
able for all tlie people of Newton und 
Wellesley, und ut a cost to suit every 
family’s purse.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The absence of debates In the two 
branches Is the enuse of no little com- 
ment. A number of measures of a 
controversial nature have been acted 
upon but without much of any discus- 
sion. Possibly those who are looked 
upon as potential orators are with- 
holding their ammunition until some- 
thing "big’’ comes along. 

The rejection of the hills to make 
women eligible for jury service caused 
barely n ripple. The House did not 
even go ns far ns a division, accepting 
the adverse committee reports on a 
voice vote. The same was true of the 
Senate. 

The hills for a Greater Boston were 
also turned down by the committee. 
The House accepted these adverse re- 
ports without a word of debate. This 
week the Senate did exactly the same 
thing. 

The bill which would have repealed 
practically all the existing laws in 
Massachusetts relating to the sale of 
intoxicating liquor was soon “given the 
air.’’ It was adversely reported by 
the Committee on Legal Affairs and 
hoth House and Senate accepted the 
adverse report without n word of dis- 
cussion. It is pretty well known that 
when the bill was filed those who 
were recorded ns petitioners did not 
think it would receive much serious 
consideration. Their belief proved to 
be well founded. The proposition was 
too ridiculous. 

The Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs has reported a resolve providing 
for an investigation relating to tlie 
improvement of the condition of the 
Charles River in Newton. Waltham. 
Weston and Watertown. The resolve 
is based on petitions of Representative 
Bullock of Waltham that the Metro- 
politan District Commission be au- 
thorized to take dams and other struc- 
tures and regulate the flow of water 
in the river and that the commission 
be authorized to regulate the flo\v of 
the river in and above Waltham. The 
committee’s resolve is as follows; 

" Resolved , That the metropolitan 
district commission and the state de- 
partment of public health acting as a 
joint board are hereby authorized and 
directed to investigate the conditions 
affecting the flow’ of water in Charles 
River in Hint portion of its course ly- 
ing between Charles River village and 
the head of the Charles River basin at 
Watertown and the amounts of water 
withdrawn or diverted therefrom to 
determine whether and to what extent 
the public health, comfort and conven- 
ience are affected by the diversion of 
water from said river and its water- 
shed and by present methods and prac- 
tices of holding, drawing, using and 
diverting the water at the various 
dams within the limits mentioned 
herein, and to recommend methods for 
removing any objectionable conditions 
that may be found to exist, especially 
in the section of the river within the 
limits of Weston, New’ton, Waltham 
and Watertown. The said board may 
employ such engineering and other as- 
sistants as it may deem necessary to 
carry out the purposes of this resolve 
and may, subject to the approval of 
the Governor’s Council, fix the com- 
pensation of such assistants. Offices 
and positions created under authority 
of this resolve shall not be subject to 
classification under sections forty-five 
to fifty, inclusive, of chapter thirty of 
the General Law’s, nor shall chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws nor the 
rules and regulations made thereunder 
apply to such assistants; but upon the 
request of said board the division of 
civil service shall hold special exam- 
inations for candidates for such offices 
and positions. 

"Said board may expend for the 
purposes of this resolve such sum not 
exceeding in the aggregate seven thou- 
sand five hundred dollars as may be 
appropriated by the general court, the 
same to lie assessed back upon the 
cities and towns in the metropolitan 
parks district in proportion to their 
respective taxable valuations as de- 
fined in section fifty-nine of chapter 
ninety-two of the General Laws. 

"Said board shall report to the gen- 
eral court the results of its several in- 
vestigations, including plans, recom- 
mendations and estimates of tlie cost 
of any works or improvements that it 
may recommend, together with drafts 
of legislation to carry such recom- 
mendations into effect by filing the 
same with the clerk of the house of 
representatives on or before the first 
Wednesday in December in the year 
nineteen hundred and thirty-one und 
shall at the same time file a copy of 
said report with the budget commis- 
sioner.’’ 

Gov. Ely has shown tlie effects of 
tlie hard work imposed upon him by 
ills duties, together with speaking en- 
gagements in the evening. It has 
proved a considerable strain and lias 
compelled him to rest on the week- 
end. His health is excellent, but in 
spite of that fact he finds he cannot do 
as many tilings as he would like. 

The death of Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Elliot H. Goodwin has proved 
a loss to the State. Mr. Goodwin w’as 
an outstanding figure as a conscien- 
tious servant of the people, striving to 
adminster tin* civil service laws as he 
interpreted them. No one in sucli a 
position is able to please everybody, 
but the critics of Mr. Goodwin re- 
spected liis earnestness, honesty und 
integrity. The Governor is expected 
to fill tin* place by the appointment of 
a well-known Democrat. There are a 
number who seek the position and 
their friends are certain to exert a 
great amount of pressure upon tlie 
Governor. 

The Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
lairs tills week reported favorably on 
Mayor Weeks’ petition thut the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission he au- 
thorized to construct a parkway or 
boulevard from u point near tiie junc- 
tion of Newton and Hammoiid streets, 
Brookline, to Heucon street, Chestnut 
Hill. The estimated cost is $400,000.

The Middlesex County Council of 
the American Legion Auxiliary holds 
its annual curd party and food sule 
ut Elks’ Hull, Cambridge, February 
28 ut two p. in. The proceeds of this 
party are used entirely for rehabilita- 
tion of tlie disabled ex-service men at 
the Bedford Hospital. One hundred 
und fifty two now putients ure now be 
ing admitted to this Iiospital and the 
need for uid in rehabilitation work is 
growing daily. 


Facts c^bout Newton 


"Every lender a learner" will he 
stressed during 1931-32 in church 
school work throughout the nation by 
the denominational leaders.

The Directors’ report of the John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Boston, presented by Presi- 
dent Walton L. Crocker, at the policy- 
holders’ annual meeting, Monday, 
February 9, was the best in the his- 
tory of the Company.

WILL NOT RING BELLS HOLIDAYS 

A patriotic custom which has been 
practiced in this city for generations 
is to be discontinued. On Washing- 
ton’s Birthday and July 4th. the bells 
in seven churches in as many vil- 
lages in the Newtons rang at 7 a. m., 
12 noon, and 5 p. m., to remind the 
residents of this community of the 
patriotic significance of these days. 
For their labors in broadcasting these 
reminders, the sextons of the various 
churches were paid $3 for each holi- 
day. Mayor Weeks has ordered these 
payments discontinued. Not so much 
to save $42 annually to taxpayers, but 
because protests have been made by 
persons who dislike to be awakened 
at 7 a. m. on holidays. People sleep 
later than they did in past years. And 
possibly they are not so patriotic.

How would you 
play South’s bund witli West opening 
the pluy by the lead of the live of 
Hearts. South can place the Queen 
of Ileurts in the West hand and in 
order to muku 3 Heart tricks, wins the 
first trick with his Ace. Throe rounds 
of trumps druw the udverso cards in 
Clubs. To trick 5 South leuds the 


eight of Hearts and finesses the Jack 
when West plays small. Trick 6 South 
leads the King of Hearts from dummy 
and discards the trey of Diamonds 
from closed hand. To trick 7 Dum- 
my leads the Diamond deuce and 
South finesses the Queen when East 
plays the ten. South takes the next 
four tricks with the Ace of Diumonds. 
Ace and King of Spades and Jack of 
Clubs, conceding the 12th and 13th 
tricks to East. South thus makes 
liis contract of live Clubs for game.

a limited library of the best books; the 
how they were inveterate readers, with 
dissipation of the brother Bramwell, 
by which the family became Im 
poverished; how Emilie’s and Anne's 
novels were accepted, but Charlotte’s 
rejected six times, until at last “Jane 
Eyre” brought fame to herself and 
family. An interesting fact is that the 
old parsonage, where they lived, is 
now the Bronte Museum, and contains 
much of value. 

The second paper was written by 
Mrs. Joseph Otis, on Shakespeare's 
"The Tempest.” A brief outline giv- 
ing the story of the play refreshed 
memory, and Prospero. Miranda. Fer- 
dinand. Sebastian. Antonio, Caliban. 
Gonzalo, and the other characters of 
the play lived again before Mrs. Otis 
hearers, as she made the charm of the 
story felt by the choice of her selec- 
tions from the drama. 

Tlie last paper of tlie program was 
given by Mrs. Pereival Wood, on the 
old controversy "Bacon versus 
Shakespeare." Mrs. Wood quoted 
opinions of famous men, propounding 
such convincing arguments pro and 
con on this question that after two 
hundred years is challenging 
Shakespeare's right to authorship, 
that she left her audience wondering 
"Did he? Or Did he not?" She called 
attention to even so recent a book 
on this controversy as one reviewed 
in the Boston Herald of February 
14th, writen by Eva Turner.

Miriam H. Bernt won many 
laughs by her witty remarks as Syd- 
ney Rose Wynne, Diana's cousin, her 
portrayal of the young Southern girl 
being most realistic. Margaret C. Ruth- 
erford, as the Count Scipione Varelli, 
who believed himself engaged to mar- 
ry Diana, and whose appearance on 
the scene shortly after Diana and 
Gregory have become affianced causes 
complications both comic and tragic, 
gave a sympathetic portrayal of a dif- 
ficult character. Ethel H. Drown e, as 
Anna Moore Wynne, maiden aunt of 
Diana and Sydney, who loves ro- 
mance and moonlight, also interpreted 
a difficult role with careful attention 
to detail. Fannie D. Wallace, as Kiz- 
zie the maid, and Mary R. Prouse, as 
Colin the man. gave splendid charac- 
ter sketches of negro servants. Each 
member of the cast performed with 
exceptional ability, demonstrating the 
serious work and untiring effort each 
had put into her part, making the 
whole performance one long to be re- 
membered by those who wrere fortu- 
nate enough to see it. 

Delightful music in keeping with the 
romance of the afternoon was ren- 
dered by the Forte Trio between the 
acts.

Stresses Loyalty 

To The Governor 

Sec. DeWolf Speaks at Men’s Clubs 
Combined Meeting

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Power* 

Residents of Newton who have lived 
in other cities and towns, not so far 
removed, have favorable comments to 
make on the way in which the Street 
Department of this city clears the 
streets of snow after stormH. They 
assert that Newton Is far superior 
to most places in this phase of pub- 
lic activities. 


If members of the Newton City Gov- 
ernment desire to see the Boston to 
Worcester traffic artery completed in 
the near future, they must take a 
deflnte stand either with or against 
Mr. Harmon, the Worcester "altruist ", 
who hus so concerned himself with the 
route this highway should follow miles 
away from his city. The plans of the 
engineers of the State Department of 
Public Works are for this important 
highway to follow the route of the 
old Boston and Worcester turnpike, 
the straightest, most direct, and least 
hilly route between the two big cities, 
ft would be advisable for Newton to 
support the plans of the State en- 
gineers rather than encourage the ob- 
stacles created by those citizens of 
Wellesley who have been agitated in- 
to the state of mind of not wanting 
any part of the proposed new high- 
way in their town. Otherwise, this 
city is apt to find itself the ‘goat.” 
with the big traffic artery coming 
through some of the most congested 
parts of the Newtons. 

This country is flooded with appeals 
for the farmers in the States which 
suffered from drought. There is no 
question but the farmers throughout 
this country have had "tough sled- 
ding.” But. what about the working 
people in New England textile cen- 
tres. Many thousands of men and 
women whose livelihood was depend- 
ent on employment in cotton and 
worsted mills in the New England 
States have been impoverished not 
for months, but for years. Why not 
have some national agitation to re- 
lieve the sorry condition of these un- 
employed textile workers. 

The great majority of automobile 
owners in Massachusetts should ap- 
preciate the activity of the insurance 
company which was responsible for 
bringing to trial before the Middlesex 
Superior Court at Cambridge over a 
score of men. largely residents of Hud- 
son and Marlboro for conspiracy to 
defraud in automobile insurance cases. 
Of the 28 men indicted, 18 admitted 
guilt. Among the defendants are law- 
yers and physicians. It is regrettable 
to see members of the Massachusetts 
bar on trial for such an offence. It is 
even more to he r<#£re‘tted that mem- 
bers of the medical profession are on 
trial, charged with assisting in the 
concocting of fake insurance claims. 
Tlie victims of those who steal by 
making false claims for automobile 
insurance are the owners of automo- 
biles who have been paying more and 
more each year for compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance. We have more re- 
spect for the "tough guy” who re- 
sorts to highway robbery than we have 
for the smug hypocrites who pose 
as honest citizens while stealing cov- 
ertly from their fellows. The “yegg” 
is taking the chance of getting 
knocked off while pursuing his pro- 
fession. The insurance thief works 
under co'ver, subtly. Assistant Dist. 
Attorney Crafts has done good work 
in tiiis case. 


Tlie other day a dog suffering from 
rabies started amuck at Waltham and 
before being cornered and shot sev- 
eral miles away, between Lincoln and 
Concord, this mad animal bit 18 other 
dogs. That he did not bite humans, 
was due to tlie heroism of a woman 
who braved tlie fury of the dog by 
rushing by him into her automobile 
and drove ahead of him, as he ran 
along the road, warning people. 

Last year in Massachusetts 51S9 
persons in Massachusetts were bitten 
by Three hundred positive 

cases of rabies were diagnosed from 
dogs’ heads examined in the labora- 
tory of tiie State Department of 
Health. Ask anyone who has had to 
take Pasteur treatment regarding 
their experience, not to mention the 
nervous strain after one had been bit- 
ten by a dog afflicted with rabies. 
Just how much longer this State will 
continue to treat tills increasing men- 
ace with indifference is doubtful. But, 
the day will come when tlie same re- 
strictions must be placed oil dogs here 
that was placed on them in England 
long ago. We like dogs, but the lives 
and safety of human beings is more 
important than tlie unrestricted free- 
dom of cunines. Much of the biting 
by dogs must be charged against that 
breed so popular in this country since 
the World War: the so-called German 
police dogs. These dogs are unusu- 
ally intelligent and make fascinating 
companions for those who own them.

Newton Stands High 

In Health Work 

First In Two Of Four Pro- School 
Protective Measures 


The announcement of the results of 
its study of preschool health work by 
the White House Conference on Child 
Health and Protection gives Newton 
first rank among the 146 cities stud- 
ied. In the group of 37 cities of the 
country in range of population from 
65,000 to 104,000 Newton leads the list, 
standing first in periodic dental ex- 
aminations. first in vaccination against 
smallpox, fifth in periodic health ex- 
aminations, and twenty second in im- 
munization against diphtheria. 

Newton also stood well in compari- 
son to the other cities of the country 
regardless of size, rating second in 
dental examinations and fifth in vac- 
cination against smallpox. Moreover. 
Newton is the only Massachusetts city 
to receive a rating among the first 
five cities of the country regardless 
of size. 

The above study made during the 
past year included children up to six 
years of age. ‘‘Health examination” 
means well children taken to the phy- 
sician for advice, and “Dental Health 
Examination” likewise means well 
children taken to the dentist to have 
their teeth looked over. The studies 
were made by local workers under the 
supervision of the Committee on Med- 
ical Care for Children of the White 
House Conference on Child Health and 
Protection. 

Dr. Francis Geo. Curtis. Chairman 
of the city board of health says that 
the credit for this excellent showing 
goes to the board of health nurses, 
especially in connection with our an- 
nual health examination round up of 
preschool children in May and June 
of each year. 

The other New England cities which 
made a specially excellent showing 
as a result of the study were Provi- 
dence. which stood second in rank 
with all cities in health examinations 
and third in vaccination against small- 
pox. and New Haven which stood fifth 
in vaccination against smallpox and 
fourth in immunization against diph- 
theria.

home hygiene and first aid, many de- 
sirable achievements have been re- 
corded.

WINS SECOND BIG 
SCHOOL TRACK MEET 

Newton high won its second major 
interscholastic track victory of t he 
senson last Saturday by winning the 
seventh annual Andover gathering at 
the Case Memorial cage last Saturday 
afternoon. The Newton athletes scored 
in seven of the nine events on the pro- 
gram to total 17 2/3 points, nosing out 
Lynn English which finished second 
with 17 1/4. Thirteen other schools, 
led by Lynn Classical with 14 1/6, 
Brookline 13 3/4, Lawrence 12 1 6. 
Watertown with 10 and Boston Eng 
lish with 9. split l lie remaining points 
Tlie meet was outstanding in many 
respects. Three meet records were 
broken and another equalled. The 
practice of awarding three points to 
each school for new records placed a 
high premium for such accomplish- 
ments and almost prevented Newton 
from coming through victorious. In 
the dash twenty points were divided 
by four schools with Newton and Lynn 
English scoring seven each when 
Holmes and Jannell finished in 
a dead heat in the final to break last 
year’s mark. Arlington scored five 
| points with McCarthy taking third af- 
ter making a new record in his semi- 
final. Lowell took the single point 
j for fourth place. 

With eight points — five for first and 
three for a record — in the shot put 
when Geniawicz of Lynn English 
smashed Ills 193n mark with its seven 
points in the dash put Lynn English 
right up in the running although a 
fourth in the broad jump by the same 
Jannell and a point and a quarter in 
the relay proved insufficient to head 
off Newton. Lynn Classical in third 
place with its 14 1/6 points scored 
eleven of these in the broad jump. 
Niblock took first and shattered his 
last year’s record for eight points and 
i his teammate. Winer, took second for 
three more. A second in t lie shot put 
by Niblock and a sixth of a point in 
the relay were t lie only other points 
Lynn Classical could score. It was 
Newton’s team strength that brought 
Coach Enoch’s squad through with 
flying colors although there were many 
questionable moments as t lie afternoon 
wore on. 

j Seven trial heats in the hurdles re- 
duced a huge field to fourteen out- 
standing competitors led by John Don- 
ovan of Lawrence. Captain Milton 
Green of Newton. Harry Boyd of Law- 
rence and John Hallalian of Boston 
English. This quartet proved its class 
when each won his semi-final iieat in 
which only the winners qualified for 
the finals. The final coming after the 
dasli trials were held was a thriller 
with Donovan and Green staging their 
third hectic dual of the season. Green 
had been the victor at the Northeast- 
ern interscholastics three weeks pre- 
viously over t lie low barriers and Don- 
ovan had edged the Newton lender 
j tlie week before over the high hurdles 
at the B. A. A. meet. Off to a flying 
start Green had a scant lead at the 
first hurdle but Donovan drew closer 
and crossed the finish less than a foot 
to the good. Boyd nosed out Hallahan 
for third to give Lawrence seven 
points for a starter. Newton scoring 
three and Boston English one. Dono- 
van-; time of 5 1/5 seconds equalled 
the record held jointly by six hurdlers 
of former years including Green in 
! 1930. 

i Over fifty competitors answered the 
clerk’s call for the dash, necessitating 
nine trial heats and three semi-finals. 
Don Irwin of Newton was nosed out 
in the first heat by Grigas of Brock- 
ton who finished second to Roberts 
of Lawrence to qualify for tlie semi- 
finals. McCarthy of Arlington won 
tlie second heat In 4 4/5 seconds to 
equal tlie record and give notice that 
he would be a dangerous competitor 
before tlie outcome was finally settled. 
Doug Sloane of Newton was second to 
McCarthy in this heat. 

White of Lowell also equalled the 
mark in the fourth heat. Coming 
down to the final trial heat tlie draw 
brought Jannell of Lynn English and 
Holmes of Newton as tlie two fore- 
most sprinters. It was a close race 
with Jannell winning tlie official de- 
cision in record equalling time. The 
first semi-final immediately followed 
and tlie draw sent Holmes, with no 
rest after 1 1 i - trial heat, against Mc- 
Carthy and other qualifiers. Conster- 
nation reigned among the Newton 
supporters when the announcement 
came that McCarthy had beaten the 
Newton negro and broken the record, 
as it looked to many us though 
Holmes, who was on the outside lane, 

( had the edge. Newton could have 
1 used those three extra points for a 
new record at tlie time. The second 
semi-final was won by White of Lowell 
with Sloane of Newton second and 
qualifying for tlie finals. Jannell won 
tlie third semi-final over Woods of 
Boston English. After the final in tlie 
, hurdles hud been run the dusli finalists 
toed tlie mark with Woods on first 
lane. Holmes second, White third. 
McCarthy fourth, Sloane fifth and Jan- 
nell on tlie outside. McCarthy und 
Jannell got off to a pretty start witli 
Holmes getting off poorly, in the last 
fifteen yards Holmes literally ate lip 
the ground to overhaul Junnell and 
finish in a deadlock for first place. 
McCarthy took third and White fourth. 

Four heats in the 300 with the win- 
ners and tlie two fastest second men 
to qualify put Litmun of Brookline, 
Pass of Malden, Good of Medford, 
Woodman of Brockton, Boyd of Law- 
rence und Mouser of Newton into tlio 
finals. Boyd had pluced second to 
Litmun and Mouser second to Pass. 
Mouser was running his first race in 
several weeks, liuving been scholasti- 
cally ineligible until ten days ago. 
One of tlie biggest upsets of tlie day 
occurred in tlie first heat in which 
Lurry Reunion of Boston English, the 
favorite, was beaten for the first time 
tliis year, after being jostled off his 
stride at tlie first hank. Litmun witli 
drew from the final and Boyd won it 
handily with Pass of Malden second. 
Mouser overhauled Good of Medford 
i to take third and boost the Newton 
I total two more points. The 600 wus 


run in three divisions against time 
with the point awards being made on 
the grading of the best times. Cap- 
tain Lindsay Brigham won the first 
heat, going away from Ills opponents 
in 20 4/5 seconds with Thurber of 
Watertown second. Marvin of Boston 
English won the second heat with 
Malone of Wintlirop and Guzzl of 
Newton staging a thrilling fight for 
second.

It had never occurred to mo that 
the friends of sleep were so influential 
as to prevent the ringing of bells on 
Washington’s Birthday. On several 
occasions, following State and city 
elections, I have heard it suid that 
voters wore “asleep.” It struck me 
as a word of bitter criticism. I sup- 
posed that it meant they had failed 
to do their duty as regards some Im- 
portant office or question. I now find 
that if you are fond of sleep it counts 
in your favor.

I was always remind- 
ed that George Washington was the 
father of his country and responsible 
for the liberties we still enjoy. I do 
not charge him with having brought 
upon the country all the liberties that 
we take, but I give him credit for 
those worthy of emulation. 

More out of hnbit that in a spirit 
if fiery patriotism I hopped out of bed 
enrly on the day we celebrated, which 
was the twenty-third, and prepared 
myself for a day of toil as usual. I 
could not take advantage of the noise- 
less holiday because I had things to 
write, including this. But I did give 
the matter some thought. I decided 
that if there are early morning dis- 
turbances to be cut out of our daily 
evistence I could offer some which 
should have precedence over church 
bell ringing.

Then there is the 
sounding of automobile horns by very 
early morning drivers, the motorman’s 
glorious bunging of the front-end gong 
tl live on a trolley line) and some- 
times the sounding of the backdoor 
buzzer by a choreman who wants to 
get things done up early. It’s no use 
enumerating all the noises of early 
morning. There are so many that 
bell ringing on two holidays really 
proves as soothing as a slumber song. 
Ho hum!

What in the world has $42 (forty- 
two dollars) got to do with it?

The bell 
on the alarm clock, the one on the 
door, the one on the phone, the one 
on the truck (police and fire) the 
belle on the ballroom floor; yes, the 
bell in the steeple, the bell in the 
school, the bell on the college chapel, 
the bell on the hill, calling the august 
Senate of the United States to roll- 
call. All with a purpose, perhaps 
patriotic, useful or whatnot. 

I always thought him a young man 
with bells on.

But 
I pray you do what you can to pass 
along tills word of complaint. Let 
us hold our old-fashioned habits and 
our legends, our respect for things 
as they have been and when we seri- 
ously follow protests bo sure they 
are majority protests; and that move- 
ments even such us these will con- 
sider the women and children first. 
Let the mothers hold counsel with 
their children and tell of our glori- 
ous history and our struggles, our 
pride in things past and our hope in 
the future. 

This is the end. I must cut this 
short for I hear the dinner boll.

under the supervision of one or more 
teachers and marshalled into double 
columns in one of the corridors while 
seats are prepared for them in the 
public gallery. After having taken 
their scats they look down the as- 
sembled legislators. It may be that 
there is a debate iii progress, but if 
the pupils are not informed as to the 
provisions or the pending measure 
there is little chance of their under- 
standing whut the discussion is ull 
about. 

It bus frequently puzzled me. us 1 
have watched these youngsters, 
whether they knew what the General 
Court was up to at thui moment and 
if not whether they were able to form 
a proper idea of the procedure. They 
should be informed beforehand, if pos- 
sible, that such and such a bill had 
been reported and ‘certain speakers 
opposed, or that the measure had been 
adversely reported and its support- 
ers wore seeking to have it substi- 
tuted. You cannot impart this during 
u session to a whole gallery filled with 
young people, particularly when com- 
plete silence among spectators is the 
rule. 

Of course, if it is merely purt of a 
"visit to the State House” that is an- 
other matter. Otherwise, children, 
who have come to learn and catch 
only a portion of the debate, must go 
out with jumbled thoughts of legisla- 
tive goings-on. How can you blame 
fhe in. 

Now for an example of whut 1 be- 


lieve to be the most comprehensive 
way of teaching the youth what State 
government means. Through arrange- 
ments made in advance, a group of 
some 200 High School pupils, accom- 
panied by their instructors, were per- 
mitted to attend a hearing before the 
State Industrial Accident Board. 
These pupils, students of commercial 
law, heard an applicant for workmen’s 
compensation present his claim. The 
applicant had no lawyer, but recited 
the circumstances of his injury, his 
weeks of recovery and such details 
as the State board required. Then 
the other side was presented. 

Here, then was something that the 
pupils could readily comprehend. Fur- 
thermore, the presiding commissioner 
made an address in which he described 
the form of the proceedings in de- 
tail. It gave the young people a clear 
idea of (lie administration of the in- 
dustrial accident law and was equally 
interesting. I am sure, as the pages 
of a textbook. More teaching of this 
kind, as I view it. would help the 
pupils and also spread a wider knowl- 
edge of State affairs, which is desir- 
able in young ami old. 


If I had the time I should like to 
compute statistics showing the amount 
of time consumed by Newton people 
in putting on and taking off over- 
shoes. 1 think I should have the 
figures cover a period, beginning De- 
cember 15 and continuing to date. If 
I said March 1 or some other period 


someone might get the idea that Win- 
ter will be over in a week or two. 
or that I hail made such prediction. 
For my own part 1 don’t care how 
soon Winter weather leaves us and 
Spring comes fnily tripping into our 
presence. 

Speaking of tripping, that is what 
I am apt to do when I decide to leave 
my overshoes unbuckled, with the no- 
tion that I can make the usual 
progress. No. they were made to be 
fastened, although you would not think 
so to observe certain of our younger 
citizens as they flap first one foot 
and then the other through the streets. 
You know there is something para- 
doxical in this unbuckled overshoes 
business. The young have little or no 
trouble in bending over and adjusting 
the buckles. Their elders have ex- 
cellent reason, or reasons, for not de- 
siring the bent-over position. To some 
of us it is a decided inconvenience 
and a nuisance. Yet the very ones 
who find it difficult to buckle their 
overshoes are those who never leave 
them flapping. Just why this should 
be I am not prepared to explain. It 
may be that youth likes to show its 
contempt for age by *s porting un- 
buckled footwear or that it has some- 
thing else which it prefers to do with' 
its time. 

As I started to say, 1 wonder how 
much energy is expended in getting 
into and out of these substunt iul, 
serviceable and clumsy overshoes. 1 
have not yet evolved a satisfactory 


system of putting them on or tearing 
them off. 1 have tried sitting down, 
also standing up with one hand on 
the door-knob. Placing the overshoe 
on its side and trying to wriggle one’s 
foot in calls for an acrobatic per- 
formance. To sit down and plunge 
one's foot into the opening usually 
results in a terrific struggle, if the 
foot should slide in readily it does so 
with a suddenness that is quite like- 
ly to make one tumble forward. 

The whole thing is a problem thut 
no scientist thinks worth while and 
yet the man who some day solves it 
and thus relieves his fellow man 
should receive gratitude as well as 
royalties. I might make this para- 
graph longer and include matters that 
should be touched upon, but I am 
about to put on my street clothes 
and I want to allow at least 15 min- 
utes to get into my overshoes. You 
know there is a temptation to sit in 
one’s overshoes, but my feet are fussy 
about such things. They won’t stand 
for It. 

It must take infinite patience to be 
a finger-print expert. I dropped in 
the other day at the office of one of 
the best known in the country and 
saw him at work. It caused uie to 
wonder why we don’t see more refer- 
ence to this branch of crime detection 
in stories and plays. I suppose it is 
as difficult to “put across” in language 
that the every day “movie” fan will 
understand. I doubt if the more stu- 


dious would grasp it readily without 
the aid of charts and things. And you 
know what an audience would do if 
you tried to teach them something that 
required some mental strain. 

Nevertheless, there is a whole lot 
about this huger printing business thut 
is fascinating even to the casual vis- 
itor. The matter of tiling and having 
accessible at short notice information 
about crooks of all grades is one of 
the achievements of the expert with 
whom I visited. It is not simply a 
case of making a finger print and re- 
cording it. He goes much further into 
the subject. So much so that it was 
too deep for me. that is. some of it 
was and the rest l delighted to hear 
about. 

"You know.” said the expert, “that 
we classify these people according to 
their line of crime. We follow a foiger 
and we watch how he operutes. Bv 
the way, we have the record of a pair 
of these men who pretended to have 
established a partnership and iu that 
way formed a business concern. It 
made their forged ch ecks so 
more impressive, yet they w ere forged, 
nevertheless. 

He then showed me some of the iu- 
ner mysteries of the art of developing 
finger-prints and of making what 
would ordinarily appear a mere thumb 
mark into u substantial piece of in- 
criminating evidence, it was a marvel 
to me but revealed how very progres- 
sive are modern police methods.

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REDUCING THE COST OF BEING ILL 

In recent years there has been a great deal of wide-spread 
criticism of the increasing cost of illness because of doctor’s 
fees, nursing and hospital care. In many cases it has been a 
great hardship for the patient or those upon whom he or she 
may be dependent to meet these expenses when the usual 
fees are charged. The new measures adopted by the Newton 
Hospital will do much to counteract these criticisms and en- 
able those of moderate means to have the best care possible. 
By this plan the fees of the doctors and the hospital charges 
are determined in consultation between the patient or his 
family and the hospital superintendent and with consideration 
of the income of the family.

At the Newton Hospital the poor receive the best hos- 
pital care always, the needs of the well-to-do are met with the 
best that money can provide and patients of moderate means 
are now being cared for at an expense within the possibilities 
of their incomes.

As Dr. Curtis of our health depart- 
ment says, “A city which furnishes such good care for her 
children before they reach school age may be considered a 
safe and desirable place in which to bring up a family.” 



REMINISCENCES OF FORMER 
RESIDENTS 


Florenia W. Whitney 


Newtonvllle, remotely known as 
Hull’s Crossing, has been the home of 
many persons of distinction. 

Mr. Stephen A. Schoff resided for 
many years on Austin street. He was 
the finest of American steel engravers 
— working first on bank notes and 
later filling orders for a head of Emer- 
son — a portrait of Mrs. Harrison Gray 
Otis— Hunt’s “Bathers.” one of Mar- 
shall Johnson’s sea views, and many 
interesting subjects. 

He was honored in a letter from 
Ruskin praising his exceptional work. 

So painstaking — always striving to 
“paint the lily and adorn the rose” he 
would destroy plate after plate — and 
in consequence the financial profits 
were small. 

When etchings came into favor he 
took up that line of work. 

In the biography of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne and his wife, by their son, 
Julian, there are portraits etched by 
Mr. Schoff — and in many other fine 
publications we find the work of his 
hands — all combining to prove a re- 
markable record. 

On the site now occupied by the 
Newton Trust Company was the home 
of a successful artist, Edwin Lord 
Neeks. Later, his studio was in Paris, 
where he had the advantage of the 
finest instructors. 

His subjects were oriental and in 
much favor with the French people, 
partly because of their novelty — for 
at that time few artists had traveled 
in those countries. One of his paint- 
ings — a large canvas — was placed on 
the walls of our Boston Art Museum. 

In 1896 he published a volume en- 
titled "From the Black Sea Through 
Persia and India.” 


This was beautifully illustrated by 
the author; and the fine English of 
the text proved his literary ability. 

A near neighbor was Dr. Sullivan 
Whitney, born in 1807 — the year that 
James Sullivan, one of the two famous 
Sullivan brothers was Governor of this 
state. A prominent Homeopathist, he 
was for a long time attending physi- 
cian at the Boston Dispensary; also 
lie was one of the founders of the Hos- 
pital and a trustee of the same. 

He manufactured Homeopathic med- 
icine and the thoroughness which 
made these important products of his 
labor absolutely to be trusted was ap- 
preciated by the best of the medical 
profession. 

A musician, he was also much inter- 
ested in the study of astronomy — and 
with the late Theophilus Parsons of 
Cambridge, owned a large telescope. 

Mr. Levi Flanders’ home was for a 
time on California street, near the 
Charles River, beautiful in its wind- 
ings. 

He Is known as one of the finest in- 
terpreters of Browning’s poems, and 
his talented wife, Celia, spoke of his 
reading of them as a “fine art.” 

It was this poet who wrote the in- 
scription for Thajcter’s headstone in 
the church yard at Kittery. 

Mr. Thaxter was interested in the 
stage and on Sunday sometimes en- 
tertained actors. These occasions 
were festive and not agreeable to 
neighbors who had strict ideas as to 
the observance of the day. 

The traditions of the Claflin House, 
where literary people were enter- 
tained, and also those of the Hull 
Mansion are well known, but in pass- 
ing, we record what is not often men- 
tioned: — on the occasion of the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of Bunker Hill 
Monument. June 17, 1825, General La- 
fayette had a part In the ceremonies 
and later was a guest of Gen. William 
Hull at The Elms.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


This week’s official report of the 
work of the six and one-half weeks 
the Legislature has been in session 
gives one nn idea of the progress that 
has been made. The number of mat 
tors referred was 1836 as compared 
with 1379 in 1933 and 1355 in 1929. 
This year 4S9 matters have been re 
ported nt the end of six and one-half 
weeks, whereas 436 had been reported 
at this period a year ago and 456 two 
years ago at this time. 

The total of matters this year upon 
which hearings have been held and 
which at this time await executive 
committee action is 764. Matters as- 
signed for future hearing total 335 and 
matters not yet assigned for hearing 
total 258. There are 103 of the 258 
unassigned matters which are in the 
three committees on Ways and Means, 
which Is a normal condition at this 
time of year when the general appro- 
priation bill is being heard. 

From the above report it will he 
noted that to date there have been re- 
ferred to the various committees 1836 
matters. 457 more than at this period 
last year and 4S1 more than at this 
period in 1929. Up to this week there 
have been reported 175 matters. Dur- 
ing the corresponding period last year 
there were 103 matters reported, and 
two years ago at this time 132. There 
have already been reported this year 
53 more matters than at this period 
in 1930. 

The State Department of Labor. and 
Industries, through the Division of 
Statistics, announces that, according 
to data collected in connection with 
the census of manufactures for the 
year 1929, the total number of manu- 
facturing establishments in operation 
in the city of Newton was 71. The 
total vaTue of all products manufac- 
tured in these establishments was 
$1S,542,357, the value of stock and ma- 
terials used in manufacture was 
$7,357,541. and the difference between 
these amounts ($11,184,816) represents 
the value added by the various manu- 
facturing processes. The average num- 
ber of wage-earners employed during 
the year was 3,490, and the total 
amount paid in wages was $4,254,165. 
The principal products manufactured 
in Newton in 1929 were knit goods, 
electrical machinery, apparatus, and 
supplies, textile machinery and cur- 
tains. 

The bill to prohibit the solicitation 
of business on public sidewalks with- 
out a license or permit was opposed 
by Senator Hollis, who cautioned the 
Senate to be careful. He said that 
there were places no doubt where the 
evil from this sort of thing existed 
and which the bill would correct. He 
feared, however, that it might also 
affect certain legitimate practices such 
ns the selling of Christmas trees on 
the sidewalks. He thought it a bill 
intended merely to remedy a local con- 
dition and ureged that It lie rejected. 

According to Senator Ulin of Dor- 
chester the Fruit and Produce Ex- 
change favored the bill, whitfh, the 
Senator insisted, was not a local mat- 
ter. It particularly affects larger cit- 
ies. the Senator continued, asserting 
that a permit is required “even in 
Newton” to sell Christmas trees on 
the sidewalk. Senator Hollis replied 
that the bill would either he a hard- 
ship or would simply he another law 
that could not be enforced. The Sen- 
ate passed the bill to be engrossed, 
16 to 7. 

The biggest problem now before the 
Legislature is the general appropria- 
tion bill, commonly called the “bud- 
get,” on which the Joint Ways and 
Means Committee has been working 
for several weeks. The task is a tre- 
mendous one each year, hut this ses- 
sion it is more so. In addition to the 
requests for money from the various 
State departments there is the propo- 
sition of Governor Ely for a bond is- 
sue of $2,000,000 for public works and 
road construction, the Governor’s re- 
quest for an emergency fund of 
$1,000,000, and other items recommend- 
ed by the Governor, including $270,000 
for mosquito control on Cape Cod. It 
is expected that the general appropria- 
tion hill will be reported next week. 
Practically all hearings on depart- 
mental appropriations have been con- 
cluded. The committee may Include 
the Governor’s recommendations in its 
disposal of the general appropriation 
hill or it may act on this matter sepa- 
rately. However, the committee is 
holding executive meetings in an ef- 
fort to reach a satisfactory solution 
of one of the biggest problems In years. 
Among the hardest working members 
of the committee is Representative 
Baker of this city, whose ability has 
proven of much value in the commit- 
tee’s deliberations. 

The Committee on Constitutional 
Law has reported "no legislation nec- 
essary" on the recommendation of 
Governor Ely as contained In his in- 
augural address that the Secretary of 
State. State Treasurer. State Auditor 
and Attorney General be appointed by 
the Governor. For many years there 
has been agitation in favor of this 
procedure both by Republicans and 
Democrats, but no action taken. 

The Committee on Election Laws 
lias reported adversely on bills of 
Charles H. McGlue, ex-chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. One of 
them would have prohibited the open- 
ing of bullot boxes in towns until the 
voting is completed.

COMMUNITY CALENDAR 


Newton Central Council 


Mr. Russell Harmon of Worcester 
continues his activties against the 
proposed Worcester turnpike route for 
the Boston to Worcester trafllc ar- 
tery. Mr. Harmon is the person who 
proposed to use Commonwealth ave- 
nue in this city as one link of this 
State highway which will carry by 
far the heaviest automobile traffic in 
Massachusetts. Having been rebuffed 
by residents of Fayville, Framingham 
and Natick in his efforts to change 
the route planned by the engineers of 
the State Department of Public 
Works, he found a fertile field for his 
endeavors In Wellesley where there 
was some opposition to the traffic ar- 
tery crossing Wellesley Hills square. 

Mr. Harmon then presented his cir- 
cuitous plans to the Mayor and Aider- 
men of Newton. Just why he expect- 
ed them to fall for a scheme which 
would ruin real estate values in much 
of this city, as well as cause traffic 
hazards through the most thickly pop- 
ulated districts of Newton, cannot be 
understood by those who believe the 
members of Newton’s City Govern- 
ment to be possessed of ordinary com- 
mon sense. One of his latest ideas 
proposed that the artery cross the 
Charles River in Weston near the Met- 
ropolitan golf links and then travel 
along the river on the Newton side 
until Boylston street would be reached 
at Newton Upper Falls. 

It is more than probable that the 
Legislature will vote to approve the 
plans of the Public Works Depart- 
ment and have the traffic artery built 
along the direct route of the old turn- 
pike. There is no good reason why 
Wellesley, whose citizens will enjoy 
the advantage of the new route, should 
not have the direct way between Bos- 
ton and Worcester travel, in part 
through that town. No other com- 
munity between Boston and Worces- 
ter clamors to he omitted from the 
route of the time saving highways, and 
assuming it will be constructed as 
planned, Wellesley residents in years 
to come will appreciate the facilities 
it will afford them to reach Boston or 
Worcester speedily. Mr. Harmon 
should concern himself more with his 
own territory and less with New- 
ton, Brookline and other places re- 
moved from Worcester. The people 
of these communities are competent 
to handle their own affairs without 
the assistance of unsolicited advisers. 

Victor Cutter of Newton, head of 
the United Fruit Company, spoke fair- 
ly when he told members of the Traf- 
fic Club of New England the other 
night that motor truck owners pay 
disproportionate taxes as compared 
with railroad companies. He called 
attention to the fact that motor trucks 
carry 2.160,000 tons of freight over one 
road alone, annually between Boston 
and New York. He said: 

"Railroads are subject to increas- 
ingly heavy taxation, and at the same 
time are expected to improve grade 
crossings and other facilities. These 
grade crossings are largely necessary 
because of the motor trafllc which di- 
rectly competes with the railroads. 
Railroad taxes should be reduced or 
motor vehicles more strictly regulated 
than is generally the case. 

"It seems clear that our government 
cannot go on taxing and regulating 
railroads with severity while at the 
same time it subsidizes competition on 
highways and waterways. 

“Such a policy will either kill the 
railroads and leave us jvithout ade- 
quate transportation or It will result 
in government ownership with all its 
evils." 

Thousands of former railroad em- 
ployees in Massachusetts who re- 
ceived high wages, huve been idle for 
much of the time in late years due 
to motor trucks taking freight busi- 
ness from rullroads. Drivers and help- 
ers on these trucks receive far less 
pay and work much longer hours than 
did the rallroud employees.

Among the 
most interesting stories of contribu- 
tions is that to a Vermont Chapter a 
few duys ago when u little lud present- 
ed the Red Cross workers there with 
a dime. Behind the act was the Btory 
of how the little lad had sold his sled 
In the height of the coasting Heuson 
for thirty cents on the installment 
plan. Ah ho left the lad suid, "I’ll be 
around pretty soon with some more 
monoy.”

ROTARY CLUB 


The Natick Rotary Club was host 
this week to the Newton Club at their 
weekly meeting plaee, Unity Hall, in 
Natick. Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
George A. Parker, also a guest of the 
Natick Club, spoke in a most effective 
and convincing way of the lessons to 
lie drawn from the accidents caused 
by injudicious handling of the automo- 
bile. There were 796 fatalities in the 
state last year due to motor accidents, 
slightly less than in previous years 
and yet appalling. A bit of a silver lin- 
ing is found in the fact that the de- 
crease of fatalities among children 
was 18 per cent. It would appear that 
the schools are effective in their teach- 
ing of safety. Many of the accidents 
when analyzed might seem ludicrous 
if they were not so tragic in their re- 
sults. Just the people that you would 
expect to be careful do the most ab- 
surd things on a broad highway in day- 
llgbt, running into railroad trains and 
Into other curs without excuse.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND IDLENESS 


To tlie Editor of tlie Graphic: 

I noted four interesting accounts of 
the meeting for the utilization of the 
spare time of the unemployed and 
others recently held in connection with 
tlie Y. M. C. A. of Newton and the 
Newton Playground Commission. 
Nothing I noticed was mentioned of 
another general movement to bring 
people back to tlie soil. 

Since the World War with the 
speeding up of the gardening interest 
there lias been a general letting down 
of effort to cultivate tlie soil either 
for pleasure or profit. Our minds are 
given over to tlie use of machines, 
mass production and tlie acquisition 
of speed. In generations past in time 
of stress there lias been a returning 
to the land und in fact in some in : 
stances great revolutions have been 
caused by tlie hoarding of the soil in 
large areas, eliminating tlie freedom 
for cultivation of tlie ground for tho 
ninny. 

in reading tlie recent History of 
Newton one is reminded of the im- 
portant part thut its citizens took in 
horticulture, gardening and the art 
of the beuutiflcation of their homes. 

At one time tlie schools gave courses 
in seeds and plants, with patches of 
convenient luiul for u school garden; 
thus instilling into the children the 
love for living ami growing tilings. 

in many countries a garden is part 
of the household economy and is often 
one of beauty in its relutftm to homo 
and in the life of tlie country. 

We know how to play ON the soil 
in Newton and but little to work IN 
tlie soil. 

The following quotation from Fran- 
cis Bucou is quite pertinent: 

Ami a Man sliull ever see, that when 
Ages grow 

To Civility ami Elegance, Men come 

to build 

Stutely, sooner than to garden finely 
as if 

Gardening were tlie Greater Perfec- 
tion. 

And another quotation from Arthur 
Young will help: 

"Give a man the secure possesion 
of u bleak rock, und lie will turn it 
into a garden; give him a nine years’ 


lease of a garden and he will convert 
it into a desert.” 

Thus one will see thut the recent 
Zoning changes in Newton to private 
and single residence has been a help 
in the direction of home ownership. 

Tlie recent report of tlie Welfare 
Bureau appointed by Mayor Weeks 
under tlie direction of Mr. Leon Rogers 
reports that many in tills stress are 
fearful of losing their homes. They 
have attached themselves in a perma- 
nent way to tlie land and tlie city and 
one can well balance that their unem- 
ployment will not be one of idleness. 
They have an attachment that makes 
for better citizenship. 

Now what can lie done about the 
future, is the problem. The children 
in the schools will be the citizens of 
tomorrow, Spring is coming and I won- 
der if tlie return to school gardens and 
a general interest in home gardens in- 
spired by the children would give 
something to help tho future. Many 
a little plot could produce much of 
interest and profit during the com- 
ing summer with tlie canning to fol- 
low to care for the food for another 
winter, it was done in the war time: 
why not now to help. The more homes 
with ownership of home and land the 
better for Newton.

The speaker said that Boston is 
faced with the difficulty of suburban 
conditions, with moving pictures in 
most of the surrounding towns. He 
mentioned enthusiastically Eva Le 
Gallienne’s success in organizing the 
Civic Repertory Theatre in New York, 
where really worthwhile plays are 
produced at moderate prices, and he 
spoke of her endeavors as represent 
ing his idea of a real theatre, the kind 
which Boston should have. This young 
and slender woman, he declared had 
ability which would warrant her name 
being emblazoned in electric lights on 
Broadway, but she lias chosen instead 
to give her efforts and talents to the 
end that fine plays may be available 
to multitudes of people. 

Mr. Eaton reviewed briefly but in 
terestingly a number of successful 
plays current this season in New York, 
some of which Bostonians may look 
forward to seeing and most of which 
can be obtained in book form. He 
spoke of liow interesting it is to see 
how and why changes are necessary 
to make a reading play effective on 
the stage.

Alice Friend Mitchell addressed the 
Newtonville Woman’s Club, on Tues- 
day, February 24, using as her topic, 
"Know Yourself.” Mrs. Mitchell, a 
student of Child Psychology, and pres- 
ident of the Homemakers’ Club of 
Providence, was formerly a resident 
of West Newton. Her many friends 
in Newton welcomed her to the Club 
and were glad of this opportunity to 
hear her. 

Her talk dealt with the problems of 
parents in training children. There 
are problems, according to Mrs. Mitch- 
ell’s ideas, because children cannot be 
moulded into any set form, and no 
given rules and regulations can be 
laid down for them to follow. If this 
were the case, then training would be 
reduced to a minimum and no prob- 
lems would arise. The question of 
heredity and environment was dis- 
cussed, and Mrs. Mitchell claims that 
tlic" problem here for parents is to 
regulate environment so as to get the 
best out of inherent capacity. 

In Mrs. MitcheP’s opinion the par- 
ents are in most cases the greatest 
influence for t lie future life of the 
child as a good citizen, and she classi- 
fied parents in four groups, namely: 
the domineering parent, who always 
makes the child bow to his will; the 
do-as-you-please parent, who believes 
in too much freedom: the parent who 
tries to understand the child, who is 
the true psychological parent, and the 
parent who smothers the child with 
too much love. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Mitchell summed 
up her talk by saying that it all re- 
solved itself into having patience, 
perseverance, and a sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the child, and in trying 
to train him to do the right thing 
merely because of the principle. To 
consider the home a training school, 
and above all to take this parental job 
less seriously, would go a long way 
toward eliminating the problems of 
childhood. 

Mrs. Mitchell was introduced to the 
audience by Mrs. Bion M. Weather- 
head, chairman of the American Home 
committee, as tills committee spon- 
sored the meeting. The Club has en- 
joyed two helpful and instructive 
meetings tills year for which they are 
indebted to the American Home com- 
mittee. 


low one’s own wishes, which is a very 
natural desire, impels the Individual 
to do the things he likes to do, and to 
avoid the unpleasant. This may ap- 
pear at first to be a very undesirable , 
trait, but in reality it is very desir- 
able because it can, with proper direc- ! 
tion and guidance, be made to moti- 
vate socially desirable ends. Coupled 
with this interest of doing what he 
pleases, the individual also desires so- 
cial approval and the approbation of 
his friends and neighbors: therefore, ' 
by controlling (intelligently) praise 
and approval in the child’s everyday 
experiences, the child may be led to 
like the things he should like and to 
dislike the things that are socially un- 
desirable. Third, the home, school, 
and church need to have a better un- 
derstanding of the sex life of the child. 
In spite of the general knowledge 
among the social workers and spe- 
cialists in the field of juvenile delin- 
quency as to the place of sex in ! 
causation of such conduct, little has 
been done to attack the problem at 
its most strategic point, the parent. | 
Parents must know the psychology of 
sex, as well as the physiology of sex, 
to be effective in developing socially 
wholesome attitudes at this point. 

Dr. Capone summarized that with 
the emotions properly directed and 
attached to socially desirable ends, 
the more formal aspects of education 
can be carried on with less fear. Those 
tools of knowledge which have hereto- 
fore been given and used indiscrim- 
inately for both social and anti-social 
purposes may now serve more effect- 
ively the fundamental objective of ed- 
ucation.”

Woman's Club of Newton Highlands 


"The Principles of Character Educa- 
tion” were discussed by Professor A. 
A. Capone, of the Harvard School of 
Education on Friday. February 20, in 
tiie second of the series of lectures on 
Child Psychology, sponsored jointly 
by the American Home committee and 
the Education committee of the Wo- 
man’s Club of Newton Highlands. 
Despite the stormy day, a large num- 
ber were present to hear Professor 
Capone and to remain for tea, which 
was served by the American Home 
committee under the direction of Mrs. 
Walter E. Decker. 

Professor Capone pointed out that 
character education is devoted to the 
development of normal, healthy per 
sonalities: to the development of in- 
dividuals who find happiness in life, 
and joy in contributing to the social 
welfare. There Is nothing particularly 
new in the expression of this objec- 
tive of education, but, it seemed Co 
him that this objective would be more 
nearly a reality as was emphasized 
more and more in the education and 
training of the emotions. Studies of 
psychology and mental hygiene indi- 
cate the importance of human motives 
and human desires in the growth aud 
development of normal wholesome per- 
sonalities. Many of the adult motives 
and desires originate in early child- 
hood experiences, therefore, it is es- 
sential that teachers, and parents in 
particular, understand the principles 
that underlie character education. 

He stated some of the most impor- 
tant motivating forces in the forma- 
tion of chnructer, as follows: first, 
every normal individual, from the day 
of birth to tiie day of his death, desires 
and inwardly demunds to be treated 
with respect. This desire is so strong 
that any word or deed which tends to 
hurt one’s seif respect results in com- 
plications which may bo very undesir- 
able socially and biologically. Such 
behavior as dissntisfuction in one's 
work, ut school and otherwise, running 
away from home, isolation from so- 
lely, nervous illnesses of vurious 
sorts, and cynical views of life, may 
result from a sense of disrespect of 
one’s ego. Second, the desire to fol-

Despite High Finance. 

Two Engineers. 

[ The Pendulum Swings. 

: Ladies Hear About Russia. 

In spite of objections from highest 
financial authority, including Secre- 
tary Mellon, the House approved over- 
whelmingly. 363 to 39. the bill to let 
veterans borrow one-half the value of 
their war certiorates. If they all bor- 
row one-half. Uncle Sam will have to 
pay out more than fifteen hundred 
million dollars, and high finance says 
that will be ruinous. 

As a rule, “Big Money,” which means 
ability, should receive respectful at- 
tention, as does the captain of a ihlp. 
But high finance is sometimes mis- 
taken. Big bankers said the Federal 
Reserve system would ruin the coun- 
try, because it kept a few men from 
controlling all the money. They ~ere 
wrong. Without the Federal Reserve 
this country would have had a black 
panic, long ago. They may he wrong 
in their idea that handing a billion 
dollars to those that need it, and 
earned it, will ruin us now. 

In his introduction to the writings 
of George Washington, prepared for 
next year's 200th Anniversary, Presi- 
dent Hoover says Washington's engi- 
neering ability has never been fully 
appreciated. 

Washington’s methods were surpris- 
ingly modern. 

He reclaimed the Dismal Swamp in 
Virginia, was adviser and engineer on 
the Potomac and James River Canal 
and first to advise a combined high- 
way and waterway from the Atlantic 
Coast to the Ohio River. 

The President describes his prede- 
cessor as "the most potent human 
intellectual force in the firmament of 
American intellect.” 

George Washington was the first 
engineer to occupy thl White House. 
President Hoover is the second 

A war with England interfered with 
Washington's engineering activities. 

A war with bootleggers interferes 
with Hoover'-. 

Civilization expresses horror of re- 
ligious fundamentalists in Turkey. 
They want their old Mohammedan re- 
ligion restored, veils on women's 
faces, fezzes on men’s heads. 

Twenty-seven of these religious pro- 
testors were hanged recently and it is 
expected others will be hanged as rap- 
idly as they are caught. Mustapha 
Kemal does not nelieve in half-way 
measures. 


Thus the pendulum swiugs the other 
way. Old-fashioned religions have 
killed, burned, boiled, tortured hun- 
dreds of thousands under the most 
revolting conditions, as when Dr. S. 
Servetus was burned by order of Cal- 
vin in Switzerland. Damp wood was 
used to make the fire burn slowly and 
prolong the agony. pYobablv the plan 
miscarried, since damp wood, produc- 
ing much smoke, would suffocate the 
victim before burning really began. 

After a "day of silence,” Gandhi, the 
leader of 300.000,000 Hindus, goes to 
New Delhi to discuss freedom with 
the British Viceroy. 

The "day of silence” devoted to re- 
flection and introspection, was a day 
unknown to great Asiatic conquerors 
of the past. Genghis Khan, Tamer- 
lane an Attila had no days of silence, 
every day was active. 

American lady patriots listening 
here for three hours, are assured that 
Russia threatens our institutions and 
this land is practically the last refuge 
of good government, as opposed to 
Red Russian ideas. Dr. Patmont. of 
California, went to Russia, “fooled the 
secret police, went just wherever he 
pleased, and saw things behind the 
scenes that Americans less intelligent 
never see.” 

He saw young girls standing In 
breud lines “with babies born illegiti- 
mately under this Soviet system." He 
saw “wild children, offspring of free 
love, sanctioned by the Soviet system, 
roamiug around, uutil they were 
killed as pests by villagers and their 
bodies burned." 

According to l)r. Patmont. killing 
folks and burning them, seems to be 
an important feature of Russian life. 
If Red Russia upsets our Govern- 
ment. takes all the money away from 
Mellon, Rockefeller, Baker and Ford, 
and gives free divorce to everybody, 
“with wild chit d r e n. r o a m i n g 
around,” in consequence, it will net 
be the fault of Dr. Patmont. He has 
warned this Government. 

Meanwhile those Russians, enemies 
of capitalism, do a little capitalistic 
business on their owu account. Au 
American firm, the Kitingon Schtltl 
Company, has *• m traded to buy fifty 
million dollars worth of furs from 
Russiu. teu million dollars worth 
every year, for five yeurs. And this 
Government, recovering from its Uua- 
sophohia in a lucid interval approves 
the transaction. 

Also Russia's Government spends 
more tliuu unit and bus a surplus, 
instead of a deti lt, ami every man in 
Russia has a job. whether he wants it 
or not. No idle clans allowed. Such 
a country should he able to feed its 
wild children

The Nonantum branch of the New-
